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The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  McKean. 
-   The  Hon.  Deidrich  Willers,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  State,  administered  to 
the  members  present  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  twelfth  section 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  the  said  oath  was  thereupon  sub- 
scribed by  the  members. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Speaker ; 
that  the  roll  of  members  be  called  by  the  Clerk,  and  that  each  member, 
as  his  name  is  called,  rise  in  his  place  and  openly  name  his  choice  for 
such  officer ;  and  that,  after  the  election  of  Speaker,  we  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-arms  in  the  same  manner.

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James  W.  Husted  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given, 
the  Clerk  declared  him  duly  elected  Speaker.     . 

The  Clerk  appointed  Messrs.  Prince  and  Weed  a  committee  to  con- 
duct the  Speaker  to  the  chair. 

Upon  taking  the  chair  the  Speaker  arose  and  addressed  the  House  as 
follows : 

Oentlemen  of  the  Assembly :  For  the  honor  and  the  expression  of  con- 
fidence contained  in  the  vote  just  annoanced,  I  heg  you  to  accept  my 
heartfelt  thanks. 

With  vour  co-operation  and  support,  upon  which  I  confidently  rely,  I 
shall  seek  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Speaker  with  fidelity,  courtesy  and 
impartiality,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  the  efforts  of  the  Chair  within 
their  legitimate  sphere,  harmonizing  with  the  broader  action  of  the 
House,  shall  conduce  to  results  which  will  be  just  in  themselves  and 
command  the  approval  of  those  we  represent. 

Our  labors  will  be  watched  by  four  millions  of  people  whose  great 
interests  they  deeply  affect.  We  shall  be  judged,  as  we  ought  to  be 
judged,  by  the  character  and  influence  of  what  we  do  in  the  session 
before  us,  and  with  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  all  our  obligations  as  legis- 
lators, we  may  be  as  ready  to  invite  as  our  constituents  to  apply  that 
one  true  rule  of  public  judgment.  A  short  session  with  the  prompt  yet 
deliberate  dispatch  of  necessary  business  and  distinguished  by  pure, 
just  and  frugal  legislation,  passed  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  people,  is 
the  paramount  object  to  be  kept  constantly  in  view.  To  complete  our 
labors  within  the  hundred  days  contemplated  by  the  Constitution 
demands  our  best  efforts.  As  contributing  to  this  end  and  as  eminently 
salutary  in  itself,  the  enactment  of  laws  conferring  special  franchises  and 
privileges  upon  individuals  or  corporations,  of  acts  framed  in  the  interest 
of  monopolies  and  of  all  kinds  of  special  legislation  should,  so  far  as 
practicable,  be  studiously  avoided.  Our  work  should  be  directed  to 
public  and  not  to  private  ends. 

Among  the  subjects  requiring  action  at  your  hands  are  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution.  Having  already  passed  one  Legisla- 
ture and  received  very  wide  and  general  sanction,  tliey  will  doubtless 
commend  themselves  to  your  approval.  If  they  are  well  adapted  to  our 
government  in  the  future,  they  are  equally  fitted,  so  far  as  applicable, 
for  our  guidance  in  the  present,  and  we  may  at  least  carry  out  their 
elevated  spirit  in  restricting  the  scope  of  special  legislation,  and  accom- 
plishing legitimate  public  objects  chiefly  by  general  laws. 

The  interests  of  our  great  State  are  vast,  complex  and  multiplied. 
Foremost  among  them,  and  closely  identified  with  each  other,  are  the 
protection  of  her  agricultural  and  industrial  elements,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  her  splendid  commerce.  To  preserve  her  commercial  supremacy 
requires  the  best  wisdom  of  her  representatives.  Competitors  are  press- 
ing forward  with  their  enterprises,  and  thus  equally  vital  to  supply  the 
demands  of  her  own  citizens,  and  to  maintain  the  carrying  trade  of  the 
nation  is  the  necessity  of  such  increased  facilities  as  will  assure  rapid 
transportation  at  equitable  rates. 

In  order  at  once  to  promote  this  object  and  to  relieve  the  people  from 
taxation  for  canal  purposes,  the  last  Legislature  proposed  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  providing  for  the  funding  of  the  canal  debt. 

This  subject  of  internal  commerce,  with  its  various  aspects,  will 
again  demand  our  attention,  and  in  harmony  with  the  same  general 
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policy  we  shall  be  expected  to  respond  to  that  just  public  sentiment 
which  asks  for  the  correction  of  corporate  mismanagement  and  abuses. 

Thus  fulfilling  our  obligations  we  shall  have  the  consciousness  of 
deserving,  as,  relying  upon  a  stem  but  just  public  sense,  we  shall  have 
the  assurance  of  receiving  the  approbation  of  our  constituents. 

Keeping  before  us  the  highest  standard  of  duty  and  bearing  in  mind 
that  every  act  makes  a  factor  in  the  complete  impression  we  should  so 
labor  that  when  our  trust  is  returned  to  those  who  gave  it,  it  will  meet 
with  the  plaudit  of  well  done.  Our  purpose  and  our  work  will  be 
measured  by  the  results,  and  from  that  test  no  legislator  should  shrink.

To  the  LegislMure : 

At  the  close  of  another  year  of  uninterrupted  health,  prosperity, 
abundance  and  peace,  the  fervent  expression  of  our  thankfulness  is 
due  to  Almighty  God  for  these  signal  manifestations  of  His  favor. 
While  in  portions  of  our  sister  states  a  destructive  pestilence  has 
desolated  hundreds  of  households,  our  own  have  been  mercifully 
spared.  Though  the  friendly  relations  of  the  United  States  with  a 
European  power  were  for  a  time  endangered  by  an  infnnffement  of 
our  international  rights,  the  peril  has  been  happily  averted  oy  a  com- 
bination of  firmness  and  forbearance,  which  always  becomes  a 
powerfiil  government ;  and  there  is  ground  for  hope  that  the  ancient 
nation,  which,  with  a  less  prudent  bearing  on  our  part,  might  now 
have  been  at  war  with  us,  may  occupy,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlan- 
tic, sustained  by  our  sympathy  and  kind  offices,  the  same  position, 
which  we  hold  in  the  western  hemisphere,  as  a  representative  of  free 
institutions. 

It  would  be  a  source  of  heartfelt  satisfaction  to  us  if  we  could  say 
unreservedly  that  we  had  responded  to  this  exemption  from 
domestic  and  national  evils  by  a  more  devoted  discharge  of  our 
social  duties,  a  more  cheeriul  submission  to  the  laws,  and  a  more 
studious  fulfillment  of  our  obligations  to  the  public  and  to  each  other. 
In  all  these  respects  I  fear  a  review  of  the  past  will  disclose  much 
which  will  need  your  most  thoughtful  deliberation,  with  a  view  to. 
provide  such  remedies  as  may  be  within  your  constitutional  powers 

The  condition  of  the  state  is,  nevertheless,  under  most  of  its 
aspects,  exceedingly  gratifying.  Our  debt  is  comparatively  small ;  it 
may,  with  proper  economy,  within  a  few  years  be  entirely  paid; 
and  in  that  case  we  shall  stand  in  marked  and  commendable  con 
trast  with  other  states  and  municipalities,  which  are  heavily  burdened 
with  pecuniary  liabilities.  Our  colleges,  academies  and  schools  are 
flourishing,  our  charitable  institutions  in  general  well  managed,  our 
laws  enforced  with  renewed  vigor,  and  great  criminals  brought  tp 
speedy  and  exemplary  punishment.  The  reports  of  the  officers  in 
charge  of  the  different  departments  of  the  government  will  present 
to  you  in  full  the  details,  of  which  I  proceed  to  give  a  summary.

The  general  fund  debt  sinking  fund  includes  $1,500,000,  received 
since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  from  the  bounty  debt  sinking 
fund,  the  interest  accrued  to  October  1st,  1873,  payable  January  1st, 
1874,  has  been  deducted. 

The  entire  funded  debt  of  the  state  on  the  30th 
September,  1872,  after  deducting  unapplied  bal- 
ances of  sinking  funds,  amounted  to $25,386,725  84 

On  the  30th  September,  1873,  the  entire  funded 
debt  of  the  state,  after  a  like  deduction,  amounted  to    21,191,379  34 

Showing  a  reduction  of  the  debt  of $4,195,346  50 

This  reduction  of  the  state  debt  is  apparent  only  —  not  real,  as 
the  redemptions  of  stock,  which  fell  due  in  the  year  1873,  were 
provided  .for  by  new  loans.  The  stock  outstanding  on  the  30th 
September,  1873,  and  to  be  hereafter  redeemed,  is,  therefore,  only 
a  few  hundred  thousand  dollars  less  than  on  the  30th  September, 
1872. 

KEDEMPTION  OF  THE   STATE  DEBT.

TAXES. 

The  state  tax  levy  for  the  current  year  amounted  to  6  ^^  mills. 
The  total  amount  of  the  tax  will  be  $14,800,903.38  —  about  five 
millions  less  than  the  amount  levied  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
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BAiT  BPBINGS. 

The  quantity  of  salt  from  the  Onondaga  Salt  Springs,  inspected 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  was  7,959,172  bushels  —  less  by  40,627 
bushels  than  the  production  of  the  preceding  year.  The  net  revenue 
from  this  source  was  $21,7(15.75,  showing  a  falling  off  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year  of  $12,856.37.

The  Clinton  Prison  report  shows  items  of  stock  on  hand,  and 
unpaid  accounts  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  amounting  to  $153,043.42, 
and  that  of  Sing  Sing  $31,000.38  of  unpaid  accounts. 

These  items  and  accounts  are  a  virtual  reduction  of  the  foregoing 
deficiency.  It  is  believed  that  the  present  fiscal  year  wi]l  show  a 
further  reduction,  as  two  of  the  prisons  were  turned  over  to  the 
present  wardens  almost  wholly  destitute  of  supplies  of  all  kinds.

From  the  reports  of  the  regents  of  the  university,  which  will 
be  made  to  you,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  condition  of  the  colleges 
and  academies  is,  in  all  respects,  satisfactory.  In  the  former  tne 
course  of  instruction  is  constantly  adapting  itself  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  age.  While  disciplinary  and  classical  studies  have 
never  been  more  thoroughly  pursued,  subjects  which  are  regarded 
as  more  closely  related  to  the  practical  affairs  of  life,  are  receiving 
increased  attention.  The  number  of  students  during  the  past  year 
was  very  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  the  preceding.  In  aU 
that  gives  character  and  power  to  this  class  of  institutions,  the 
colleges  of  New  York  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any 
other  state. 

The  number  of  colleges  in  the  state  is  as  follows :  literary,  22 ; 
medical,  13 ;  law  schools,  6. 

In  the  academies  a  system  of  examinations  instituted  by  the 
regents  several  years  since,  greatly  reduced  the  number  of  scnolars 
on  which  the  distribution  of  tne  public  moneys  appropriated  to  these 
institutions  is  made.  The  reports  of  the  last  year  snow  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  such  scholars  of  nearly  twenty  per  cent  over  the 
previous  year ;  an  increase  most  gratifying,  because  it  exhibits  the 
salutary  influence  of  higher  requirements  in  scholarship.  The 
regents  are  confident  that  this  influence  will  continue  to  strengthen 
and  extend,  making  itself  very  sensibly  felt  in  the  common  schools 
as  well  as  in  the  academies.  The  increased  appropriations  lately 
made  to  these  institutions  are  greatly  stimulating  the  work  of  both 
teachers  and  scholars  in  all  departments  of  instruction.  They  are 
specially  felt  in  the  classes  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  oi  the 
common  schools,  there  being  an  increase  of  at  least  thirty  per  cent 
in  the  number  of  such  teachers  now  under  training,  as  compared 
with  former  years. 

This  result  is  regarded  by  the  regents  as  most  encouraging ;  for 
with  all  that  is  done  in  the  normal  schools,  the  academies  must 
continue  to  a  great  extent  to  furnish  the  teachers  for  the  com- 
mon schools,  especially  in  the  rural  districts.  Whatever  is  done  to 
elevate  and  improve  the  institutions,  in  which  these  teachers  are 
trained,  will  tend  directly  and  positively  to  advance  the  schools  in 
which  they  teach. 

The  range  of  subjects  taught  in  the  academies  is  wide,  and  in 
the  character  of  the  instruction  and  the  apparatus  provided  for  the 
illustration  of  science,  many  of  these  institutions  are  fully  equal  to 
the  colleges  of  a  few  years  ago. 

The  number  of  academies  and  academical  departments  of  union 
schools  under  the  visitation  of  the  regents  is  210. 

STATE  LIBRABT. 

The  state  library,  both  in  its  general  and  its  law  departments,  has 
been  augmented  to  the  full  extent  of  the  means  at  tne  disposal  of 
the  trustees.  More  than  twenty-eight  hundred  volumes  have  been 
added  to  it  during  the  past  year.    The  annual  appropriation,  not 
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increased  for  many  years,  is  quite  inadequate  to  its  wants,  especially 
in  view  of  the  largely  increased  cost  of  books.  It  is  believed  to  be 
worthy  of  continued  and  enlarged  support.  The  whole  number  of 
volumes  on  its  shelves  is  90,844. 

The  state  museum  of  natural  history  under  the  management  of 
Professor  Hall,  is  in  an  excellent  conaition,  and  most  valuable  con- 
tributions are  made  through  it  to  the  departments  of  science,  which 
it  illustrates. 

MILniA. 

The  National  Guard  consists  of  eight  divisions  and  20  brigades, 
distributed  as  follows,  viz. :  One  regiment,  one  battalion  ana  nine 
separate  troops  of  cavalry;  12  batteries  of  artillery,  31  regiments, 
12  battalions  and  three  detached  companies  of  infantry,  making  an 
aggregate  force  of  23,360. 

l)uring  the  last  year  two  regiments  of  infantry  have  been  dis- 
banded and  mustered  out  of  service,  six  regiments  of  infantry  have 
been  reduced  to  battalions,  and  one  regiment  has  been  re-organized. 

During  the  same  period  six  arsenals,  which  had  become  entirely 
useless,  have  been  sold,  producing  $25,550,  of  which  $22,860  have 
been  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  $2,700  refunded  to  the  village  of 
Dunkirk  and  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  from  which  the  sites  of  two 
of  the  buildings  were  obtained. 

At  the  commencement  of  my  administration  I  found  that  no  sys- 
tem of  proper  accountability  for  arms,  ammunition,  and  munitions 
of  war  existed.  There  were  no  reliable  inventories  of  the  property 
contained  in  the  arsenals,  and  therefore  no  means  of  ascertaining 
from  time  to  time  whether  it  was  faithfully  preserved.  This  radic£u 
defect  has  been  remedied.  Complete  inventories  of  the  contents 
of  all  the  arsenals  have  been  prepared,  the  commissary  general  of 
ordnance  has  been  made  responsible  for  them,  and  whenever  a 
change  takes  place  hereafter  in  the  incumbent,  the  successor  will  be 
required  to  receipt  for  them.  The  same  system  of  accountability  is 
applied  to  the  commanders  of  regiments  who  are  required  to  give 
bonds  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  arms  and  other  property  in  their 
charge.  In  the  progress  of  the  inquiries  set  on  loot  to  ascertain 
where  such  property  was  to  be  found,  large  quantities  of  arms 
and  munitions  were  discovered  outside  of  arsenals  and  of  military 
organizations,  amounting  to  over  $9,000  in  value.  Unserviceable 
property  to  the  amount  of  $7,283.90  has  been  sold,  and  about  the 
same  amount  is  on  hand  for  sale.  The  force  in  the  arsenals  has  been 
reduced  by  the  discharge  of  superfluous  employes,  and  a  saving  of 
$5,616.44  per  annum  has  been  effected.  The  accomplishment  of 
these  reforms  has  been  most  efiSciently  carried  out  by  the  adjutant 
general  aided  by  the  commissary  ^neral  of  oi*dnance. 

A  system  of  thorough  inspection  has  been  introduced  with  very 
beneficial  results  by  the  inspector  general,  and  the  National  Guard 
is  believed  to  be  better  organized,  disciplined  and  prepared  for 
active  service  than  it  has  been  at  any  previous  time. 

On  the  9th  of  January  last  the  sum  of  $192,650.31  was  received 
from  the  federal  government  on  account  of  the  war  claims  of  the 
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state,  and  on  the  19th  March  a  further  sum  of  $107,498.08,  in  all 
$300,148.39.  The  account  presented  by  the  state  shows  a  balance 
of  $1,209,286.11  still  due.  This  amount  includes  $131,188.02  on 
account  of  interest  on  comptroller's  bonds,  which  cannot  be  paid 
without  an  act  of  congress,  and  also  an  installment  not  yet  examined 
of  $341,580.10.  The  remainder,  $736,507.99,  is  made  up  of  dis- 
allowed and  suspended  items,  of  which  probably  not  more  than  a 
third  will  be  obtained. 

TRUST   COMPANIES. 

Some  legislation  is  desirable  for  the  regulation  of  that  class  of 
moneyed  corporations  known  as  trust,  loan  and  indemnity,  guar- 
antee, and  safe  deposit  companies. 

Banks  of  discount  and  deposit  and  savings  banks  have  a  general 
system  by  which  each  class  is  regulated,  and  no  reason  is  perceived 
why  the  corporations  referred  to  Sionld  not  be  placed  under  a  similar 
system,  the  provisions  of  which  shall  be  uniform.  The  last-named 
institutions  have,  as  a  general  rule,  greater  powers  than  the  former, 
under  less  restriction,  with  no  uniform  external  supervision,  and 
with  equal  liability  to  hazardous  risks  and  ultimate  loss.  Your 
consideration  is  respectfully  called  to  the  proprietj-  of  passing  a 
general  law  applicable  to  all  institutions  of  this  class  now  in  operation 
and  requirinffany  which  may  be  hereafter  created  to  conform  to  it. 

The  New  York  Loan  and  Indemnity  Company,  in  the  published 
announcement  of  its  powers  and  purposes,  makes  the  fact  conspicuous 
that  it  is  "  fully  prepared  to  carry  on  a  general  banking  business." 
It  is  not  doubted  that  others  are  engaged  in  the  same  transactions, 
and  yet  they  are,  to  a  great  extent,  free  from  the  operation  ot  those 
laws,  to  which  it  is  the  policy  of  the  state  to  subject  other  moneyed 
institutions  as  custodians  of  the  funds  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  in 
order  to  protect  the  people  from  loss  through  mismanagement  and 
fraud.  The  demand  for  these  charters  seems  to  be  increasing,  while 
our  lefifislation,  in  regard  to  them,  is  inharmonious  with  itself  and 
with  tlie  principles  which  have  been  deemed  sound  in  respect  to 
institutions  of  this  character.  One  company  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  state  comptroller,  another,  in  a  certain  sense,  of  the  bank 
superintendent,  while  a  third  is  the  ward  of  the  supreme  court. 
These  anomalies  should  be  corrected  by  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
system  of  accountability. 

BANKS. 

On  the  first  day  of  October  last,  eighty  banks  were  doing  business 
under  the  laws  of  the  state. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  circulating  notes  to  the  amount  of  $20,972 
were  destroyed  by  the  bank  department.  One  hundred  and  fifteen 
banks  were  credited  with  lost  circulation  to  the  amount,  in  all,  of 
$480,913,  the  time  for  redeeming  the  same,  after  the  usual  legal 
notice,  having  expired. 

The  amount  of  circulation  outstanding,  including  that  of  incor- 
porated banks,  banking  associations  and  individual  bankers,  was,  on 
the  first  of  October  last,  $1,400,116.50.  Of  this  amount,  the  sum 
of  $656,240  was  secured  by  deposits  of  cash,  stocks,  or  stocks  and 
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mortgages.  The  residue,  being  circulation  issued  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  general  banking  law,  is  not  secured  by  any  deposit  in  the  bank 
department. 

There  were  forty-one  banks  incorporated  prior  to  the  enactment 
of  the  general  banking  law,  that  had  not,  on  the  22nd  of  May  last, 
the  date  of  an  act  to  provide  for  their  final  closing,  taken  any  steps 
toward  such  closiuff.  Twelve  of  these  have  since  given  notice  of 
final  closing  under  the  provisions  of  that  act. 

During  me  fiscal  year  one  bank  discontinued  business,  and  thirteen 
were  organized,  eleven  of  which  commenced  business.  Six  of  these 
latter  were  changed  from  banks  organized  under  the  national  bank- 
ing laws. 

SAVINGS  BANES. 

There  were  on  the  1st  of  July  last,  152  savings  banks  reporting 
to  the  bank  department  (three  "of  which  are  closing),  with  assets 
aggregating  $314,755,770. 

The  increase  in  assets  during  the  six  months  ended  July  1,  1873, 
amounted  to  $9,425,439.  The  number  of  persons  having  deposits 
in  these  institutions,  was,  according  to  the  number  of  open  accounts 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1873,  822,642,  being  an  increase  of 
45,942  deposits  during  the  year  then  ended.. 

In  my  annual  message  in  January  last,  it  was  recommended  that 
a  generaJ  law  should  be  passed  defining  the  powers  of  savings  banks 
and  repealing  all  special  privileges  in  existing  charters  inconsistent 
with  it.  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  amount  which  any  one  indi- 
vidual should  be  allowea  to  deposit,  should  be  limited.  These  sug- 
gestions are  renewed  with  the  further  recommendation  that  these 
institutions  should  not  be  allowed  to  pay  more  than  five  per  cent 
interest  on  deposits.  These  deposits  exceed  $300,000,000,  and  the 
interests  involved  are  so  serious  that  the  subject  is  one  of  the  most 
important  that  can  engage  the  attention  of  the  legislature.  The 
primary  consideration  is  safety,  and  this  can  only  be  secured  by  the 
very  best  investments  and  by  a  moderate  rate  of  interest  to  depositors. 
Five  per  cent  is  believed  to  be  the  maximum  which  these  institutions 
can  anord  to  pay,  if  sound  rules  are  applied  to  their  transactions. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  no  director  or  officer  of  a  savings  bank 
shall  be  a  director  or  officer  of  any  bank  of  discount  in  which  its 
moneys  are  deposited.  Institutions  of  both  classes  are  in  some 
instances  under  the  same  management,  and  there  is  always  danger 
tiat  moneys  which  are  deposited  with  the  former,  and  required  to 
be  invested  in  permanent  securities,  may  enter  into  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  latter  and  be  loaned  out  on  discounted  notes  in 
violation  of  the  requirements  of  the  law.  The  former  are  estab- 
lished for  the  benefit  of  persons  in  moderate  circumstances,  and 
every  possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  accomplish* 
ment  of  the  object  of  their  creation.

QUABAKTINE. 

During  the  year,  eighty-three  vessels  have  been  detained  in  quar- 
antine on  account  of  sickness  which  had  occurred  on  board  while 
in  port  or  on  their  passage  to  New  York. 

On  twenty-five  vessels  thirty-two  cases  of  small-pox  occurred,  ex- 
posing to  the  infection  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  14,795  persons  who 
were  on  board.  Thirty-seven  vessels  had  yeflow  fever  on  board,  and 
sixty-two  cases  of  this  disease,  of  which  thirteen  were  fatal,  were  re- 
ceived and  treated  in  Dix  Island  Hospital.  Seventeen  vessels  arrived 
in  which  ship-fever  had  occurred  at  the  time  of  arrival.  From  these, 
seventeen  persons  were  removed  to  hospital  with  fever,  the  number 
exposed  to  the  disease  being  12,024.  Four  vessels  arrived  on 
which  there  were  seventeen  cases  of  cholera,  of  which  nine  were 
sent  to  hospital  and  one  was  fatal  afler  arrival.  On  these  vessels 
were  2,872  persons.  During  the  quarantine  season  1,391  vessels 
arrived  and  were  examined  from  ports  suspected  or  known  to  be 
infected  with  yellow  fever,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety  were  de- 
tained for  observation  :  of  these  one  hundred  and  twelve  were 
required  to  discharge  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their  cargoes  before 
being  permitted  to  pass  Quarantine.  These  vessels  were  from 
Havana,  Sagua  la  Grande,  Matanzas,  New  Orleans,  and  one  from 
Hio  Janeiro.      The  business    operations    pertaining  to    these  dis- 
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charges   of    car^o    'were,  as  last  year,  left  in  the  hands  of  owners 
subject    to     Tieeeesary    sanitary   control.      Although    then    an    ex- 

Seriment^   tlie   Bixocess  of  this  system  for  two  years,  and  especially 
aring   the     l&st     summer,  proves    it  to   be    practicable    and  safe. 
The  malignant   type   of  yellow  fever  of  the  past  season  and  the 

Sidemic    cholera    from  northern    Europe,  none  of  which  reached 
e  dty  through,  quarantine,  have  shown  that  the  system  can  safely 
befoUovred  in  the  future.    Twenty-two  licenses  to  work  in  quaran- 
tine have  heen    issned  during  the  season  to  the  various  firms  of 
lightermen,  stevedores,  coopers  and  cleaners  who  have  applied  for 
them,  thuB  relieving  the  great  hardship  so  much  complained  of  by 
merchantB  and  shippers  previously  to  the  administration  of  quaran- 
tine by  the  present  health  officer;  and  business  operations  are  now, 
for  the  first  time,  left  in  the  management  of  those  on  whom  it 
devolves  to  pay  the  expenses  incident  to  them..  Although  during 
tiie  past  summer  there  has  been  an  unusually  large  number  of  vessels 
lightened  for  sanitary  reasons,  there  is  under  the  present  system  no 
oomplaint,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  after  so  many 
years  of  unseemly  contention  between  the  citizens  of  New  York  and 
the  health  authorities  of  the  port,  necessary  sanitary  restrictions  are 
now  enforced  with  ,the  consent  and  approval  of  the  commercial 
dasses. 

BOASD    OF    HEALTH  OF  THE  CirY  OF  NEW  TOBK. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  measures  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  the  public  health  in  the  city  of  New  York,  it  is  indispensable 
that  the  authority  of  the  board  of  health  should  be  extended  over 
the  waters  of  the  harbor  and  bay  within  the  quarantine  limits.  The 
health  officer  of  the  port  is  a  member  of  the  board,  and  should  be 
empowered  to  execute  its  orders  upon  the  waters  surrounding  the 
dty  in  the  same  manner  as  the  police  carry  its  directions  into  effect 
upon  the  land.  He  has  a  steamer  at  his  command  and  may  do  so 
without  any  additional  expense  to  the  state.  When  the  bodies  of 
dead  animals  and  other  nuisances  have  been  removed  beyond  the 
city  limits,  they  are  often  left  floating  in  full  view,  upon  the  waters 
of  the  harbor,  or  land  upon  the  shores  of  the  lower  bay,  and  are  not 
only  a  source  of  annoyance,  but  quite  as  dangerous  as  other  evils, 
which  the  organization  of  the  board  of  health  was  designed  to  pre- 
vent and  remove. 

Yonr  interposition  may  also  be  needed  to  supply  some  defects 
and  omissions  in  regard  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  board,  in 
the  act  pa£»ed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  for  I'e-organizing 
the  city  govemmeut. 

EMIGRATION. 

The  number  of  emigrants  from  foreign  countries,  who  arrived  at 
New  York  during  the  year  1872,  was  294,581.  The  number  in 
1873  was  266,010  ;  a  falling  off  of  28,571. 

The  commissioners  state  that,  in  consequence  of  the  prevailing 
stiUFnation  in  business,  a  much  larger  number  has  been  thrown  upon 
tb&n  for  support,  and  that  without  an  increase  of  the  head  money 
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they  cannot  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  estabKshments.  I 
believe  they  have  made  every  possible  effort  to  bring  these  expen- 
ditures within  their  means,  and  the  statements  which  will  be  laid 
before  you,  are  respectfully  commended  to  your  favorable  con- 
sideration. 

IKSANE. 

Statement  showing  the  number  and  situation  of  the  insane  of  the 
state  on  the  Ist  of  January,  1872,  according  to  reports  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities :

The  information  relating  to  insane  in  the  "custody  of  friends" 
was  obtained  from  physicians  in  the  various  cities  and  towns.  The 
officers  of  the  various  public  and  private  institutions  furnished  the 
information  relating  to  this  class  in  their  respective  charge. 

The  board  are  now  engaged  in  collecting  information  in  regard 
to  pauper  and  destitute  children  as  provided  by  section  7  of  chapter 
571  of  the  Laws  of  1873.  Returns  nave  been  received  from  nearly 
all  the  institutions  by  which  they  are  supported,  and  the  results  will 
be  presented  to  you  in  tabular  form. 

STATE  PABKS. 

Nedx  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  commis- 
sioners of  state  parks  made  their  first  annual  report,  in  conformity 
to  a  direction  "to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  providing  for 
vesting  in  the  state  the  title  to  the  timbered  regions  lying  within 
the  counties  of  Lewis,  Essex,  Clinton,  Franklin,  St.  Lawrence,  Herki- 
mer and  Hamilton,  and  converting  the  same  into  a  public  park." 

Their  report  contains  important  views  and  suggestions  in  regard  to 
the  preservation  of  the  forests  in  this  mountainous  district  for  the  sup- 
ply of  water  and  timber. 

They  came  to  no  conclusion  in  regard  to  the  main  object  of  their 
inquiry,  but  recommend,  until  the  question  can  be  further  consid- 
ered and  decided,  that  the  wild  lands  now  owned  and  held  by  the 
state  be  retained. 

SINKING  FUNDS. 

In  my  annual  message  to  the  legislatureinJanuarylast,  allusion  was 
made  to  the  duty  of  preserving  inviolate  the  sinking  funds  pledged  for 
the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  redemption  of  the  principal  of  the 
state  debts.  By  the  constitution  of  the  state  these  funds  are  re- 
quired to  be  "  sacredly  applied  "  to  that  purpose.  Any  diversion  of 
the  moneys  belonging  to  them  to  other  purposes  is  a  clear  violation 
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of  this  requirement  and  an  act  of  bad  faith  to  the  public  creditors, 
who  have  made  loans  to  the  state  on  the  pledge  of  these  fdnds  for 
their  re-payment.  Yet  the  legislature  in  past  years  has  authorized 
the  application  of  these  moneys  to  the  expenses  of  the.government ; 
and  on  the  30th  of  September,  1872,  the  greater  part  of  the 
$11,000,000  then  belonging  to  the  general,  contingent,  canal  and 
bounty  fund  sinking  funds  had  been  used  for  other  purposes.  The 
comptroller  has  taken  measures  to  redress  this  violation  of  the  faith 
of  the  state,  by  investing  these  funds  in  permanent  securities.  On 
the  30th  September,  1872,  the  whole  amount  so  invested  was  only 
$871,244.09.  The  amount  on  the  30th  September,  1873,  was 
$2,828,903.65,  and  a  further  addition  of  about  $900,000  has  since 
been  made.  The  residue  of  the  moneys  belonging  to  these  funds 
will  be  invested  in  like  manner,  as  rapidly  as  the  receipts  into 
the  treasury,  applicable  to  the  purpose,  are  realized.  It  is- how  rep- 
resented by  deficiencies,  bank  deposits  and  unpaid  taxes. 

PAYMENT  OF  STATE  TAXES. 

By  chapter  760  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  it  was  provided  that  every 
county  should  "  pay  its  quota  of  state  taxes  into  the  state  treasury, 
the  one-half  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  and  the  other  half 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter." 

The  object  of  this  provision  was  to  secure  to  the  state  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  raised  in  the  several  counties  in  time  to  meet  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  legislature  for  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment. This  requirement  is  not  obeyed.  In  a  number  of  coun- 
ties the  treasurers  during  the  last  year  retained  over  $100,000 
each  for  several  months  after  the  last  day  appointed  for  pay- 
ing it  into  the  state  treasury,  having  loaned  it  to  the  banks  in  tneir 
neighborhood  at  interest,  thus  using  the  public  money,  in  flagrant 
violation  of  law,  for  their  own  pecuniary  benefit.  Indeed,  it  is  a 
common  practice  on  the  part  of  county  treasurers  to  loan  at  in- 
terest, after  the  time  fixed  for  paying  it  to  the  state,  moneys  col- 
lected from  the  tax  payers,  thus  making  a  profit  out  of  a  breach  of  their 
trust.  The  money  thus  collected  is  the  property  of  the  state  from 
the  day  the  law  requires  it  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury ;  and  the 
retention  of  it  beyond  that  day  by  a  treasurer,  is  not  only  a  virtual 
conversion  of  public  money  to  his  own  use,  and  in  that  respect  a 
gross  oflBcial  abuse  in  fraud  of  the  law,  but  it  is  a  great  inconvenience 
to  the  state  treasury  by  withholding  the  means  of  satisfying  legal 
demands  against  it,  and  an  injustice  to  parties,  whose  claims  the 
legislature  nas  provided  for,  by  postponing  the  payments  to  which 
they  are  entitled. 

This  abuse  should  be  remedied  by  a  legislative  act.  It  is  a  greater 
ofi^ence  than  many  others  which  are  declared  to  be  misdemeanors,  and 
there  is  quite  as  much  reason  that  it  should  be  punished  by  fine  and 
imprisonment.  The  counties  have  a  deep  interest  as  well  as  the  state 
in  having  their  taxes  promptly  paid  over  after  collection,  as  the  chance 
of  defalcation  on  the  part  of  their  treasurers  is  always  increased  when 
the  public  moneys  in  the  hand^  of  the  latter  are  used,  even  tempo- 
rarily, for  private  profit.  *  Besides,  it  is  very  unjust  and  a  great  hard- 
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ship  to  the  tax  payers  to  compel  them  to  pay  promptly,  and  then  to 
allow  the  money  collected  from  them  to  be  used  by  the  county 
treasurers  and  the  banks  for  their  own  benefit  for  months  after  the 
time  the  law  requires  it  to  be  paid  over  to  the  state.  It  is  still  more 
unjust  to  them  when  it  is  considered  that  for  want  of  the  moneys 
thus  withheld,  the  comptroller  is  sometimes  obliged  to  borrow 
at  7  per  cent  interest  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  the  interest  thus  paid  becomes  a  new  burden  on  the  tax 
payers. 

When  these  moneys  are  loaned  to  the  banks,  the  latter  loan  them 
to  their  customers;  and  when  the  comptroller  calls  for  their  pay- 
ment, months  after  the  time  fixed  for  the  purpose,  it  is  not  an 
uncommon  occurrence  for  the  defaulting  treasurers  and  the  banks, 
which  are  parties  to  their  delinquency,  to  beset  him  with  pressing 
letters  ur^ng  him  to  grant  them  further  time  to  pay  over  public 
moneys  withheld  from  the  treasury  in  fraud  of  the  law.  The  taxes 
in  a  majority  of  the  counties  are  promptly  paid  over;  the  same 
punctuality  should  be  exacted  from  all ;  and  if  the  law  is  not  volun- 
tarily obeyed,  its  execution  should  be  enforced  by  suitable  penalties. 
A  conformity  to  it  would,  no  doubt,  be  aided  by  making  it  the  imper- 
ative duty  of  the  comptroller  to  charge  ten  per  cent  interest  on  all 
moneys  received  by  county  treasurers  from  taxes  for  state  purposes 
and  withheld  by  them  after  the  day  fixed  for  payment  mto  the 
state  treasury. 

DEFALCATION  IN  THE  STATE  TEEASURY. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  a  defalcation  in  the 
office  of  the  state  treasurer  by  a  fraudulent  abstraction  of  the  public 
moneys  to  the  amount  of  $304,957.91  by  Charles  H.  Phelps,  one  of 
the  clerks  inOthe  office,  to  whom  the  chief  management  of  its  affairs 
seems  to  have  been  confided,  under  the  title  of  cashier.  This  title  is 
wholly  unknown  to  the  law,  was  assumed  without  any  proper  author- 
ity!, and  has  been  kept  up  under  a  practice  of  long  standing. 

Wlien  this  defalcation  became  known,  believing  it  to  be  my  duty 
to  cause  the  most  thorough  investigation  to  be  made  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  office,  Mr.  W.  E.  Warren,  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
an  experienced  auditor  and  accountant,  was  employed  by  me 
for  the  purpose,  and  his  report  will  be  transmitted  to  you  at  an 
early  day.  It  shows  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  moneys 
stolen  by  the  nominal  cashier  was  taken  during  the  months 
of  August  and  September,  1873,  and  that  the  fraud  in  apply- 
ing the  money  to  nis  own  use  was  attempted  to  be  covered  up 
by  false  entries  in  the  books  of  the  office.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
tne  defalcation  is  due,  in  a  great  degree,  to  the  unwarrantable  confi- 
dence reposed  in  him  by  the  treasurer  and  his  deputy.  The  former 
was  absent  from  his  office  much  of  his  time,  and  the  latter,  in  the 
absence  of  his  principal,  seems  to  have  surrendered  the  whole  con- 
trol of  its  afi'airs  to  the  defaulting  clerk,  and  to  have  endorsed  drafts 
for  a  large  amount  of  the  moneys  abstracted  payable  to  the  order  of  a 
pretended  cashier  of  a  private  banking  house  in  the  city  of  New  York 
of  very  questionable  character,  and  he  is  unable  to  say  whether  the 
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endorsements  were  filled  np  or  signed  in  blank.  It  is  proper  to 
add  tfiat  there  is  not  the  slightest  ground  for  impeaching  the  integ- 
rity of  the  treasurer,  or  deputy,  or  any  other  subordinate  in  the  office 
except  the  defaulting  clerk.  But  there  is  no  doubt  the  defalcation 
woukI  have  been  prevented  if  the  treasurer  had  been  at  his  post  and 
given  to  his  duties  the  attention  the  state  has  a  ri^ht  to  exact  from 
tiie  custodian  of  its  treasure.  In  absenting  himself  for  a  consider- 
able portion  of  his  time  he  has  but  followed  the  example  of  his 
immediate  predecessors  and  left  the  duties  of  his  office  nncludin^ 
the  receipt  and  custody  of  millions  of  dollars)  to  be  discharged 
by  his  deputy  and  clerks.  He  should  be  required  by  law  to  reside 
in  Albany  and  to  attend  personally  to  his  responsible  duties. 

The  constitution  authorizes  the  governor  to  remove  the  treasurer 
for  any  "  violation  of  his  duty."  In  a  matter  involving  the  reputa- 
tion of  a  public  officer,  it  was  right  in  my  judgment,  that  this  pro- 
vision should  be  construed  strictly  and  that  the  power  of  removal 
should  not  be  exercised  unless  some  duty  expressly  enjoined  by  law 
had  been  omitted,  or  some  act  expressly  forbidden  had  been  com- 
mitted. Under  this  provision  thus  interpreted  it  did  not  appear 
to  me  that  a  case  had  arisen  to  warrant  the  extreme  measure 
referred  to. 

Several  years  a^o  a  smaller  defalcation  occurred  in  this  depart- 
ment. The  deficiency  was  made  up  by  taxation ;  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  lay  another  burden  on  the  tax  payers  to  make  up 
a  new  deficiency  by  authorizing  a  tax  for  the  purpose. 

The  comptroller  and  treasurer  have  adopted  new  safeguards  by  a 
more  frequent  inspection  and  comparison  of  the  books  of  their  re- 
spective offices ;  but  absolute  security  from  a  fraudulent  abstraction 
of  the  public  funds  can  only  be  secured  by  the  personal  integrity  of 
those  wno  are  concerned  in  their  receipt  and  disbursement. 

CANALS. 

During  the  last  yetur  the  public  attention  and  interest  have  been 
earnestly  given  to  the  subject  of  cheapening  transportation  between 
the  west  and  the  Atlantic  coast  by  the  improvement  of  our  natural 
and  artificial  waterways. 

There  is  no  economical  question  which  concerns  the  people  of 
this  state  more  deeply.  The  most  important  aspect  under  which  it 
can  be  viewed,  is  that  of  enabling  them  to  procure  at  lower  prices  the 
supplies  they  require  for  their  own  consumption,  and  to  obtain 
higher  prices  for  articles  they  produce  by  enabling  them  to  reach  the 
points  of  exchange  at  a  dimmished  rate  of  transportation.  This  is 
the  local  view,  and  the  one  in  which  the  great  body  of  our  people 
have  a  primary  interest.  To  the  people  of  the  west,  and  especially 
the  grain  producing  districts,  this  is  tne  sole  view  under  which  the 
question  is  regarded  with  much  interest.  They  wish  through 
cheaper  transportation  to  sell  their  own  products  at  better  prices, 
and  obtain  at  lower  prices  the  articles  they  take  in  exchange. 

There  is'  another  aspect  of  comparatively  trifling  importance  to 
the  west,  but  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  us.  It  matters  little  to 
them  by  what  channels  they  reach  the  markets  for  their  products. 
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But  it  is  vital  to  the  commercial  ascendency  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  to  the  continued  success  of  our  canal  system,  which  has  cost  us 
so  much,  and  which  contributes  so  largely  to  our  prosperity,  that 
the  communications  between  the  two  sections  should  not  be  lessened 
by  the  diversion  into  other  channels  of  products  seeking  foreign 
markets. 

It  is  not  probable  that  any  competing  water  communication  can 
ever  interfere  with  us  materially,  unless  it  be  by  the  river  St.  Law- 
rencfe,  which  is  reached  by  means  of  two  short  canals  below  all 
obstructions,  thus  affording  a  cheap  and  speedy  connection  with  the 
ports  of  Lake  Michigan.  These  two  canals  will  probably  be  enlarged 
within  a  few  years,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  vessels  carrying 
cargoes  of  1,600  tons,  at  a  lower  cost  of  transportation  than  we  can 
afford,  unless  our  canal  locks  can  be  so  lengtnened  as  to  pass  boats 
of  greater  capacity,  or  unless  the  cost  of  carrying  can  be  reduced  by 
using  steam  as  a  motive  power,  and  lessening  the  time  now  required 
for  transit  from  the  lakes  to  tide  water.  In  one  respect  the  route 
to  the  ocean  by  the  St.  Lawrence  will  always  contend  at  a  disad- 
vantage with  ours.  The  port  of  New  York  is  open  at  all  seasons. 
The  ports  on  the  St.  Lawrence  are  closed  during  six  months  of  the 
year,  and  during  these  months  Quebec  and  Montreal  can  only  reach 
the  ocean  by  several  hundred  miles  of  railroad. 

If  all  the  locks  on  the  Erie  canal  were  doubled,  as  they  will  be 
shortly,  and  the  prism  were  made  to  conform  to  the  prescribed 
dimensions,  its  capacity  would,  no  doubt,  be  sufficient  to  perform  all 
the  service  required  of  it  for  several  years  to  come ;  and  when  to 
this  increased  capacity  the  application  of  steam,  as  a  motive 
power,  shall  be  added,  its  ability  to  maintain  a  successful  competi- 
tion with  other  routes  cannot  well  be  questioned.  The  experiments 
with  steam  already  made,  under  the  liberal  inducement  offered  by 
the  state,  though  not  entirely  satisfactory,  leave  little  doubt  that 
th^  will  be  60  at  no  distant  period  of  time. 

When  the  canal  debt  is  paid,  or  the  payment  secured  by  the 
accumulation  of  properly  invested  sinking  funds,  which  shall  equal 
in  amount  the  bonds  outstanding,  the  tolls  can  be  again  reduced  and 
the  cost  of  transportation  be  further  diminished. 

The  expediency  of  constructing  a  ship  canal  to  unite  the  waters 
of  the  Hudson  and  Lake  Erie  has  recently  given  rise  to  much  dis- 
cussion. At  the  present  time,  with  heavy  burdens  of  taxation  on 
the  people  of  the  state,  in  the  prevailing  derangement  of  busi- 
ness, and  when  we  should  economise  our  means  by  every  practicable 
measure  of  retrenchment,  it  would  be  idle  to  take  any  steps  toward 
the  initiation  of  an  enterprise  of  such  magnitude  and  likely  to 
involve  an  enormous  expenditure.  Should  it  be  practicable  at  any 
future  day  to  undertake  it,  I  trust  it  may  be  with  our  own  means  and 
without  the  embarrassment  of  a  copartnership  with  the  federal 
government.  Such  a  co-operation  was  suggested  when  the  Erie 
canal  was  projected;  but  it  was  on  full  consideration  renounced 
with  the  declaration  on  the  part  of  the  executive  of  the  state  that  our 
resources  were  fully  adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  work 
^'  without  extraneous  aid.'' 
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In  the  laean.  time,  with  our  canals  fully  completed  for  the  trans- 
portation of  bulimy  articles,  and  with  our  great  railroad  lines  for  those 
Siicb  are  of  ligliter  weight  and  more  easily  handled,  there  need  be 
no  fear  that  ^wo  sliallbe  suiferers  from  the  participation  of  our  neigh- 
bors in  the  busiixesB  of  carrying. 

BAILBOAD  COMFAiaES. 

The  pTofli«*^te  management  of  some  of  onr  railroad  companies  and 
the  losses^  r^ulting  from  it  to  those  who  have  contributed  to  their 
constTttCtiori,    calls  for  some  eflScient  measures  of  correction.     The 
incalculable    value  of  these  improvements  is  universally  conceded. 
They  are  indispensable  to  the  public  convenience ;  they  enable  us  to 
cross  the  continent'  in  less  time  than  was  required  to  go  from  New 
York  to   BnfEalo  half  a  centurjr  a^o ;  and  they  bring  to  our  doors 
products  of  the   states  aud  territories  west  of  the  Mississippi,  which 
would  otherwise    never  have  reached  ns.     They  ought  not  by  our 
leeislatiou  to  be  rendered  unable  to  perform  the  valuable  services 
they  are    rendering    in   bringing    distant  portions  of   our  widely 
extended  country  into  virtual  contact,  and  in   advancing  our  pros- 
perity and  growth  with  a  rapidity  hitherto  unknown.    But  it  is  our 
doty'to  protect  our  towns  and  our  citizens,  who  have  aided  in  their 
construction,  against  the  reckless  and  unscrupulous  acts  of  the  direc- 
tors, by  whom  they  are  managed.     Immense  associations  for  railroad 
parposes,  wielding  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars,  have  gfown  up 
within  the  last  iifty  years;  and  wherever  great  wealth  is  accumulated 
in  new  forms,  we  must  expect  it  to  be  invaded  through  new  forms 
of  depredation.     We  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  progress  of  the 
crimes  which  this  aggregation  of  capital  has  produced,  by  enacting 
suitable  laws  for  their  repression  and  punisliment.     The  applica- 
tion of  the  funds  belonging  to  railroad  companies  to  objects  other 
than  those  for  which  they  were  incorporated,  and  the  use  of  these 
funds  in   any  manner  by  the  managers  for  private  profit,  should 
be   made  crimes   punishable   by  imprisonment.     It  is  a   reproach 
to  our  criminal  jurisprudence  that  there  are  hundreds  of  malefactors 
in  our  state  prisons  undergoing  sentences  for  stealing  sums  under 
$50,  while  there  are  others  at  large  who  have  by  fraudulent  con- 
trivances for  their  own  benefit  sacrificed  the  property  of  confiding 
fifaareholders,  many  of  whom  are  women  and  children,  to  the  amount 
of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars,  and  are  living  in  luxury  on  the 
proceeds  of  these  enormous  larcenies. 

Onr  statutes  in  regard  to  the  embezzlement  of  moneys  and  breaches 
of  trust,  are  exceedingly  defective  in  respect  to  the  acts  and  persons 
embraced  in  them,  the  definition  of  the  crimes,  and  the  degree  of 
the  punishment  awarded  to  them.     Public  officers  and  servants  are 
not  embraced  in   the  statute  of  embezzlements ;  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  it  covers  the  acts  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  public  cor- 
porations, while  the  statute  in  regard  to  breaches  of  trust  reaches 
onlv  the  acts   of  public  officers,  and  provides  for  aggravated  cases 
the*  inadeqndte    punishment  of   imprisonment  for  a  year  in  the 
county  jail   and    a    line  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.    There 
IB  nothing  more   gl^ng  hi  the  daily  exhibition  of  crime  than  the 
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abuse  of  fiduciary  trusts.  Little  is  needed  now  on  the  score  of  a 
firm  and  unsparing  administration  of  justice;,  but  there  will  be 
no  security  against  the  bad  faith  of  trustees,  employes  of  the  state 
and  the  managers  and  directors  of  corporations,  public  and  private, 
until  the  conversion  to  their  own  use  of  the  moneys  confided  to 
them,  or  tlie  diversion  of  such  moneys  from  their  proper  objects,  is 
more  severely  punished. 

Among  those  who  have  suflfered  by  tlie  fraudulent  or  improvident 
management  of  railroad  companies,  are  the  inhabitants  of  many 
towns,  which  have  been  induced  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock, 
and  have  issued  their  corporate  bonds  to  pay  for  it.  These  biibscrip- 
tions  will,  in  all  probability,  in  some  instances  be  a  total  loss,  which 
must  be  made  up  by  assessments  on  the  property  of  the  people  of  the 
towns  from  which  they  were  procured.  The  bonds  already  issued 
by  authority  of  the  legislature  are  no  doubt  valid.  But  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  our  towns,  who  are  solicited,  and 
often  successfull}',  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  these  companies  by 
sanguine  or  exaggerated  representations  as  to  their  productiveness, 
that  all  laws  authorizing  such  subscriptions  should  be  repealed. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  75  per  cent  of  all  the  operations  of  the 
stock  board  in  the  city  of  New  York  are  in  railroad  stocks  and 
bonds;  and  the  enormous  speculations,  of  which  they  furnish  the 
material,  have  contributed  largely  to  the  derangement  of  the  legiti- 
mate business  of  the  country.  The  practice  by  banks,  which  has 
to  some  extent  prevailed,  of  certifying  checks  to  be  good  when  there 
were  no  deposits  to  meet  them,  has  aggravated  the  evil  by  giving  to 
particular  individuals  an  almost  unlimited  credit,  to  be  usedin  stock 
gambling.  This  practice  should  be  arrested  by  making  it  a  penal 
otfence  for  any  officer  of  a  bank  to  certify  a  check  unless  the 
drawer  of  the  check  has  a  sufficient  deposit  in  the  bank  to  pay  it. 

Under  former  statutes  framed  to  restrain  stock  jobbing,  contracts 
to  sell  or  transfer  at  a  future  day  evidences  of  debt  or  stocks,  not  in 
possession  of  the  party  so  contracting  at  the  time  of  the  contract, 
were  declared  to  be  absolutely  void.  These  provisions  of  law  were 
repealed  in  1859.  If  they  were  revived,  as  has  been  suggested, 
they  would  probably  be  so  generally  evaded  as  to  be  inoperative. 
But  it  is  worthy  of  consiaeration  whether  they  might  not  be 
successfully  applied  to  the  traffic  in  gold,  which  has  led  to  specu- 
lations of  the  most  pernicious  charactei*,  and  which  may  be  a  source 
of  serious  embarrassment  if  the  federal  government  shall  adopt 
measures  to  resume  specie  payments. 

LEGISLATION. 

One  of  the  greatest  evils  of  our  legislation  is  the  carelessness  and 
want  of  consideration  with  which  bills  are  framed  and  passed,  es- 
pecially near  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  legislature,  when  it 
cannot  give  to  each  bill  the  care  and  deliberation  aue  to  every  enact- 
ment of  law.  During  the  ten  days  preceding  the  close  of  the  last 
session  352  bills  were  sent  to  the  Executive  Chamber  for  approval. 
Some  of  them  were  so  imperfectly  framed  that  they  would  have  been 
a  discredit  to  the  statute  book,  some  were  of  doubtful  meaning,  others 
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were  in  direct  violation  of  the  constitntion,  while  the  purpose  of 
many  conld  be  attained  under  existing  general  laws.  The  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  Executive  to 
submit  to  it  his  objections  to  these  bills.  He  was,  therefore,  con- 
strained to  withhold  from  them  his  approval  without  being  able  to 
confer  with  the  houses  in  which  they  originated ;  and  they  were  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  secretary  ol  state,  with  a  statement  in 
nearly  all  cases  of  the  grounds  of  his  action. 

The  whole  number  of  bills  passed  by  the  two  houses  of  the  legis- 
lature was  1,017.  Of  these  883  were  of  a  private  or  local,  and  only 
134  of  a  strictly  public,  nature.  Although  many  of  the  former 
were  unnecessary,  as  there  were  general  laws  under  which  their 
objerts  could  have  been  substantially  accomplished,  they  received  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  from  a  reluctance  on  his  part  to  return  bills 
to  the  houses  in  which  they  originated,  without  the  most  substantial 
objections.  Nevertheless,  he  was  constrained,  notwithstanding  his 
earnest  desire  to  be  in  accord  with  the  two  houses  on  matters  of 
legislation,  to  withhold  his  approval  from  147  of  the  bills  sent  to  him. 

The  constitution  provides  that  corporations  may  be  formed  under 
general  laws:  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for 
municipal  purposes  and  in  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  legis- 
lature, the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general 
laws. 

The  restriction  contained  in  the  last  part  of  this  provision  has  not 
been  in  all  cases  respected;  for  it  is  well  known  that  charters  are 
frequently  sought  and  obtained  by  individuals  desirous  of  being 
associated  for  private  purposes,  not  because  there  is  any  difficulty  in 
effecting  their  object  under  existing  laws,  but  because  a  special  act  of 
the  legislature  is  regarded  as  attacking  to  such  associations  a  higher 
public  estimation,  even  when  conferring  no  additional  privileges  or 
powers.  The  legislature,  in  yielding  to  such  applications,  under  a 
natural  desire  on  the  part  of  the  members  to  gratity  the  wishes  of 
their  constituents,  has  disregarded  a  restriction,  which  was  intended 
by  the  constitution  as  a  restraint  upon  unnecessary  legislation. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  and  earnestly  invoked  to  this  sub- 
ject, with  the  assurance  that  much  of  your  valuable  time  may  be 
saved,  and  that  you  may  avoid  the  hardship  of  transacting  public 
business  at  your  own  expense. 

THE   SUPPLY  BILL. 

The  act  annually  passed  "making  appropriations  for  certain 
expenses  of  government,  and  supplying  deficiencies  in  former  appro- 
priations," was  originally  what  its  title  imports,  an  act  to  supply 
deficiencies  in  preceding  appropriations,  and  usually  covered  two  or 
three  pages  of  the  statute  book.  Last  year  it  covered  thirty-one 
passes,  and  by  far  the  larger  amount  of  its  appropriations  were  for 
orainary  expenses  of  government,  or  for  objects  in  no  manner 
answering  to  the  description  of  deficiencies.  It  is,  in  fact,  to  all 
intents,  a  second  appropriation  bill.  There  is  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  made  what  it  was  originally,  and  still  professes  to  be, 
an  act  to  provide  for  deficiencies  in  former  appropriations. 
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I  most  earnestly  and  res|)ectfully  request  that  the  bill  making 
provision  for  these  objects  may  be  sent  to  me  not  later  than  the  Ist 
day  of  March,  that  fiill  time  be  afforded  me  for  examining  it,  and 
for  you  to  reconsider  it  if  it  shall  be  found  to  contain  matters  which 
ougiit  not,  in  my  judgment,  to  receive  my  approval.  At  the  last 
session  of  tlie  legislature  it  was  not  passed  until  the  very  last  moment, 
and,  indeed,  the  adjournment  was  delayed  for  several  houre  after 
midnight  in  order  to  dispose  of  it.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  make  all  appropriations  for  tlie  necessary  expenses  of  government 
at  an  early  day,  and  if  another  bill  is  required  to  provide  for  supply- 
ing deficiencies  it  should  be  sent  to  the  governor  for  approval  lonff 
enough  before  the  close  of  the  session  to  enable  him  to  examine  it 
with  care,  as  he  would,  if  he  found  objectionable  items  in  it  after 
the  adjournment,  be  compelled  to  approve  what  he  considered 
wrong,  or  withhold  his  approval  from  it  altogether,  and  thus  to 
defeat  provisions  indispensable  to  meet  urgent  public  needs. 

EMINENT  DOMAIN. 

Among  the  bills  left  on  my  hands  by  the  legislature  was  one 
authorizing  the  common  council  of  one  of  our  cities  in  the  interior  of 
the  state  to  purchase  or  acquire  lands  for  a  public  cemetery  for  its 
use,  and  conferring  the  right  to  take  such  lands  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner,  my  approval  was  withheld  from  this  bill  from  con- 
siderations, to  which  I  deem  it  proper  to  call  your  attention. 

The  right  of  every  individual  to  be  secured  in  the  undisturbed 
enjoyment  of  his  property  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  responsible 
government.  It  is,  indeed,  one  of  the  primary  objects  for  which 
governments  are  instituted.  To  this  fundamental  rule  there  is  but 
one  proper  exception.  If  privj^te  property  is  needed  for  public  use, 
it  may  be  taken  by  making  just  compensation  to  the  owner;  hut  the 
use  must  be  one  which  is  common  to  all,  or  which  is  indispensable 
to  the  accomplishment  of  some  object  of  public  necessity.  This 
right  of  eminent  domain,  as*  it  is  denominated,  is  an  incident  of 
sovereignty ;  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  arbitrary  of  all  the  powers  of 
government. 

In  this  state  it  has  long  been  exercised  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing highways,  canals  and  bridges,  and,  more  recently,  for  railroads 
and  supplying  cities  and  villages  with  pure  and  wholesome 
water,  in  the  latter  case  it  is  justified  by  the  fact  that 
the  public  health  is  directly  concerned.  Although  railroads 
partake  largely  of  the  character  of  highways  and  are  subject  to  the 
common  use  of  the  public  on  terms  regulated  by  law,  the  delegation 
to  them  of  the  right  to  take  private  property  for  their  use  without 
the  owner's  consent  was  consiaered  by  many  as  exceedinglv  question- 
able, and  was  not  conceded  without  hesitation  by  the  legislature. 
In  all  these  cases  there  is  a  necessity,  in  order  to  avoid  or  overcome 
physical  obstacles,  for  pursuing  given  courses,  and  the  refusal  of  a 
single  owner  of  property  might  defeat  the  public  object  in  view. 
Under  such  circumstances  the  government  deemed  it  justifiable  to 
interpose,  and  to  authorize  the  property  to  be  taken  on  making  just 
compensation  for  it. 
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There  is  no  such  overruling  necessity  in  selecting  sites  for  ceme- 
teries. If  suitable  ground  cannot  be  obtained  in  one  direction,  it 
may  be  found  in  some  other;  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  matter 
should  not  be  left  to  agreement  by  the  parties.  To  take  a  man's 
property  from  him  against  his  wishes  and  remonstrances  for  such  a 
purpose  seems  to  me  a  violation  of  one  of  the  first  principles  of 
government. 

Cliapter  760  of  the  laws  of  1870  undertakes  to  confer  this  right 
on  incorporated  rural  cemetery  associations.  It  authorizes  private 
corporations  to  take  a  man's  property  from  him  without  his  consent 
at  a  valuation  to  be  made  by  otliers,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  its 
shareholders.  The  bill  referred  to  had  the  same  objection- 
able feature  in  providing  for  the  sale  of  burial  plots  to  private 
individuals.  Thus  the  common  council  after  compelling  a  man  to 
sell  his  property  against  his  wishes,  was  authorized  to  re-sell  it  to 
others  for  their  private  use. 

A  still  more  objectionable  bill  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature  by  both  houses,  but  was  subsequentlv  withdrawn. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  this  subject  with  the  hope  that  you 
will  deem  it  your  duty  to  arrest  further  progress  in  this  direction 
and  to  repeal  the  act  above  mentioned  ;  for  it  is  not  difficult  to  fore- 
see that  without  some  check  to  this  invasion  of  private  rights,  the  time 
may  come,  under  a  less  virtuous  condition  of  society,  when  no  man 
can  say  with  confidence  that  his  farm  is  his  own. 

THE   CURRENCY. 

The  city  of  New  York  is  the  financial  and  commercial  centre  of 
the  Union.  The  greater  part  of  the  revenue  from  imports  is  col- 
lected there;  and  there,  by  its  widely  extended  mercantile  transac- 
tions, our  foreign  exchanges  are  for  the  most  part  regulated.  Unfor- 
tunately, too,  it  is  the  principal  theatre  of  the  speculations,  always 
enormous  and  frequently  fraudulent,  by  which  the  Jegitimate  business 
of  the  country  is  deranged  and  its  good  name  sullied.  The  interests 
of  the  city  and  the  state  are  thus  so  intimately  interwoven  with  the 
condition  of  the  currency  of  the  country,  that  I  feel'justificd  in  con- 
sidering it  within  the  provision  of  the  constitution,  which  requires 
the  governor  "to  communicate  by  message  to  the  leaiislaturc  at 
every  session  the  condition  of  the  state  and  recommend  such  mat- 
ters to  them  as  he  shall  deem  expedient." 

The  financial  pressure,  under  which  the  country  is  laboring,  has 
exhibited  a  new  phase  —  a  suspension  by  the  banks,  not  of  payment 
in  specie,  but  of  payment  in  depreciated  and  inconvertible  paper  —  a 
lower  depth  of  discredit  than  we  have  ever  before  reached.  Their 
condition,  when  public  confidence  was  at  its  lowest  ebb,  may  be 
exemplified  by  the  hypothetical  case  of  a  debtor,  who,  when  called 
on  to  pay,  could  only  give  his  creditor  a  certificate  that  he  owed  him 
the  money ;  and  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  that  their  inability  to 
meet  their  obligations  occurred  with  $700,000,000  of  circulating  bank 
and  government  notes  outstanding. 

The  disordered  condition  of  the  cuiTency,  out  of  which  this  extra- 
ordinary suspension  arose,  is  a  source  of  general  dissatisfaction  to  tho 
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people  of  the  countty  and  of  serious  injury  and  embarrassment  to 
our  commercial  transactions  at  homo  and  abroad.  Indeed  it  may  be 
justly  said  that  the  recent  sudden  revulsion  in  nearly  all  the  chan- 
nels of  productive  industry,  by  which  multitudes  of  the  laboring 
classes  have  been  thrown  out  of  employment,  the  fraudulent  devices 
for  pecuniary  gain,  the  inordinate  speculations,  the  profligate  expen- 
diture, public  and  private,  and  the  wide-spread  demoralization,  by 
*  which  we  are  dishonored,  are  the  legitimate  consequences  of  a  long- 
continued  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  government  and  the 
banks.  If,  as  is  believed,  nothing  but  imminent  danger  to  the  public 
safety  can  justify  a  legislative  act  making  depreciated  paper  a  legal 
tender  in  contracts  between  individuals,  it  is  the  manifest  duty  of  the 
government  to  repeal  it  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  when  the  danger 
is  over,  and  put  an  end  to  the  evil  and  injustice  it  has  produced. 
And  yet,  after  the  lapse  of  nearly  nine  years  from  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  rebellion,  no  step  has  been  taken  by  congress  to  repair 
this  great  public  and  private  wrong.  No  country  has  ever  had  more 
abundant  facilities  for  restoring  or  keeping  up  its  circulating  paper 
to  the  universal  standard  of  value  than  we  have  possessed  during 
this  long  period  of  inaction.  We  are  producers  of  the  precious 
metals  in  large  quantities.  The  products  of  our  mines  during  the 
last  nine  years  are  reported  at  $639,500,000.  In  the  same  period 
we  coined  $244,351,394.89  in  gold,  and  $25,787,331.76  in  silver- 
in  all,  $270,138,726.65.  Thus,  but  little  more  than  42  per  cent  of 
the  products  of  our  gold  and  silver  mines  have  reached  our  mints, 
while  one  of  the  chief  occupations  of  our  assay  ottices  has  been  to 
convert  our  bullion  into  bars  for  exportation.  We  have,  by  the 
continued  use  of  irredeemable  paper,  banished  from  the  country 
the  greater  part  of  the  precious  metals  which  we  have  produced,  or 
driven  them  into  the  manufacture  of  articles  of  luxury.  We  have 
gone  so  far  in  this  false  direction  by  the  issue  of  $48,000,000  of 
Pactional  currency,  as  it  is  called  (more  than  $28,000,000  of  whidi 
is  below  the  denomination  of  50  cents),  that  we  have  expelled  all 
our  silver  coin  from  circulation,  leaving  the  whole  business  of 
domestic  exchange  to  be  carried  on  with  depreciated  paper,  except- 
ing the  pieces  of  base  metal  in  use  of  the  value  of  live  cents  and 
under.  To  make  the  return  to  specie  payments  more  remote  and 
difficult  the  treasury  department  has  during  ,the  last  five  years 
thrown  into  the  market  for  sale  $324,108,539  of  gold  coin.  If  half 
this  amount  had  been  kept  in  the  public  vaults,  we  might  at  this 
very  hour  have  safely  declared  the  circulating  notes  issued  by  the 
government  to  be  redeemable  in  specie;  while  the  gradual  accu- 
mulation of  such  a  supply  of  the  precious  metals  would  have  been 
accompanied  by  a  corresponding  restraint  on  over-trading  and  specula- 
tion and  rendered  the  transition  to  our  present  state  of  restriction 
comparatively  easy  and  harmless. 

There  can  be  no  higher  proof  of  the  impolicy  of  this  process  of 
self-spoliation  than  the  fact  that  a  direct  reversal  of  it  is  the  only 
mode  by  which  we  can  hope  to  return  to  the  standard  of  specie. 
The  steps  to  be  taken  are,  first,  to  regain  the  precious  metals,  of 
which  we  have  improvidently  stripped  ourselves,  and  then  to  with- 


draw  the  paper,  l>y  -which  they  have  been  driven  into  other  channels. 

If  our  impoirt    duties  do  not  yield  a  surplus  for  accumulation  after 

paying  the    interest  on  our  public  debt,  it  would  be  far  better  to 

repurchase    (as    -wre  can  at  a  less  price  than  we  sold)  a  portion  of  the 

com  we  have  parted  with  than  to  prolong  a  state  of  things  which  is 

equally  injurious  to  our  industry  and  discreditable  to  our  character 

as  &  coTOinercial  p>eople.    It  is  one  of  its  unjust  consequences  that  we 

\evv  on  exteraal  commerce  the  whole  amount  of  coin  with  which  the 

uiterest  of   the   public  debt  is  paid,  thus  throwing  upon  a  single 

branch   of  industry   a  burden   which  should  be  shared  by  all. 

The  experience  of  all  countries  attests  that  a  paper  circulation 
eannot  be  secured    from  pernicious  fluctuations,  unless  it  is  upheld 
by  a  broad   basis   of  specie.     Independently   of  the  consideration 
<rf   stability     in     the    value    of    the    instruments    we    employ    to 
effect  our  domestic  exchanges,  it  is  of  vital  interest  to  the  labor- 
ing   classes    that     the    precious    metals    should    enter   so   largely 
into   circulation    as    to    constitute  the   principal    medium  for  the 
payment  of  their  wages  and  the  purchase  of  necessaries  to  supply 
their  moderate  wants.     To  accomplish  these  objects  we  must  with- 
draw our  fractional  currency  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  notes  of 
other  denominations    to   make  the   residue  practically   redeemable 
in    specie.       The   result  would   be    to  infuse  into  the  circulation 
asapply  of  coin    on  which  the  government  and  the  banks   could 
draw  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  avert  much  of  the  evil  incident 
to  the  fluctuations  of  a  currency  consisting  largely  of  paper.    The 
Bank  of  England    issues  no  notes  under  five   pounds    sterling  — 
about  $25.      The    Bank  of  France  issued    none  before    the  war 
with  Germany  under  fifty  francs-^ about  $10.     The  latter  countiy 
had  nearly  $460,000,000  in  gold  and  silver  coin  at  the  commence- 
ment of    that  contest.     Witliout  such  a  supply  of  specie  to  draw 
cpcMi  she  conld  not,  without  great  pecuniary  and  commercial  disaster, 
have  paid  the  enormous  war  fine  of  nearly  $1,000,000,000  in  which 
she  was  mulcted  by  the  emperor  of  Germany. 

There  are  already  numerous  schemes   to  remedy  existing  evils, 
some  of  them  providing  for  an  additional  issue  of  interest-bearing 
bonds,  redeemable  in  greenbacks ;  or,  in  other  words,  of  paper  in 
one    form,    redeemable  in    iiTcdeemable  paper    in    another  form. 
Unless  the  testimony  of  all  history  is  discarded,  these  schemes  can 
have  no  other  consequences  than  to  prolong  and   aggravate  pre- 
vailing   embarrassments,  and    end    in    a  catastrophe    more    over- 
whelming to  the  prosperity  of  the  country  and  tne  credit  of  the 
government,  than  any  we  have  yet  experienced.     It  is  a  great  error 
to  suppose  that  there  is  any  mystery  in  the  currency  question,  how- 
ever industriously  the  belief  may  be  propagated  by  the  advocates  of 
paper,  so  long  as  all  our  reasonings  concerning  it  are  in  relation 
with  the  standard  of  specie.     It  is  only  when  men  undertake  to 
make  that  which  has  no  intrinsic  value  perform  an  office  to  which 
mtrin&c  value  is  indispensable ;  or,  in  other  words,  it  is  only  when 
wen  try  to  solve   the  impossible  problem  of  ascertaining  with  how 
macb  jDConrertible  paper  the  commercial  transactions  of  a  great 
ntrv  cBJa   b^   carried  on,  that  their  minds  become  mystified  and 
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nin  into  the  most  illogical  theories.  It  is  believed  that  the  remedial 
process,  by  which  we  are  to  be  eflEectually  relieved,  is  one  of  the 
utmost  simplicity  —  namely,  to  gather  together  at  the  earliest  day 
possible,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  a  suflicieut  amount  of  specie,  to 
enable  us  to  declare  our  circulating  paper  redeemable  in  coin.  The 
precise  amount  needed  may  be  the  subject  of  some  difference  of 
opinion,  but  not  so  great  as  to  cause  any  serious  embarrassment. 

The  present  moment  is  a  most  favorable  one  for  restoring  the 
country  to  a  solvent  condition.  The  state  of  our  foreign  commerce, 
the  abundance  of  our  harvests  and  our  general  prosperity,  combine 
to  inspire  confidence  in  any  well-directed  effort  to  accomplish  the 
object;  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  our  most  judicious  and 
experienced  bankers  and  financiers,  that  the  government  may  safely 
declare  now  that  it  will  redeem  its  circulating  notes  in  specie,  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1875. 

It  is  not  to  be  disguised  that  powerful  influences  are  likelv 
to  be  felt  in  congress,  and  are  already  at  work  in  opposition  to  all 
measures  framed  with  a  view  to  bring  about  the  resumption,  which 
public  opinion  clearly  demands,  and  to  which  the  government  is 
distinctly  pledged.  Among  these  are  a  large  portion  of  the  banks, 
which  look  only  to  present  profit ;  the  debtor  classes,  which 
naturally  desire  to  pay  in  the  clieapest  currency;  the  large  manu- 
facturers, who  derive  from  the  premium  on  gold  a  protection  beyond 
that,  which  is  incident  to  the  present  high  tariff  of  duties  on  foreign 
products;  and  the  rapacious  swarm  of  speculatoi*s,  whose  schemes 
can  best  be  accomplished  with  irredeemable  paper.  It  re- 
mains to  be  seen  whether  these  interests  are  to  control  the  action 
of  congress,  in  disregard  of  the  common  welfare,  or  whether,  as  is 
earnestly  to  be  hoped,  they  wuU  be  firmly  aind  effectually  resisted. 

I  should  not  have  dwelt  on  this  subject  so  much  in  detail  but  for 
the  deep  interest  of  the  people  of  this  state  in  securing  and  main- 
taining a  stable  currency  convertible  at  all  times  into  specie.  The 
evils  we  are  suffering  have  been  often  repeated,  but  they  seem 
to  fade  out  of  our  remembrance  with  every  season  of  returuing 
prosperity.  More  than  half  a  century  ago,  in  a  similar  financial  and 
commercial  crisis,  DeWitt  Clinton,  while  occupying  the  executive 
chair  of  this  state,  addressed  to  the  legislature  sitting  in  the  same 
halls  in  which  you  are  assembled,  the  following  emphatic  language: 

^"The  banishment  of  metallic  money,  the  loss  of  commercial  con- 
fidence, the  exhibition  of  fictitious  capital,  the  increase  of  civil  prose- 
cutions, the  multiplication  of  crimes,  the  injurious  enhancement  of 
prices,  and  the  dangerous  extension  of  credit  are  among  the  mis- 
chiefs which  flow  from  this  state  of  things." 

These  words  of  an  illustrious  statesman,  coming  back  to  us  after 
the  lapse  of  years  and  portraying  with  striking  fidelity  our  present 
condition,  manifest  that  no  increase  in  population  and  wealth,  no 
advance  in  general  prosperity,  no  progress  in  productive  industry, 
in  art  or  in  civilization,  can  shield  us  from  the  fluctuations  and 
reverses,  which  are  sure  to  follow  in  the  train  of  an  irredeemable 
paper  currency. 
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It  is  worthy  of  your  consideration  whether  some  uniform  mode 
of  snperint ending  the  construction  of  the  public  buildings  which 
ire  in  progre&8  Bhonld  not  be  adopted.  IBeside  the  new  capitol 
there  are  three  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane  (the  Hudson 
river  state  lioBpital,  at  Foughkeepsie,  the  homcBopathics  asyhim. 
It  Middleto^wn,  and  the  state  asjlum,  at  Buffalo),  and  a* state 
reformatory  at  Sllmira,  which  are  incomplete.

A  feir  estimate  of  the  cost  of  these  structures  and  their  appurte- 
nances, if  completed  according  to  their  present  plans,  is  believed  to 
be  as  follows,  viz. :

or  nearly  four  times  the  original  estimates. 

The  increased  cost  has  been  cansed  in  some  instances  by  changes 

of  plan,  and   to  some  extent  by  the  advanced  price  of  labor  and 

materials ;  but  it  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  far  greater  degree  by 

understating   the   necessary  expenditure  in  the  original  estimates; 

and  it  is  not  believed  that  the  legislature  would  have  authorized  the 


constrnction  of  theee  buildings  on  the  plans  adopted,  if  accurate 
statements  of  their  probable  cost  had  been  snbmittea  to  it. 

The  capitol  at  the  seat  of  government  represent*  the  sovereignty 
of  the  peopleJ  of  the  state.  The  laws  by  which  they  are  governed 
are  enactea  within  its  walls.  It  is  right  that  it  should  bear  in  itB 
dimensions  and  the  perfection  of  its  architecture,  a  just  relation  to 
the  dignity  of  the  service  to  which  it  is  dedicated ;  and  the  people 
will  not  object  to  any  reasonable  expenditure  which  may  be  neces- 
sary to  make  it  a  fittins;  symbol  of  their  supremacy  and  power. 

The  proposed  expenditure  is  nevertheless  far  greater  than  it  should 
be ;  and  it  is  believed  that  it  may  yet  be  reduced  without  impairing 
the  architectural  finish  or  proportions  of  the  edifice. 

In  regard  tobuildings  intended  for  the  ti*eatment  and  care  of  the 
insane,  and  for  the  custody,  punishment  or  reformation  of  criminals, 
it  is  neither  necessary  nor  appropriate  that  they,  should  be  orna- 
mental or  costly  in  their  architecture.  They  should  be  plain  and 
substantial,  and  should  be  constructed  with  the  single  pni^iose  of 
adaptrng  them  to  the  uses  for  which  they  are  designed.  The  cities 
and  districts  within  which  they  are  established  will  very  naturally 
desire  that  they  should  be  highly  embellished  as  ornaments  to  their 
neighborhoods;  and  as  the  superintendence  of  their  construction  is 
usually  confid^  to  persons  who  reside  near  thetn,  it  will  require 
great  care  on  the  part  of  the  state,  as  experience  has  shown,  to  pre- 
vent the  plans  from  being  modified  by  costly  alterations  or  additions. 

The  most  efiectual  method  of  guarding  against  defective  estimates 
of  cost  and  changes  of  plan  involving  additional  expenditure  is  to 
place  the  construction  of  all  buildings  to  he  erected  at  the  expense 
of  the  state,  under  a  single  superintending  arcliitect,  with  a  salary 
sufficient  to  command  the  highest  qualifications.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment would  also  save  to  the  state  a  large  portion  of  the  compensa- 
tion now  paid  to  a  number  of  architects  receiving  a  percentage  on 
the  amount  expended  in  the  construction  of  the  buildings  respect- 
ively in  their  charge.  No  plan  should  be  finally  adopted  and  no 
building  commenced  until  all  the  working  drawings  are  perfected; 
and  when  this  is  done,  an  experienced  builder  is  otten  more  compe- 
tent  to  carry  on  the  work  of  construction  than  the  architect  by  whon^ 
it  was  designed.. 

If  the  appointment  of  a  superintending  architect  is  provided  for, 
his  first  duty  should  be  to  see  whether  such  modifications  may  not 
be  made  in  the  plans  of  the  buildings  now  in  progi'ess  as  to  secure 
a  material  reduction  of  their  cost.  That  the  expenditures  have  not 
only  been  unnecessary  but  extravagant,  in  more  than  one  instance, 
cannot  well  be  doubted.  The  Hudson  river  hospital,  so  far  as  it  is 
constructed,  is  a  model  building,  but  it  has  cost  a  larger  sum 
than  was  necessary,  and  certainly  much  more  than  the  state  can' 
afibrd,  if  provision  is  to  be  made  for  such  of  our  seven  thousand 
insane  as  are  in  indigent  circumstances.  The  materials  for  another 
section  of  the  building  are  on  hand  and  paid  for ;  and  it  is  desirable 
that  this  section,  which  can  be  constructed  according  to  the  same 
external  design  at  a  comparatively  less  cost  than  the  one  already 
completed,  should  be  finished  as  speedily  as  possible.    The  expense 
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tf  inmaee  and  s^ppljin^  the  institation  with  water  hks  also  been 
pud,  80  tuftt  tlie  fixrtlier  expenditure  will  be  limited  to  the  cost  of 
Ik  building  and.  its  necessary  furniture. 

It  i&  s^lao  desirable  that  the  two  wards  of  the  Buffalo  asjlunv 
par^y  constmcted,  should  be  completed  so  as  to  be  in  condition 
to  receive  inmates. 

With  theee  t^w-o  exceptions,  and  with  an  appropriation  for  the  new 
e^tol,  it  is  dne  to  the  people  of  the  state,  already  overburdened 
lidi  taxeB,  tbat  further  expenditure  on  these  buildings  should  cease 
latil  the  plans  can  be  revised  and  th^ir  cost  brought  within  reason- 
able \>ound8.  It  is  of  the  more  importance,  as  other  receptacles  will 
bs  needed-  to  provide  for  the  insane  poor.  A  large  number  are  in' 
Qonnty  poor-honees  in  the  most  deplorable  condition  and  wholly 
without  remedial  treatment ;  and  there  can  be  little  hope  of  making 
povision  for  tliem  if  milUons  are  lavished  upon  two  or  three  costly 

establifihrnents. 

CKRTIFIOAT£S    FOB  BEBVIOE  IN  THE  WAB  OF  1812. 

In  1859  an  act  was  passed  making  compen^tibn  to  the  militia  of 
this  state  for  certain  expenses  incurred  in  the  war  of  1812.  Under 
this  act  awards  were  made  and  several  thousand  certificates  were 
isBued.  The  legislature  appropriated  $50,000  in  1869  and  $100,000 
in  1870  for  the  payment  of  these  certificates.  There  are  many 
thousand  yet  outstanding,  and,  as  they  bear  interest,  the  amount  due 
on  them  is  'constantly  increasing.  Frequent  applications  are  made 
for  payment,  but  beyond  "a  balance  of  less  than  $3,000  there  are  no 
xponeys.in  the  treasury  applicable  to  this  object.  The  holders  of 
ihese  certificates,  or,  at  least,  those  to  whom  they  were  issued,  are  old 
men,  and  can  derive  little  benefit  from  them  unless  they  are  speedily 
paid.  Many  of  them  have,  no  doubt,  passed  into  other  hands,  but  to 
the  extent  that  the  faith  of  the  state  is  pledged  for  their  payment, 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  purpose.  Partial  payment  has 
been  made  on  a  lar^e  number  of  the  certificates,  and  their  validity 
18  thus  acknowledged  in  a  two-fold  sense. 

OBSTBUCnOV  OF  THE   HABBOB  OF  NEW  TOBK. 

Tour  immediate  attention  is  earnestly  called  to  obstructions  in 
the  harbor  of  New  York,  caused  by  discharging  ashes  and  cinders 
from  steamboats,  and  throwing  earth,  stones  and  rubbish  of  all  des- 
cription into  its  waters,  and  also  by  the  construction  of  docks  extend- 
ing  into   those   waters  far  beyond    the    exterior   lines  heretofore 
estabhshed-     There  are  legal  provisions  by  which  obstructions  from 
the  first-named    cause  may  be  restrained  by  fines,  but  the  pilot 
oommissionerSj  who  are  authorized  to  prosecute  for  them,  have  no 
means  of  meeting  the  expense  of  detecting  violations  of  law.    The 
eabjeet  is  one    of  pressing  urgency.    Shoals  are  in  the  process  of 
ibrmBtJon    and    it    is  a  well-known  princij)le  that  as  the  tidal  flow 
inward  from    thi^  8®*«  ^^  the  mouths  of  rivers,  is  impeded  by  the 
hJ^nation  or  contraction  of  the  channel,  the  outward  flow  is  propor- 
^'      hl^  diaxitti^^^^  i^  force,  and    the  harbor  becomes   gradually 
S^Mv^       Xli^   h^bor  of  Kew  York  has  already  been  seriously 
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injured  by  these  obstrnctionB,  and  unless  their  progress  is  arrested 
by  speedy  and  efficient  measures,  there  is  great  danger  that  it  may 
in  the  course  of  time  share  tlie  fate  of  many  maritime  ports  in 
Europe  which  have,  through  like  causes,  become  wholly  useless. 

CENTENNIAL  EXUlBmON. 

On  the  3d  March,  1871,  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
passed  an  act  to  provide  for  celebrating  the  one  hundredth  anniver- 
sary of  American  Independence  by  holding  an  international  exhi- 
bition of  arts,  manufactures  ayd  products  of  the  soil  and  mine,  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  year  1876. 

The  act  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  and  an 
alternate  commissioner  from  each  state  and  territory,  to  constitute 
a  commission  which  was  required  to  hold  its  meetings  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  to  report  to  congress  a  plan  for  carrying  out 
the  object  of  the  act. 

Preliminary  measures  have  been  already  adopted  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  president  of  the  United  States  has  issued  his  proclamation 
commenaing  the  celebration  and  exhibition  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  to  all  nations  who  may  be  pleased  to  take  part  in 
them. 

It  is  now  recommended  by  the  centennial  commission  that  each 
state  and  territory  appoint  a  board  of  managers,  not  exceeding  live 
in  number,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  their  respective  states  and 
territories,  and  of  securing  a  thorough  representation  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  industry  of  each  in  the  exhibition. 

Several  of  the  states  have  entered  with  Earnestness  upon  the 
work,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  it  should  be  carried  out  in 
a  manner  which  will  be  creditable  to  the  country.  In  order  that 
the  products  of  our  own  industry  may  be  advantageously  exhibited, 
a  state  board  seems  to  be  indispensable.  It  is  not  proposed  that 
the  members  should  have  any  compensation,  and  it  is  not  doubted 
that  gentlemen  can  be  found  who  will  undertake  the  service  for  the 
purpose  of  insuring  a  proper  representation  of  the  state  at  an  exhibi- 
tion in  which  our  states  and  territories  and  foreign  countries  will 
take  part.  But  it  ought  not  to  be  expected  that  they  should  do  more 
tlian  pay  their  own  personal  expenses.  The  labor  of  preparing  and 
managing  the  exhibits  of  the  states  is  very  great,  and  cannot  be  per- 
formed withoiit  the  aid  of  a  secretary  and  clerk  and  without  incur- 
ring expenditures  for  the  rent  of  an  office  and  some  incidental 
objects.  These  expenditures  must  be  borne  by  the  state,  if  such  a 
board  is  created^  The  amount  need  not  exceed  seven  or  eight  thou- 
sand dollars  a  year  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  tourth  of 
July  next. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE    CONSTirUTION. 

It  will  devolve  on  you  to  consider  and  act  upon  the  amendments 
to  the  constitution,  which  were  agreed  to  by  the  two  branches  of 
the  legislature  at  its  last  session.  Should  they  be  agreed  to  hj  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  at  the  present  session, 
it  will  be  your  duty  to  submit  them  to  the  people,  and  if,  on  being 


» submitted,  tliey  &re  Approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the 
electors  (niallfied  to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislature  voting 
thereon,  uiey  -will  V>ecome  a  part  of  the  constitution.  These  amen(E 
ments  were  xxiatTived  after  the  most  deliberate  consideration  by  a 
body  of  citizens    eminent  for  their  ability  and  experience,  represent- 

Sin  equal  nn miners  the  two  leading  political  parties  in  the  state, 
they  provide  for  defects  in  the  constitution,  which  have  been  a 
»race  of  great  piil>lic  inconvenience  and  injury.  It  is  earnestly 
koped  that  tUey  may  meet  your  approval.  Should  you  fail  to  agree 
to  diem  it  would  be  necessary  to  institute  new  proceedings,  which 
voa\d  prolong  existing  defects  in  the  constitution  for  a  further  term 
of  three  years. 


_  thus  laid  before  yon  such  considerations  as  the  condition 

of  the  state  seems  to  me  to  demand,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  express 

the  hope  that  yonr  deliberations  may  be  carried  on  in  friendly  concord 

to  results  which  will  promote  the  best  interests  of  your  constituents. 

It  will  be  a  source  of  sincere  gratification  to  me  if  I  can  contribute, 

by  any  cooperation  on  my  part,  to  the  harmony  of  our  oflicial  inter- 

ooDTse  and  to  the  weltare  of  those  we  represent.    It  may  be  regarded 

as  a  fortunate  occurrence  that  the  two  great  political  parties  in  the 

state  are  represented  w^ith  so  near  an  approach  to  equality  in  both 

branches  of^  the    legislature;    and  if    dincrenccs  of  opinion  shall 

manifest  themselves  on  questions  of  which  our  party  divisions  aro 

the  growth,  I  look  to   both  with  the  same  confidence  for  pure  and 

patriotic  action  on   all    matters  affecting  the  good  name  of  the  state 

and  the  welfare    of    the   people.     In   this   assurance  and  trust  I 

tender  you  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  halls  of  legislation.

Prayer  by  Rev.  I5r.  Smart. 
The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 
Mr.  Speaker  presented  the  annual  financial  report  of  the  Auditor  of 
the  Canal  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  90, 1874; 
which  was  lain  upon  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

Mr.  Speaker  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  Comptroller;  which 
was  laid  npon  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  presented  a  petition  of  officers  of  the  Equitable  Sar- 
ings  Institation  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  an  amendment  to  the  char-

Mr.  Weed  presented  a  petition  in  behalf  of  Esther  Toung,  the  widow 
of  Joseph  Young,  nu  alien,  deceased  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

Mr.  Weed  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  confirm  the  title  to  cer- 
tain real  estate  in  Esther  Toung,  the  widow  of  Joseph  Tonng,  late  of  the 
county  of  Clinton,  an  alien,  deceased,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

Mr.  Prince  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  release  the  interest  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  certain  real-  estate  to  Ann 
Smith,  Greorge  Smiih  and  others,  being  the  widow  and  heirs  at  law  of 
Thomas  Smith,  deceased,"  which  was  read  the  firat  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

Mr.  Kshinka  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  authorizing  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Albany  to  issue  bonds  to  pay  portion  of 
the  bonds  of  said  county  that  will  mature  during  the  year  1874,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities.

Mr.  Grifiin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Delhi 
Lyceum,''  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  edu- 
cation. 

Mr.  Alberger  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize  certain 
assessments  ordered  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  con- 
tained in  certain  rolls  heretofore  delivered  to  the  comptroller  of  said 
city,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  affairs  of 
cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,'  passed  April  28,  1870,"  which 
was  read  the  first  tmie,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  McGroarty  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
collection  of  money  expended  for  the  improvement  of  the  Oowanus 
canal,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  to  confirm  certain  assessments  here- 
tofore laid  therefor,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Burritt  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
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^An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Spencerport,  in  the  connty  of  Mon- 
roe,' passed  April  25,  1867,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
moas  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Taylor  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Rochester  to  issue  the  last  installment  of  its  bonds  in  aid  of  the  Roches- 
ter and  State  Line  Railway  Company  in  advance  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions specified  in  the  act  entitled  *An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of

Mr.  Ryan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  'An  act 
relating  to  the  marine  court  of  the  citv  of  New  York,  declaring  and 
defining  its  jurisdiction  and  practice,  and  consolidating  the  several  acts 
affecting  said  court,'  passed  May  10,  1872,  chapter  629,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  P.  Woods  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of 
Sarah  Ann  Whaites,  formerly  widow  and  devisee  of  John  Playfair, 
deceased,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  aliens. 

Mr.  Leake  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Bond 
Street  Homceopathio  Dispensary  of  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Waehner  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  provide  for  the  location  and  erection  of  a  new  city  prison 
and  place  for  holding  certain  courts  in  the  city  of  New  York,  being  chap- 
ter 535  of  the  Laws  of  1873,'"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Equitable  Savings  Institution  of  the 
citv  of  New  York,'  passed  May  7, 1809,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also' read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  batiks. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  payment  to  the  Fifth 
regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  the  moneys 
due  it  from  the  State,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Wagstaff  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  the 
Home  for  Fallen  and  Friendless  Girls  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  savings  banks,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  banks. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  '^An  act  relating  to  animals,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 
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Mr/Chadwick  intTx>dnced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  antborixe  tbe  dtj 
of  ITtica  to  borrow  and  disburse  raoney  to  pay  for  fire  apparatus  and  to 
lev  J  and  collect  tax  to  pay  the  same/'  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  nnanimons  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  common  council  of  the 
city  of  Utica  to  borrow  and  disburse  money  for  city  purposes,  and  to 
levy  and  collect  taxes  to  pay  the  same,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
andf  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities. 

Hr.  Hammond  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the  char- 
ter of  Hobart,  late  Geneva  College,"  whicb  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  Denniston  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  Higb- 
land  Fire  Engine  Company  number  one  of  the  village  of  Canterbury, 
Orange  county,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
affiiirs  of  villages. 

Mr.  West  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  anthorizo  the  town 
auditors  of  the  town  of  Waterford  to  issue  bonds  for  tbe  completion  of 
and  furnishing  the  town  hall  at  Waterford,  and  for  the  purchase  of  a  bell 
and  town  clock,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read. the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
internal  affairs. 

Mr.  McQueen  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  lands 
devised  by  Harmanus  Peck,  deceased,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

Mr.  Canldwell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
local  government  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  wards  of  the 
city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Morey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  03, 
article  3,  title  2,  chapter  6,  part  2  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to 
the  disability  of  a  surrogate  from  acting  in  certain  cases,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  alQO  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Hammond  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following :  '

ings severally,  if  any;  and 

dd.  Any  other  information  or  suggestion  which  may  be  proper  to  com- 
municate to  the  Legislature,  in  relation  thereto,  to  the  end  that  practical 
^ect  may  be  given  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Qovemor  in  the  mes- 
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nge  recently  sabmitted  to  the  Legislature  in  regard  to  the  payment  of 
State  taxes. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  tlie  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said

WhereaSj  By  judiciona  legislation,  prepared  with  a  view  of  promoting 
tad  promptly  pushing  forward,  in  the  several  cities  thronghout  the 
State,  and  particularly  in  the  city  of  New  York,  such  public  works  as 
are  most  needed,  much  of  the  present  suffering  might  be  alleviated 
without  detriment  to  the  public  welfare;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the   Senate  concnr),  That  a  committee  of  five,  to  meet 
with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Senate,  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to 
eTamine  into  the  matter  in  question  and  to  prepare,  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible,  such  a  hill   or  hills  as  may  meet  the  emergency  by  providing 
work  for  our  suffering  mechanics  and  laborers,  and  report  the  same  to 
this  House  for  its  action  thereon. 
Said  resohilion  heing  concurrent. 
Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  npon  the  table. 
Mr.  Alberger  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following  :

Resolved^  That  Thomas  Raines,  the  Treasurer,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
called  upon  and  required  forthwith  to  restore  and  make  good  the 
amount  thus  fraudulently  abstracted  or  stolen  through  his  neglect  of 
duty. 

Resolved^  That  in  case  the  said  Raines  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  com- 
ply with  the  preceding  resolution  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  from  the 
passage  hereof,  the  Attorney-General  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
forthwith  institute  proper  proceedings  against  him  and  the  sureties 
upon  his  official  bond  to  recover  the  amount  so  abstracted. 
Said  resolutions  giving  rise  to  debate, 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Alberger  called  from  the  table  the  resolation  previously  offered 
by  him,  in  the  words  following  :

stitutionally submitted  to  the  people  for  adoption  ;  also  his  opinion  as'  to 
the  effect  of  any  amendments  by  this  Legislature,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate, 

Orderedy  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  that  the  consideration  of  the  message  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  be  made  a  special  order  for  Tuesday  morning  next^ 
immediately  after  reading  the  journal. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 
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Mr.  Bpe&ker  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  Auditor,  for  the  fiscal 
yor  ending  September  30,  1873,  of  the  Canal  Department,  relative  to 
ibe  ezpenditurea  on  the  canals ;  which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and 
ordered  printed.

Mr.  Melvin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  repeal  section  3  of  an 
act  entitled  'An  act  to  alter  the  commissioners'  map  or  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn,* passed  A{>ril  19,  1870,  and  to  open  President  street,  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,*'  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs 
of  cities. 

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  section  9  of 
chapter  508  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Long  Island  Loan  and  Trust  Company,'  ^'  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Morey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  in  regard  to  the  employ- 
ment and  compensation  of  clerks  to  surrogates'  courts  in  counties  in 
which  the  population  exceeds  20,000  and  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
county  judge  and  surrogate  are  performed  by  the  same  person,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Waehner  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  an  act  enti-

Mr.  Davis  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Champlain  canal,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committe  on  ways  and 
means. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  abolish  the  office  of  Canal  Appraiser, 
and  to  provide  a  mode  of  determining  canal  claims  against  the  State," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Holden  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  in  relation  to  proceedings  in  surrogates'  courts,  and  to  the 
fees  of  surrogates,  and  to  the  compensation  of  executors  and  administra- 
tors, and  to  a  clerk  for  surrogates,'  passed  May  2,  1863,"  whibh  was  read 
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the  first  time,  and  by  nnanimoas  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Gurnee  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  release  to  Elizabeth 
Baerkel  the  real  estate  of  which  Henry  Buerkel  died  seized,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  petitions  of  alienn. 

Mr.  Burritt  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
*An  act  to  provide  for  the  formation  of  societies  for  the  prevention  of 
horse  stealing,'  passed  April  22,  1862,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Sloirn  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Jtesolvedy  That  the  Attorney-General  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  fur- 
nish this  House,  at  as  early  a  day  as  may  be  compatible  with  other 
duties,  his  opinion  as  regi^rds  the  right  of  the  Federal  Government  to 
compel  the  owners  of  canal  boats  navigating  the  canals  of  this  State  to 
the  seaboard  to  pay  annual  fees  for  license  and  enrollment  papers,  and 
also  for  admeasurement  and  hospital  dues,  as  now  exacted  by  direction 
of  the  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Alvord  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  New  Capitol  Commissioners  have  reported  that  in  con- 
sequenoe  of  the  appropnation  having  become  exhausted  they  have  been 
compelled  to  suspend  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on  the  new  capitol ;  and 

Whereas^  They  represent  that  they  regard  it  for  the  interest  of 
the  State  that  the  work  of  stone  dressing  should  proceed  during  the 
winter,  and  that  to  enable  them  to  do  so  it  would  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  means  in  anticipation  of  the  regular  appropriation ; 
therefore, 

Hesolvedy  That  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  be  directed  to 
ascertain  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  forthwith  proceeding  with 
the  cutting  of  granite,  and  providing  the  necessary  means  therefor ; 
also,  the  present  condition  of  the  work  and  generally  into  the  manage- 
ment thereof,  and  the  probable  cost  and  time  in  which  the  walls  can  oe 
carried  up  to  the  roof;  also,  whether  the  plans  of  the  building  can  be 
modified  so  that  the  expenditure  may  be  reduced  without  impairing  the 
architectural  finish  or  proportions  of  the  edifice. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Conghlin  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  offered 
by  him,  in  the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  financial  panic  which  so  recently  spread  throughout 
this  country,  carrying  destruction  to  many  of  our  largest  capitalists  and 
moneyed  institutions  and  paralyzing  every  branch  of  trade  and  business, 
has  been  unusually  severe  upon  our  working  classes,  thousands  of  whom 
now  find  themselves  out  of  employment  at  the  beginning  of  what  prom- 
ises to  be  a  long  winter ;  and 

Whereas  J  By  judicious  legislation,  prepared  with  a  view  of  promoting 
and  promptly  pushing  forward,  in  the  several  cities  throughout  the 
State,  and  particularly  in  the  city  of  New  York,  such  public  works  as 
are  most  needed,  much  of  the  present  suffering  might  be  alleviated 
without  detriment  to  the  public  welfare ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  a  committee  of  five,  to  meet 
with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Senate,  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to 
examine  into  the  matter  in  question  and  to  prepare,  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible,  such  a  bill  or  bills  as  may  meet  the  emergency  by  providing 
work  for  our  suffering  mechanicfl  and  laborers,  and  report  the  same  to 
this  House  for  its  action  thereon. 
Debate  was  had  thereon,  when 

Mr.  Alvbrd  moved  that  said  preamble  and  resolutions  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  and  that  they  be  directed  to  report 
thereon  as  speedily  as  possible;  which  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Coughlin. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly  to  the  bill  entitled  as  follows : 

''An  act  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city  of 
Auburn,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  .by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hardy,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspend<*d  and  said  bill  read  a  third  time.' 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  the 
final  passage  of  said  bill,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Assembly  voting  in  favor 
thereof,  and  three-fifths  of  said  members  being  present. 
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Orderedy  That  the  Clerk  return  said  bill  to  the  Senate,  with  a  message 
informing  that  the  Assembly  have  passed  the  same.

Every  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who 
shall  have  been  a  citizen  for  ten  days,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State 
one  year  next  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the  last  four  months  a  resi- 
dent of  the  county,  and  for  the  last  thirty  days  a  resident  of  the  election 
district  in  which  he  may  offer  his  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such 
election  in  the  election  district  of  which  he  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resi- 
dent, and  not  elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
elective  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  which  may  be  submitted 
to  the  vote  of  the  people ;  provided  that,  in  time  of  war,  no  elector  in 
the  actual  military  service  of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
army  or  navy  thereof,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of  his 
absence  from  such  election  district ;  and  the  Legislature  shall  have  power 
to  provide  the  manner  in  which  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  such 
absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  return  and  canvass  of  their  votes 
in  the  election  districts  in  which  they  respectively  reside. 
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§  2.  Ko  person  'who  BhaU  receive,  expect  or  offer  to  receive,  or  pay, 
r  or  promise  to    pay,  oontribate,  offer  or  promise  to  contribute  to 
mother,  to  be  paid  or  used,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  as  a  com- 
peDsation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding  a  vote  at  an  election, 
or  who  ahall  make    any  promise  to  influence  the  giving  or  withholding 
uy  such  Tote^  or  who  shall  make  or  become  directly  or  indirectlv  inter- 
ested in  any  bet  or  -wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  any  election, 
ihiU  vote  at  such  election ;  and  upon  challenge  for  such  cause,  the  per- 
son so  challenged,  before  the  officers  authorized  for  that  purpose  shall 
reoeive  his  vote,  shall  swear  or  affirm  before  such  officisrs  that  he  has  not 
leeeived  or  offered,  does  not  expect  to  receive,  has  not  paid,  offered  or 
promiaed    to    pay,    contributed,  offered  or  promised  to  contribute'  to 
another,  to  be  paid  or  used,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  as  a  com- 
pensation or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding  a  vote  at  such  eleo- 
tkm,  and  has  not  made  any  promise  to  influence  the  giving  or  withhold- 
ing of  any  such  vote,  nor  made  or  become  directly  or  indirectlv  inter- 
ested in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  such  election. 
The  Legislatare,  at  the  session  thereof  next  after  the  adoption  of  this 
■eelion,  shall,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  may,  enact  laws  exclud- 
mg  from  the  right  of  suffrage  all  persons  convicted  of  bribery  or  of  any 
DEmunous  crime." 

And  whereaSy  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
L^lislatctVe,  entered  in  their  journals  with  the  yeas  and  navs  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
geaeral  election  of  Senators ; 

Ajidviherecu^  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ment was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of 
making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  arti- 
cle thirteen  of  the  Constitution ;  therefore, 

JUaolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  pat  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
r^ort,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading.

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member  of  Congress,  a  civil  or  military  ofScer  under  the  United  States, 
or  an  officer  under  any  city  government.  And  if  any  person  shall,  after 
his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  Congress,  or 
appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  under  ^ny  city  government,  his  acceptance  thereof 
shall  vacate  his  seat 

^^And  that  the  following  additional  sections  be  added  to  said  article 
three  of  the  Constitution : 

^'§  17.  No  act  shall  be  passed  which  shall  provide  that  any  existing 
law,  or  any  partthereof,  shall  be  made  or  deemed  a  part  of  said  act,  or 
which  shall  enact  that  any  existing  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
applicable,  except  by  inserting  it  in  such  act. 

*^  I  18.  The  Legislature  shall  not  pass  a  private  or  local  bill  in  any  of 
the  following  cases : 

**'  Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

"  Laying  out,  opening,  altering,  working  or  discontinuing  roads,  high- 
ways or  alleys,  or  for  draining  swamps  or  other  low  lands. 

**  Locating  or  changing  county  seats. 

*^  Providing  for  changes  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

"  Incorporating  villages. 

"  Providing  for  election  of  members  of  boards  of  supervisors. 

**  Selecting,  drawing,  summoning  or  impaneling  grand  or  petit  jurors. 

**  Regulating  the  rate  of  interest  on  money. 

^  The  opening  and  conducting  of  elections  or  designating  places  of 
TOting. 

^*  Creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  percentage  or  allowances  of 
public  officers,  during  the  term  for  which  said  officers  are  elected  or 
appointed. 

*^  Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual,  the  right  to 
lay  down  railroad  tracks. 

**  Granting  to  any  private  corporation,  association  or  individual,  any 
exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever. 

'*  Providing  for  building  oridges,  and  chartering  companies  for  such 
purposes,  except  on  the  Hudson  river  below  Waterford,  and  on  the  East 
river,  or  over  the  waters  forming  a  part  of  the  boundaries  of  the  State. 

"The  Legislature  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the  cases 
enumerated  m  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  which  in  its  judgment 
may  be  provided  for  by  general  laws.

Whereas,  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend* 
ment  was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz. : 
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*^  That  sections  one,  two,  four,  eight  and  nine  of  article  four  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years;  a  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same  term.  The  Governor  and 
Lieutenant-Governor  elected  next  preceding  the  time  when  this  section 
shall  take  effect  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  were 
elected. 

"  §  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  not  less 
than  thirty  years,  and  who  shall  have  been  five  yeai*s  next  preceding  his 
election  a  resident  of  this  State. 

^'g  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  military  and 
naval  forces  of  the  State.  He  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture (or  the  Senate  only)  on  extraordinary  occasions.  At  extraordinary 
sessions  no  subject  shall  be  acted  upon,  except  such  as  the  Governor 
may  recommend  for  consideration.  He  shall  communicate  by  message 
to  the  Legislature  at  every  session  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recom- 
mend such  matters  to  them  as  he  shall  judge  expedient.

**  §  8.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  an  annual 
salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  receive  or  be  entitled  to  any 
other  compensation,  fee  or  perquisite,  for  any  duty  or  service  he  may  be 
required  to  perform  bv  the  Constitution  or  by  law. 

^^  §  9.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections 
to  the  House  in  which  it  shall  have' originated,  which  shall  enter  the 
objections  at  large  on  the  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If, 
after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that 
House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  together  with  the 
objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsid- 
ered ;  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that 
House,  it  shall  become  a  law  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Gov- 
ernor. In  all  such  cases,  the  votes  in  both  Houses  shall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  votiu<r  shall  be. entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.

Mr.  Speaker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  *^  Proposed  amendments  to  anicle  fifth  of  the  Constitution," 
have  gone  through  with  the  same,  and  added  thereto  the  necessary  pre- 
amble and  resolution  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  and  also  amended 
the  title  so  as  to  read  "  Concurrent  resolution  proposing  amendments  to 
article  fifth  of  the  Constitution,"  and  instructed  their  chairman  to  report 
the  same  to  the  House  and  recommend  their  passage,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing : 

CoDcurrent  resolution  proposing  amendments  to  article  five  of  the 
Constitution. 

Whereas^  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz. : 

*'  That  article  five  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  ^B  to  read  as 
follows : 

'^  §  1.  The  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
same  general  election,  and  for  the  same  term,  as  the  Governor.  The 
persons  holding  the  offices  at  the  time  when  this  section  shall  take  effect 
shall  continue  to  hold  the  same  until  the  first  day  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding the  first  election  of  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State,  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  hereof,  and  shall  each  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed 
by  law,  for  such  time  as  they  may  hold  such  offices  beyond  the  term  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

^^  §  2.  The  Attorney-General  and  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  hold 
their  offices  until  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  Governor  by  whom  they 
shall  be  nominated,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  No  per* 
son  shall  be  appointed  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  is  not  a  prac- 
tical engineer. 

^*  §  3.  A  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  hold  his  office  for  five 
years,  unless  sooner  removed ;  he  shall  give  security  in  such  amount. 
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and  -with  Biiob   sureties,  as  shall  be  required  by  law  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his   duties ;  he  shall  have  the  Buperintendence,  management 
and  control   of  tlie  State  prisons,  subject  to  such  laws  as  now  exist  or 
may  hereafter  >>e  enacted ;  he  shall  appoint  the  agents,  wardens,  physi- 
cians and   chaplains  of  the  prisons.    The  agent  and  warden  of  each 
prison  shall  appoint  all  other  officers  of  such  prison,  except  the  clerk, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  Superintendent.    The  Comp- 
troller  shall    appoint  the  clerks  of  the  prisons.    The  Superintendent 
shall  have  all    the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties,  not  inconsistent 
herewith,  which  have  heretofore  been  had  and  performed  by  the  Inspect- 
ors of  State  Prisons;  and  from  and  after  the  time  when  such  Superin- 
tendent of  State  Prisons  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified,  the 
office  of  Inspector  of  State  Prisons  shall  be  and  is  hereby  abolished. 
The  Governor  may  remove  the  Superintendent  for  cause  at  any  time, 
giving  to  him  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  in  his  defense. 

"  §  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Senate  and  Assembly  in 
joint  ballot,  and  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  he  chosen  and  qualified.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  oflSce,  give  such  security  as  ipay  be  required  by  law.  He 
may  be  suspended  from*  office  by  the  Governor  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature,  and  until  thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature,  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  him  that  such 
Treasurer  has,  in  any  particular,  violated  his  duty.  The  Governor  shall 
appoint  a  competent  person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  during 
such  suspension  of  the  Treasurer. 

"  §  5.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  Comptroller,  Secretary  of  State,  Attor- 
ney-General, Treasurer  and  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  be  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  ^e  office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Canal  Fund  is  abolished,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore 
had  or  performed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  shall  hereafter 
he  had  and  performed  by  the  Comptroller.  The  Canal  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  Attorney- 
General,  State  ^Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works. 

"  §  6.  A  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  to  hold  his  office  until  the 
end  of  the  term  of  the  Governor  by  whom  he  was  nominated  and  until 
his  successor  is   appointed.    He  shall  receive  for  his  services  a  compen- 
sation to  be  fixed  by  law.    He  shall  be  required  by  law  to  give  security 
tor  the  faithful  execution  of  his  office,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
thereof.     He  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  all  laws  relating 
to  the  repair  and  navigation  of  the  canals ;  and  also  of  those  relating 
to  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the  canals,  except  so  far  as  the 
execution    of  the  laws  relating  to  such  construction  or  improvement 
shall  be  confided  to  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor.    Subject  to  the 
control  of  the  liCgislature,  he  shall  make  the  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  narigation   or  use  of  the  canals.    He  may  be  suspended  or  removed 
&om  office  by  the  Governor,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  inter- 
est shall  so  require  ;  but  in  case  of  removal  of  such  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works  from  office,  the  Governor  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  a  statement  of  the  cause  of  such  removal,  and  shall  report  such 
removal  and  the  cause  thereof  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session. 
"  §  7.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  shidl  appoint  not  more 
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than  three  Assistant  Snperintendents^  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed 
by  him,  subject  to  modification  by  the  Legislature,  and  who  shall 
receive  for  their  services  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  law.  They 
shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  subject  to  suspension  or  removal 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the 
public  interest  shall  so  require.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any  such 
Assistant  Superintendent  snail  be  filled,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
for  which  he  was  appointed,  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  "Works ; 
but  in  case  of  the  suspension  or  removal  of  any  such  Assistant  Super- 
intendent by  him,  he  shall  at  once  report  to  the  Governor,  in  writing, 
the  cause  of  such  removal.  All  other  persons  employed  in  the  care 
and  management  of  the  canals,  except  collectors  of  tolls,  and  those  in 
the  department  of  the  State  En^neer  and  Surveyor,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  and  be  subject  to  suspension 
or  removal  by  him. 

''  §  8.  The  office  of  Canal  Commissioner  is  abolished  from  and  afler 
the  appointment  and  qualification  of  tbe  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
until  which  time  the  Canal  Commissioners  shall  continue  to  discharge 
their  duties  as  now  provided  by  law.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  and  Board 
of  Canal  Commissioners,  as  now  declared  by  law,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  the  Legislature. 

'^  §  9.  The  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  offices  in  this  article  named,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided ;  or,  if  tbe  Senate  be  not  in  session,  he  may 
grant  commissions,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  succeeding 
session  of  the  Senate. 

*'  §  10.  The  Attorney-General,  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and 
Treasurer  in  office  at  the  time  this  article  shall  take  effect  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

*'§  11.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  respective  boards,  and  of  the 
several  officers  in  this  article  named,  shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  be  such  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  prescribed  by  law. 

**  §  12.  All  offices  for  the  weighing,  gauging,  measuring,  culling  or 
inspecting  any  merchandise,  produce,  manufacture  or  commodity  what- 
ever, are  hereby  abolished,  and  no  such  office  shall  hereafter  be  created 
by  law ;  but  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  abrogate  any  office 
created  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  health  or  the  interest 
of  the  State  in  its  property,  revenue,  tolls  or  purchases,  or  of  supplying 
the  people  with  correct  standards  of  weights  and  measures,  or  shall  pre- 
vent the  creation  of  any  office  for  such  purposes  hereafter." 

And  tohereasj  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ; 

And  whereaSy  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ment was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of 
making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  arti- 
cle thirteen  of  the  Constitution  ;  therefore, 

Heaolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Beebe  moved  to  recommit  said  amendments  to  the  committee  of 
the  whole. 
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Mr.  Speaker  pat  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Speaker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  consideration 
the  "  Proposed  amendment  to  article  six  of  the  Constitution,"  have 
gone  through  with  the  same,  and  added  thereto  the  necessary  preamble 
and  resolution  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  and  also  amended  the 
title  so  as  to  read  ''  Concurrent  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to 
article  six  of  the  Constitution,"  and  instructed  their  chairman  to  report 
the  same  to  the  House  and  recommend  its  passage,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing : 

Concurrent  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  article  six  of  the 
Constitution. 

WhereaSy  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz.  : 

^^  That  section  eighteen  of  article  six  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
80  as  to  read  as  follows : 

''§  18.  The  electors  of  the  several  towns  shall,  at  their  annual  town 
meeting  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct,  elect  justices 
of  the  peace,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years.  la  case  of  an 
election  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  before  the  expiration  of  a  full  term, 
they  shall  hold  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  Their  number 
and  classification  may  be  regulated  by  law.  Justices  of  the  peace  and 
judges  or  justices  of  inferior  courts,  not  of  record,  and  their  clerks,  may 
be  removed,  after  due  notice  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  by  such 
courts  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  for  causes  to  be  assigned  in  the  order 
of  removal.  Judicial  officers  of  courts  not  of  record,  in  the  several 
cities  of  the  State  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  three  hundred 
thousand,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal,  after 
due  notice  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  bv  such  courts  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  for  causes  to  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  removal. 
All  other  judicial  officers  in  cities,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  article,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of 
cities  or  appointed  by  some  local  authorities  thereof." 

And  tohereaSy  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ; 

And  whereaSy  Such  election  has  taken  place  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ment was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  making 
such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  article 
thirteen  of  the  Constitution ;  therefore. 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Weed  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Besolvedj  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  report  to  this 
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House  what  pablication,  if  any,  was  made  of  the  several  ooncarreDt  reso- 
latioDS  propoHing  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  passed 
by  the  Legislature  of  1873. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Lincoln  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following: 

Resolved^  That  the  use  of  the  Assembly  chamber  be  granted  to  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society,  on 
Wednesday,  January  21,  at  twelve  o'clock  m. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Prince  presented  a  petition  of  G.  S.  Lozier  and  others  asking  an 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  relative  to  suffrage ;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Alvord  presented  a  petition  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Women's  Tax  Payers'  Association  of  Rochester  for  either  representa- 
tion or  relief  from  taxation ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Prince  presented  a  petition  of  C.  S.  Lozier  and  others  in  relation 
to  taxation  without  representation ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Bordwell  presented  a  petition  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  New- 
fane,  Niagara  county,  to  enable  the  Wesley  an  Methodist  Church  Society 
to  purchase  real  estate ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  charitable  and  religious  societies. 

Mr.  Brewer  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  exten- 
sion of  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  several  towns  of  the 
State,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal 
affairs. 

Mr.  Beecher  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  erec- 
tion of  a  swing  bridge  over  the  Chenango  canal,  on  South  Main  street, 
in  the  village  of  Norwich,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  canals. 

Mr.  Griffin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  confirm  and  legalize 
the  bonds  issued  on  behalf  of  the  town  of  Andes,  in  Delaware  county. 
State  of  New  York,  to  raise  money  to  pay  bounties  to  volunteers  for 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  to  cause  the  amount  due  upon  two  bonds 
to  be  collected  and  paid  to  £leanor  and  Bettie  Hamilton,"  which  w^as 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Smith  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incoporate  the 
Buffalo  Orpheus  Musical  Society,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  G.  Pope  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  establishing  a  ferry 
from  the  farin  of  Clark  P.  Ives,  of  the  county  of  Essex,  across  Lake 
Champlain,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  com- 
merce and  navigation. 

Mr.  W.  Miller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  the  town  of  Russia,  in  the  county  of  Herki- 
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mer,  to  build  a  bridge  across  the  West  Canada  creek  at  a  place  called 
the  '  Ledge,' "  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads 
and  bndges. 

Mr.  Melvin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  repeal  a  portion  of 
section  2  of  an  act  entitled  *An  act  in  reference  to  the  summoning  of 
jurors  in  the  county  of  Kings,  and  fixing  the  compensation  of  the 
sheriff  therefor,'  passed  April  1,  1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Lock  wood  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  authorizing  Union 
Free  School  District  No.  1,  of  the  town  of  Athens,  to  issue  bonds  and 
to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  buildings  and  pur- 
chasing a  site,"  which  was  read  the.first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
education. 

Mr.  Colahan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^^An  act  to  improve  Fourth 
street,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  admission  of  attorneys 
and  counselors  at  law  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  prac- 
tice in  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Donahue  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled *An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  vari- 
ous amendments  thereof,'  passed  June  28,  1873,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Berri  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  united 
medical  societies,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Brooklyn  Elevated,  Silent,  Safety  Railway  Company  for  the  purposes  of 
providing  rapid  transit  through  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  Kings  county,  to 
Woodhaven  in  the  town  of  Jamaica,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  and  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  to  provide  for  constructing  and  operating  a 
railway  therefor,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  railroads. 

Mr.  Waehner  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  carry- 
ing of  passengers  by  local  or  street  railroad  companies  in  the  city  of 
New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail- 
roads. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
create  a  board  of  commissioners  of  emigration,  and  to  confer  certain 
powers  thereon,'  passed  April  26,  1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Blessing  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  in  Forty-second  street,  and  certain  other  streets 
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and  svennes  in  the  city  of  New  York,''  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  reieid  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Biglin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  incorporate  the  People's  Water  Transit  Company,'  passed 
April  23, 1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Wagstaff  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^*An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled *An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the 
preservation  of  moose,  wild  deer,  birds  and  fish,'  passed  April  26,  1871," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  6n  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  the 
Ninth  Regiment,  National  Guard,  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  New  York  Mortgage  and  Trust  Company,'  passed  May 
28,  1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  banks. 

Mr.  Comstock  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  ceding  to  the  United 
States  of  America  jurisdiction  over  certain  lands  in  this  State  for  light 
house  purposes,  and  exempting  the  same  from  taxation,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  federal  relations.

Mr.  Kirk  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railroad  from  the  ferry  at  foot  of  Chamber  street,  North  river, 
through  certain  streets  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  the  ferry  at  foot  of 
Wall  8treet^^^   which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail- 
roads. 

Mr.  Waehner  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  in  relalion  to  the  supervisors  of  the  county  of  New  York,' 
passed  June  14,   1873,  being  chapter  763  of  the  Laws  of  1873,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  lime,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities.

tional article  thereto  to  be  known  as  article  seventeen,"  and  instructed 
their  chairman  to  report  the  same  to  the  House  and  recommend  its 
passage,  in  the  words  following : 

Concurrent  resolutions,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion relative  to  funding  the  canal  and  general  fund  debts  now  charged 
on  the  canals,  by  adding  an  additional  article  thereto,  to  be  known  as 
article  17. 

Whereas^  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  th^  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz. : 

^'Abticle  17.  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  borrow,  on 
the  credit  of  the  State,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  paying  the 
canal  and  general  fund  debts  now  charged  on  the  canals,  as  the  same 
shall  fall  due,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  or  certificates  of  stock, 
having  forty  years  to  run  from  their  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal,  whereof  at  maturity  a  sinking  fund  of  one  per  cent  per 
annum  shall  be  established,  and  the  tolls  of  the  canal  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  canal  board  at  rates  sufficing,  as  near  as  may  be,  to 
provide  only  for  said  sinking  fund  the  interest  on  the  debt  so  created, 
the  expenses  of  collection,  superintendence  and  keeping  the  canals  in 
repair ;  and  the  contribution  so  created  for  said  sinking  fund  shall  be 
invested  annually  by  the  Comptroller  in  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  stock 
authorized  by  this  article,  or  m  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  New 
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York  or  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be  held  for  the  redemption 
and  payment  of  the  bonds  or  certificates  herein  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  sacredly  applied  to  that  purpose.  All  of  said  debt  and  interest 
shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  tlie  canals,  and  no  direct  tax  shall  be 
levied  or  collected  for  canal  purposes,  either  for  current  expenses  or 
repairs,  ordinary  or  extraordinary." 

And  whereas.  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ;

jResolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment.

Members  of  the  Legislature  (and  all  officers,  executive  and 
judicial,  except  such  inferior  officers  as  shall  be  by  law  exempted),  shall, 
before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  '  I  do  s<Jlemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  that  I  will  faithfully 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  ,  according  to  the  best 

of  my  ability ; '  and  ^  such  officers  who  shall  have  been  chosen  at 
any  election  shall,  be?,  te  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  above  prescribed, 
together  with  the  following  addition  thereto,  as  part  thereof:  *AndI 
do  further  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  have  not,  directly  or 
indirectly,  paid,  offered  or  promised  to  pay,  contributed,  or  offered  or 
promised  to  contribute,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  as  a  con- 
sideration or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding  a  vote  at  the  election 
at  which  I  was  elected  to  said  office,  and  have  not  made  any  promise 
to  influence  the  giving  or  withholding  any  such  vote,*  and  no  other 
oath,  declaration  or  test  shall  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  office 
of  public  trust."

degree  influenced  thereby,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony.  This 
section  shall  not  aflfect  the  validity  of  any  existing  statutes  in  relation 
to  the  oflense  of  bribery. 

"  §  2.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  or  promise  a  bribe  to  an  officer,  if  it 
shall  be  received,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a^^'^ny  and  liable  to  pun- 
ishment, except  as  herein  provided.  No  pers^^  offering  a  bribe  shall, 
upon  any  prosecution  of  the  officer  for  receiving  such  bribe,  be  privi- 
leged from  testifying  in  relation  thereto,  and  he  shall  not  be  liable  to 
civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefor,  if  he  shall  testify  to  the  giving 
or  offering  of  such  bribe.  Any  person  who  shall  offigr  or  promise  a 
bribe,  if  it  be  rejected  by  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  tendered,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  bribe,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  felony. 

"  §  3.  Any  person  charged  with  receiving  a  bribe,  or  with  offering  or 
promising  a  bribe,  shall  be  permitted  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf  in 
any  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefoi. 
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^'  §  4.  Any  district  attorney  who  shall  fail  faithfully  to  prosecute  a 
person  charged  with  the  violation  in  his  county  of  any  provision  of 
this  article  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  governor,  after  due  notice  and  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  his  defense.  The  expenses  which  shall  be  incurred  by  any 
county,  in  investigating  and  prosecuting  any  charge  of  bribery,  or 
attempting  to  bnbe  any  person  holding  office  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  within  such  county,  or  of  receiving  bribes  by  any  such  person 
in  said  county,  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  State,  and  their  payment 
by  the  State  shall  be  provided  for  by  law.

Mr.  Speltker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  ^'Proposed  amendments  to  article  seven  of  the  Constitution," 
have  made  some  progress  in  the  same,  but  not  having  gone  through 
therewith,  have  instructed  their  chairman  to  report  that  fact  to  the  House, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Speaker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  consideration 
the  ^'  Proposed  amendment  to  article  eight  of  the  Constitution,"  have 
gone  through  with  the  same,  and  added  thereto  the  necessary  preamble 
and  resolution  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  and  also  amended  the 
title  so  as  to  read  ^*  Concurrent  resolution  proposing  amendments  to 
article  eight  of  the  Constitution,"  and  instructed  their  chairman  to 
report  the  same  to  the  House  and  recomtnend  ^heir  passage,  in  the 
words  following: 

Concurrent  resolution  proposing  amendments  to  article  eight  of  the 
Constitution. 

Whereas^  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz.  : 

''That  article  eight  of  the  Constitution  be  amended,  by  amending  section 
four  thereof,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  §  4.  The  Legislature  shall,  by  general  law,  conform  all  charters  of 
savings  banks,  or  institutions  for  savings,  to  a  uniformity  of  powers, 
rights  and  liabilities,  and  all  charters  hereafter  granted  for  such  corpo- 
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rfttioas  shall  be  made  to  oonform  to  such  general  law,  and  to  such 
amendments  as  may  be  made  thereto.  And  no  such  corporation  shall 
have  any  capital  stock,  or  shall  be  trustees  thereof,  or  any  of  them  have 
any  interest  whatever,  direct  or  indirect,  in  the  profits  of  such  corpora- 
tion ;  and  no  director  or  trustee  of  any  such  bank  or  institution  shall  be 
interested  in  any  loan  or  use  of  any  money  or  property  of  such  bank  or 
institution  for  savings.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  pass 
an^  act  granting  any  special  charter  for  banking  purposes ;  but  corpo- 
rations or  associations  may  be  formed  for  such  purposes  under  gen- 
eral laws. 

"And  further,  by  adding  thereto  additional  sections  to  be  known  as 
sections  ten  and  eleven,  as  follows : 

"  §  10.  Neither  the  credit  nor  the  money  of  the  State  shall  be  given  or 
loaned  to  or  in  aid  of  any  association,  corporation  or  private  under- 
taking. This  section  shall  not,  however,  prevent  the  Legislature  from 
"making  such  provision  for  the  education  and  support  of  the  blind,  the 
deaf  and  dumo,  and  juvenile  delinquents,  as  to  it  may  seem  proper. 
Nor  shall  it  apply  to  any  fund  or  property  now  held  or  which  may 
hearafter  be  held  by  the  State  for  educational  purposes. 

"§11.  No  county,  city,  town  or  village  shall  hereafter  give  any 
money  or  property,  or  loan  its  money  or  credit^  to  or  in  aid  of  any 
individual,  association  or  corporation,  or  become,  directly  or  indirectly, 
the  owner  of  stock  in  or  bonds  of  any  association  or  corporation,  nor 
shall  any  such  county,  city,  town  or  village  be  allowed  to  incur  any 
indebtedness,  except  for  county,  city,  town  or  village  purposes.  This 
section  shall  not  prevent  such  county,  city,  town  or  village  from  mak- 
ing such  provision  for  the  aid  or  support  of  its  poor  as  may  be  author- 
ized by  law." 

And  whereas^  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses^f  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  hays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ; 

And  whereasy  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed  amend- 
men)b  was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  mak- 
in^  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  article 
thirteen  of  the  Constitution  ;  therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 
^  Mr.  Speaker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  "Proposed  amendments  to  article  ten  of  the  Constitution," 
have  gone  through  with  the  same,  and  added  thereto  the  necessary  pre- 
amble and  resolution  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  and  also  amended

Each  of  the  other  State  oflBcers,  named 
in  tiie  Oonstitation,  shall,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  receive  a 
compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  tlie  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  or 
appointed  ;  nor  snail  he  receive  to  his  use  any  fees  or  perquisites  of 
(ffice  or  other  compensation." 

And  where<M3^  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  memhers  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
L^slatare,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators  ; 

And  wfiereasj  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed 
amendment  was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time 
of  making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of 
article  thirteen  of  the  Constitution  ;  therefore, 

Resoloed  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  pnt  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 
Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  State, 
in  response  to  a  resolation  of  the  Assembly  adopted  January  15,  1874, 
relative  to  the  publication  of  the  concurrent  resolutions  proposing 
amendments  to  the  Constitution;  which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and 
ordered  printed. 

(See  Doc.  No.      .) 
The  Hoose  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bill  entitled  as  follows : 

Senate,  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  John  George  Milburne." 
And  afler  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Alvord,  from  said  committee,  reported .  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
sud  mentioned  bill ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  ordered 
to  a  third  reading.

Mr.  Biumenthal  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolu- 
tion, in  the  words  following : 

WherecMy  The  present  system  of  street  cleaning  in  the  city  of  New 
York  is  believed  by  the  people  and  the  press  of  that  city  to  be  open  to 
grave  charges  of  mismanagement  and  extravagance,  the  streets  being  in 
a  filthy  and  neglected  condition,  notwithstanding  that  over  a  million  of 
dollars  a  year  is  appropriated  to  and  used  by  that  department  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  tnem  clean ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  oa  cities  be  instructed  to  inquire  into 
the  matter  herein  set  forth,  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  this  work  can  be  bet- 
ter and  more  economically  done  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
health  of  that  city,  that  they  report  a  bill  to  this  House,  which  will  place 
the  work  and  duty  of  cleaning  the  streets  under  the  charge  and  direo* 
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tion  of  the  board  of  health,  where,  as  a  matter  nearly  and  vitally  affeot- 
ing  the  sanitary  interests  of  that  city,  it  is  thought  by  very  many,  prop- 
erly  to  belong. 

Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate, 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Vedder  moved  that  the  House  do  now  adjourn. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Gross  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Fairport,  Monroe  county, 
asking  for  a  vertical  wall  on  the  berme  bank  of  the  Erie  canal;  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vedder,  at  8  o'clock,  the  House  adjourned. 


TUESDAY,  JANUARY  20,  1874. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  D.  W.  Dayton. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved.

Mr.  Speaker  announced  the  special  order,  being  the  annual  message  of 
His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  pro* 
ceeded  to  the  consideration  of  said  message. 

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Vedder,  from  said  committee,  reported  progress  thereon,  and  asked 
and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again.

Mr.  Wlialen  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  village  of  Medina 
for  vertical  stone  wall  along  the  berme  bank  of  the  Erie  canal ;  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Griffin  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Bovina,  Delaware 
county,  to  change  the  name  of  the  Associated  Congregation  of  Bovina; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious 
societies. 

Mr.  Holden  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Glen's  Falls,  for  more 
efficient  legislation  in  regard  to  preventing  incendiarism;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  Whalen  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  village  of  Medina, 
for  the  construction  of  an  iron  bridge  ovier  the  Erie  canal ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Bordwell  presented  a  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Wilson,  Niagara  county,  asking  power  to  repair  and  clean  sidewalks, 
etc. ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  vil- 
lages. 

Mr.  Gomstock  presented  a  petition  for  the  construction  of  900  feet  of 
▼ertical  wall  on  the  berme  side  of  the  Erie  canal,  at  the  village  of  Mid- 
dieport ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals.

Resolved^  That  the  Attorney-General  be  required  to  inform  this 
Assembly  whether,  in  his  opinion,  if  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
contained  in  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  to  wit :  "  Concurrent 
resolutions,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relative  to 
funding  the  canal  and  general  fund  debts  now  charged  on  the  canals. 

^^  Heaolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  following  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  be  proposed  for  adoption  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
viz.: 

"Article  17.  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  borrow,  on 
the  credit  of  the  State,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  paying  the 
canal  and  general  fund  debts  now  charged  on  the  canals,  as  the  same 
shall  fall  due,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  or  certificates  of  stock, 
having  forty  years  to  run  from  their  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  tor  the  payment  of  the 
principal,  whereof  at  maturity  a  sinking  fund  of  one  per  cent  per 
annum  shall  be  established,  and  the  tolls  of  the  canal  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  canal  board  at  rates  sufi^cing,  as  near  as  may  be,  to 
provide  only  for  said  sinking  fund  the  interest  on  the  debt  so  created, 
the  expenses  of^ollection,  superintendence  and  keeping  the  canals  in 
repair ;  and  the  contribution  so  created  for  said  sinking  fund  shall  be 
invested  annually  by  the  Comptroller  in  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  stock 
authorized  by  this  article,  or  in  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  New 
York  or  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be  held  for  the  redemption 
and  payment  of  the  bonds  or  certificates  herein  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  sacredly  applied  to  that  purpose.    AU  of  said  debt  and  interest 
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bIiaII  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  canals,  and  no  direct  tax  shall  be 
levied  or  collected  for  canal  purposes,  either  for  current  expenses  or 
repairs,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,"  should  be  adopted  by  the  people : 

]8t.  Any  new  work  could  be  authorized  upon  any  of  the  canals  of 
this  State ;  and  if  so,  in  what  way  the  expense  of  such  work  could  be 
provided  for. 

2d.  Whether  what  is  known  as  "extraordinary  repairs"  could  be 
authorized  upon  any  of  the  canals  of  this  State ;  and  if  so,  in  what 
manner  could  the  expense  be  provided  for. 

3d.  Whether  any  new  canal  could  be  authorized  by  the  Legislature; 
and  if  80,  how  the  expense  of  such  work  could  be  paid. 

Mr.  Yedder  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas,  The  labor  of  superintendent  of  documents  comprises  among 
other  duties  the  receiving,  indorsing  and  filing  of  over  four  thousand 
different  numbers  of  documents,  preparing  and  keeping  in  order  of  about 
150  set  of  tiles,  also  answering  the  almost  incessant  calls  of  members, 
clerks  and  committees,  requiring  the  room  to  be  kept  open  from  twelve 
to  fifteen  hours  daily,  we  consider  it  necessary  for  the  prompt  discharge 
of  all  these  duties,  that  the  document  department  be  furnished  with 
assistance;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Benjamin  F.  Betts  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  assistant 
superintendent  of  documents,  with  general  supervision  of  the  files  of 
members,  and  that  the  same  compensation  be  allowed  to  him  as  to  the 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  and  paid  in  the  same  manner,  and  that  such 
appointment  be  for  the  session  of  1874. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 

Mr.  Biglin  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution  in 
the  words  following: 

Whereas,  The  labors  of  the  superintendent  of  documents  comprises, 
among  other  duties,  the  indexing,  under  their  proper  heads,  of  over 
three  thousand  different  numbers  of  bills  and  documents ;  the  labeling 
and  filing  away  of  the  same ;  answering  the  incessant  calls  made  upon 
him  for  copies  and  information  relating  thereto,  often  requiring  his  attend- 
ance, with  shoi't  intervals,  from  eight  o'clock  ▲.  m.  till  nine  p.  m.,  and 
later  when  evening  sessions  are  held ;  the  receiving  of  books  sent  to 
members  and  distributing  the  same,  together  with  the  great  labor  attend- 
ing the  preparation  of  the  documents  for  the  files  of  members;  also, 
overlooking  the  folding  department  to  prevent  the  waste  usually  attend- 
ant thereon,  we  consider  it  necessary,  for  economy  and  convenience  of 
members,  that  the  document  department  be  furnished  with  assistance ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Eugene  L.  Memck  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  assist- 
ant superintendent  oi  documents,  and  that  the  same  compensation  be 
allowed  him  as  to  superintendent  of  documents,  and  paid  in  the  same 
manner,  and  that  such  appointment  continue  during  the  session  of  1874. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 

Mr.  Sloan  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas,  This  Assembly,  on  the  16th  day  of  January  instant,  passed 
a  resolution  imposing  extra  duties  upon  the  officers  of  the  Assembly 
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post-office  in  requiring  the  stamping  of  all  docnments  and  of  prepajring 
all  express  charges,  which  additional  services  necessitates  more  force  in 
the  post-office ;  therefore, 

JResolvedy  That  Robert  S.  Eelsey  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  as  super- 
intendent of  the  expressing  and  mailing  department  of  the  Assembly 
post-office  from  this  date,  at  the  compensation  of  five  dollars  per  day. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 

Mr.  Vedder  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas,  Some  discreet  person  should  be  appointed  to  superintend 
the  proper  arrangement  of  the  files  of  the  House,  and  see  that  the  pages 
are  in  their  places  and  are  attentive  to  their  duties ;  and 

Whereas,  No  such  officer  is  provided  for  in  the  rules ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  John  A.  Marlow  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  super- 
intendent of  files  and  pages,  with  the  same  compensation  as  superin- 
tendent of  documents. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 

Mr.  Petty  offered  for  th(3  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas,  The  Assembly  did,  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  concur  in 
the  passage  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Senate  on  the  13th  day  of 
January,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

^^  Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  to  the  postmaster  of  each 
House  be  assigned  the  duty  of  weighing  and  stamping  all  documents 
sent  by  mail  or  express,  and  entering  in  a  book  to  be  Kept  byhim  for 
that  purpose  the  amount  of  po&tage  or  express  charges  paid  thereon, 
reporting  to  the  clerks  of  the  respective  Houses  the  aggregate  thereof 
weekly ;  and  that  the  assistant  postmaster  of  each  House  be  charged 
with  the  duty  of  entering  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose 
an  accurate  account  of  all  documents,  with  the  postage  or  express 
charges  paid  thereon,  transmitted  from  the  post-office  of  their  respective 
Houses  by  mail  or  express,  and  that  they  report  the  aggregate  thereof 
weekly  to  the  respective  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly ;  auid  that 
the  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  frqm  time  to  time  furnish  the 
postmaster  of  each  House,  respectively,  the  stamps  requisite  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  the  foregoing  resolution,  an  account  thereof  to  be 
kept  by  them  in  books  to  be  by  them  provided  for  that  purpose ;  and 
that  the  books  kept  by  the  postmaster  and  assistant  postmaster  above 
specified  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  clerks  and  mem- 
bers of  each  House  respectively." 

And  whereas.  The  adoption  of  said  resolution  imposes  upon  the  post- 
master and  assistant  postmaster  of  the  Assembly  labors  which  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  perform  without  the  assistance  of  an  additional 
assistant  or  clerk ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  William  Turner,  Jr.,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
clerk  to  the  Assembly  post-office  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  postmaster  and 
assistant  postmaster  in  performing  the  additional  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  adoption  of  the  above  concurrent  resolution,  and  that  his 
compensation  be  three  dollars  per  day. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Bulkley, 

Resolved^  That  the  use  of  the  Assembly  Chamber  be  and  hereby  is 
tendered  to  the  State  Medical  Society,  for  holding  its  annual  public  meet- 
ing, on  Wednesday,  February  4,  1874,  at  7^  o'clock  p.  m. 

Mr.  Prince  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution  in 
the  words  following :

survivors  of  the  war  of  1812.

Mr.  Vedder  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  chapter  508 
of  the  Laws  of  1872,  entitled  *An  act  for  the  better  preservation  of 
horse  record;*,'  passed  May  8,  1872,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  local  and  special  laws. 

Mr.  Vedder  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Butter  and  Cheese  Exchange  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  alt<o  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  local  and  special  laws.

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be  instructed  to  report 
a  bill,  at  their  earliest  convenience,  repealing  chapter  486  of  the  Laws  of 
1871,  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  the  qualification  of  persons  to  be 
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admitted  to  practice  in  the  coarts  of  this  State  as  attorneys,  solicitors 
and  counselors." 

Debate  arising  thereon, 

Ordere'f^  That  said  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly  to  the  bills  entitled  as  follows: 

*'An  act  to  repeal  chH|)f*T  455  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  entitled  *An  act 
in  relation  to  the  Seneca  Indians  residing  on  the  Cattaraugus  and  Alle- 
gany Reservations,'  passed  May  9,  1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  th«  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Indian  affairs. 

"An  act  to  authorize  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Utica  to 
borrow  and  disburse  money  for  city  purposes,  and  levy  and  collect  taxes 
to  pay  the  same,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
a&irs  of  cities. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  concur 
rence  of  the  Assembly  to  the  following  resolution  : 

jResolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  a  joint  committee,  to  con- 
sist of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and  five  members  of  the  Assembly, 
be  appointed  upon  the  joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly. 
Said  resolution  being  concurrent. 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Phillips,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills,  reported  as  cor- 
rectly engrossed  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes  in  relation  to  the  drawing  of 
jurors." 

''An  act  to  amend  section  10  of  chapter  254  of  the  Laws  of  1847, 
entitled  'An  act  concerning  the  laws,  journals  and  documents  of  the 
Legislature.' " 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of 
Spencerport,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,'  passed  April  22,  1867." 

"An  act  to  re  imbnrse  purchasers  of  land  from  the  State,  to  which 
title  has  failed." 

Mr.  Speaker  announced  the  special  order,  being  the  bill  entitled  as 
follows : 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  in  relation  to  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  department  of  public  parks  of  the  city  of  New  York,' 
passed  June  28, 1878,  and  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  tne  common  coun- 
cil in  said  city." 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  consideration  of  said  bill.

Mr.  DennistoQ  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  town  of  High- 
land, Orange  county,  asking  for  repeal  of  part  of  chapter  495,  passed 
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May  5,  1863  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads 
and  bridges. 

Mr.  Melvin  presented  a  petition  of  200  stone  cutters,  praying  that 
stone  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new  capitol  may  be  cut  in  Albany  ; " 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  presented  a  petition  of  officers  and  tellers  of  banks 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  asking  to  "be  exempt  from  jury 
duty;"  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
enable  resident  aliens  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,' passed  April  30,  1  845,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  relat- 
ing to  courts  of  record  and  other  courts  in  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,'  passed  April  29,  1872,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Senate  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Ithaca 
to  borrow  and  disburse  money  to  pay  for  fire  apparatus,  and  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  to  pay  for  the  same,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  aot  to 
revise  the  charter  of  thw  city  of  Buffalo,'  passed  April  28, 1870,"  reported 
adversely  thereto,  which  report  was  agreed  to. 

The  Senate  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  certain 
bonds  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,"  being  announced  for  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  moved  to  recommit  said  bill  to  the  committee  on 
affairs  of  cities,  with  instructions  to  amend  the  same  by  adding  after  the 
word  "  bonds,"  in  line  15,  section  1,  the  words,  "  Provided  that  none  of 
said  bonds  Hhall  be  issued  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  three  members 
of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment."

island  should  be  designated  as  Swinburne  Island  Hospital ;  and, 
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Whereoiy  The  said  health  officer  and  commissioners,  in  farther  disre 
gud  and  defiance  of  said  legislative  provision  and  declaration,  have,  in 
^eir  annual  report  for  the  year  187S,  just  submitted  to  the  Legislature, 
agab  ignored  said  statutory  uaroe  of  said  hospital,  and  have  therein 
designated  the  same  hy  a  name  of  their  own  selection,  not  sanctioned 
by  law ;  therefore,

Itesohed^  That  Thomns  Raines,  the  Treasurer,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
called  upon  and  required  forthwith  to  restore  and  make  good  the 
amount  thus  fraudulently  abstracted  or  stolen  through  his  neglect  of 
duty. 

Resolved^  That  in  case  the  said  Thomas  Raines  refuse  or  neglect  to 
comply  with  the  preceding  resolution  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  from 
the  passage  hereof,  the  Attorney-General  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  fori  h with  institute  proper  proceedings  against  him  and  the  sureties 
upon  his  official  bond  to  recover  the  amount  so  abstracted. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  that  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means.

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Vedder,  as  amended,  and  it  was  determined  in  the 
affirmative. 

Said  hill  was  so  recommitted. 

Mr.  Daly  moved  to  lay  the  pending  order  of  business  upon  the  table 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  order  of  business,  "  third  reading  of 
bills." 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined,  in  the  negative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  not  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows :

Hill,  for  a  reduction  in  the  rates  of  insurance;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  insurance. 

Mr.  Wight  presented  a  petition  of  Hon.  Chas.  O'Conor  and.5,103  others, 
asking  legislation  for  the  New  York  Elevated  Railroad  Company;  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  resolution  of  Mr,  Vedder,  relative  to  Swinburne  Island  Hospital, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 

the  Senate  bill  entitled  'L4n  act  to  amend  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of 

1870,  in  reference  to  the  records  of  surrogates'  courts,"  reported  in  favor 

'  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 

committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Alberger,  from  the  committee  on  canals,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  regulate  the  appointment  of  superintendents 
of  canals,  and  to  define  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  canal  commission- 
ers," reported  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  House,  with  amend- 
ments, and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

The  Senate  returned  Senate  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  certain  bonds  of  tlie  city  and  county  of  New  York,"  with 
a  message  that  they  do  consent  to  a  committee  of  conference,  and  have 
appointed  as  such  committee,  Messrs.  Booth,  Wo)din  and  Coo. 

Mr.  K  Miller  presented  a  petition  of  residents  of  Chemung  county,  ask- 
ing for  exemption  of  mortgages  from  taxation ;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  wajs  and  means. 

Mr.  Blessing  presented  a  petition  of  tax  payers  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  asking  tor  passage  of  the  bill  exempting  mortgages  from  taxation ; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Batcheller  presented  a  petition  of  residents  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
in  favor  of  exempting  bonds  and  mortgages  from  taxation ;  which  was 
read  and  referrea  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means.

nnderstandipg  that  his  otiicial  action  or  omission  to  act  is  tft  ho  in  any 
degree  influenced  thereby,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony.  This 
section  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  existing  statutes  in  relation 
to  the  offense  of  bribery. 

**•  §  2.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  or  promise  a  bribe  to  an  officer,  if  it 
shall  be  received,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony  and  liable  to  pun- 
ishment, except  as  herein  provided.  No  person  offering  a  bribe  shall, 
upon  any  prosecution  of  the  officer  for  receiving  such  bribe,  be  privi- 
leged from  testifying  in  relation  thereto,  and  he  shall  not  be  liable  to 
civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefor,  if  he  shall  testify  to  the  giving 
or  offering  of  such  bribe.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  or  promise  a 
bribe,  if  it  be  rejected  by  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  tendered,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  bribe,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  felony. 

'^  §  S.  Any  person  charged  with  receiving  a  bribe,  or  with  offering  or 
promising  a  bribe,  shall  be  permitted  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf  in 
any  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefor. 

''  §  4.  Any  district  attorney  who  shall  fail  faithfully  to  prosecute  a 
person  charged  with  the  violation  in  his  county  of  any  provision  of 
this  article  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  shall  be  renxoved  from 
office  by  the  Governor,  after  due  notice  and  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  his  defense.  The  expenses  which  shall  be  incurred  by  any 
county,  in  investigating  and  prosecuting  any  charge  of  bribery,  or 
attempting  to  bribe  any  person  holding  office  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  within  such  county,  or  of  receiving  bribes  by  any  such  person 
in  said  coanty,  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  State,  and  their  payment 
by  the  State  shall  be  provided  for  by  law.

Mr.  Deane  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  changing  the  name  of 
the  *  Beach  Pneumatic  Transit  Company,'  to  the  '  Broadway  Under-

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  James. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Prince,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  further  read- 
ing of  the  journal  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  same  was 
approved. 

A  naessage  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly  to  the  bills  entitled  as  follows  : 

^^An  act  relating  to  the  publication  of  notices  of  election,^'  which  was 
r«;ad  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^An  act  to  authorize  corporations 
to  change  their  names,'  passed  April  21,  1870,"  which  wan  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary . 

''An  act  to  empower  the  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  Buffalo  to 
employ  a  stenographer,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the 
general  acts  relating  to  public  instruction,'  passed  May  2, 1864,  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  school  commissioner  districts  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Steuben,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
education. 

'^An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  continue  in  force  and 
amend  chapter  138  of  the  Laws  of  1852,  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate 
the  firemen  of  the  city  of  Utica  as  a  benevolent  association,'  passed  April 
10,  1873,'"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs 
of  cities. 

*'An  act  to  authorize  the  district  attorney  of  Livingston  county  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  surrogate  of  said  county  during  the  inability  of 
the  bounty  judgo  and  surrogate  thereof,  on  account  of  sickness,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

This  being  the  day  assigned  by  the  rules  for  the  consideration  of.  gen- 
eral orders,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  upon 
the  bills  entitled  as  follows :

"An  act  to  authorize  the  admission  of  attorneys  and  counselors  at  law 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  practice  in  the  supreme 
court  of  the  State  of  New  York." 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  informing  of  con- 
currence in  the  passage  of  the  bill  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  village  of  Lansingburg." 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Governor. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  concur^ 
rence  in  the  passage  of  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  establishing  a  ferry  from  the  farm  of  Clark  P.  Ives  of  the 
county  of  Essex  across  Lake  Champlain,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 

"An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  to  repeal  chapter  442  of 
Laws  of  1860,  and  chapter  273  of  Laws  of  1862,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  health. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  P.  Woods  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An 
act  to  equalize  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  assessments  for 
taxation  upon  the  capital  stock  of  corporations  therein  taxable,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Batcheller  moved  to  lay  the  order  of  business  "  general  orders  " 
upon  the  table,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  regular  order. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Cauldweli  presented  a  petition  of  the  trustees  and  faculty  of  the 
New  York  Free  Medical  College  of  the  city  of  New  York ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wight,  at  1  o'oIook  and  20  minutes,  tha  House 
adjourned. 
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The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bennett  tbe  reading  of  the  journal  of  Friday,  Feb. 
6,  was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Alvord  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  improvement  of 
the  navigation  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  there- 
for," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and 
means. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  passenger  fare  on  the 
Syracuse  Northern  railroad,''  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  railroads. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  re-orffanize  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment of  the  State,  and  define  the  duties  of  its  officials;  also  to  provide 
for  the  examination  and  publication  of  the  periodical  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

Mr.  Melvin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  proceed- 
ings in  surrogates'  courts,  and  to  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  surro- 
gates," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Mr.  Healey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  gas-light 
companies,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  trades 
and  manufactures. 

Mr.  Houghton  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  com- 
pensation to  be  received  by  the  members  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  in  the  counties  of  Steuben  and  Onondaga,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  militia. 

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
opening  and  improvement  of  a  portion  of  6rand  street,  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  and  the  extension  of  the  same,  and  improvement  of  such 
extension  in  Queens  county,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  therefor," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Hammond  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
collection  of  taxes  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  amending 
chapter  121  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  and  amending  chapter  312  of  the  Laws 
of  1859  in  relation  to  the  equalization  of  taxes  among  the  several  coun- 
ties in  this  State,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 
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Also,  the  bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  moneys  held 
in  trast  to  non-residents,  guardians  and  others,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Colahan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  section  8  of 
chapter  549  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  passed  May  21,  1878,  entitled  'An  act 
regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,'  passed  April  II,  1870,  and 
the  act  entitled  *An  act  to  suppress  intemperance  and  to  regulate  the 
.Bale  of  intoxicating  liquors,'  passed  April  16,  1867,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Murray  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  regulation 
of  pawnbrokers,  dealers  in  old  gold  and  silver  or  other  jewelry,  and 
keepers  of  intelligence  offices  within  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Hayes  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Ministerium  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  adjacent 
States  and  counties,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  charitable  and  religious  societies. 

Mr.  Snyder  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  and  empow- 
ering the  board  of  directors  of  the  village  of  Saugerties,  m  the  county 
of  Ulster,  to  assess,  levy  and  Collect  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  and  discharging  the  indebt- 
edness of  said  village,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Schifferdecker  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  sale  of  prize  packages,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Goss  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 
the  village  of  Fairport,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  supplementary  to  and 
amendatory  of  an  act  in  relation  to  a  public  park  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
passed  February  16,  1872,  and  the  act  in  relation  to  the  Washington 
t*ark  of  the  city  of  Albany,  passed  March  11,  1873,"  reported  in  favor 
of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  several  acts  in  relation  to 
the  Industrial  Exhibition  Company,  and  to  authorize  the  issuing  of  bonds 
for  the  purposes  of  its  organization,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  secure  effective  vaccination  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  the  collection  of  pure  vaccine  lymph  or  virus," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 
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Mr.  Manley,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religions  societies, 
to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  Saint  Joseph,  in  the  city  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,"  reported 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said 
bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Manley,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  socie- 
ties, to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Western  New  York  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Manley,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  socie- 
ties, to  which  was  referred  the  Senate  bill  entitled  "An  act  supplement- 
ary to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious 
societies,'  passed  April  5, 1813,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which 
report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Messrs.  Philpot,  Alvord,  Houghton  and  Fish  presented  petitions  of 
citizens  for  pro  rata  freight  and  passenger  bill ;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  presented  two  petitions  of  citizens  of  the  city  of 
New  York  against  the  inhuman  traffic  in  Italian  children  ;  which  were 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Alvord  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  Fosolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  representatives  of  the  Oneida  Nation  of  Indians  claim 
that  there  is  due  to  said  nation  divers  sums  of  money  for  lands  under 
the  several  treaties  with  said  nation ;  now,  therefore, 

Hesolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  hereby  is  requested  to  appoint  some  suitable  and  proper  person 
to  act  in  connection  with  a  person  to  be  named  by  said  Indians,  to  exam- 
ine and  report  to  his  Excellency  whether  any  and  if  so  what  sums  equi- 
tably and  justly  due  yet  remain  unpaid  to  said  Indians  from  the  people 
of  this  State. 

Said  resolution  being  concurrent, 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  order  of  business  "  third  reading  of  bills  "  being  announced, 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  that  said  order  of  business  lay  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Burritt  moved  that  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  further  prescribe 
the  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  treasurer  of  Monroe  county,"  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  retaining  its  place  on  gen- 
eral orders. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church." 

"An  act  to  regulate  the  payment  of  the  State  tax  into  the  State 
treasury." 

"An  act  in  relation  to  county  treasurers." 
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And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Hazelton,  from  said  committee,  reported  that  they  had  gone  through 
with  the  first  mentioned  bill,  and  amended  the  title  by  adding  thereto 
the  words  '*  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,''  and  recommend  its  pas- 
sage ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  ordered  engrossed  and 
to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Hazleton,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  j^ro^ess  on  said 
second  and  third  mentioned  bills,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit 
again. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  prevent  the  failure  of  circuit  courts,  courts  of  oyer  and  ter- 
miner, and  special  terms  of  the  supreme  court." 

Senate,  ^'An  act  to  empower  the  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  Buf- 
falo to  employ  a  stenographer." 

^^An  act  to  amend  section  63,  article  3,  title  2,  chapter  6,  part  2  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  the  disability  of  a  surrogate  from  acting  in 
certain  cases." 

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Bulkley,  from  said  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
said  first  and  third  mentioned  bills ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bills  ordered  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Bulkley,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  said  second  mentioned  bill;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Alvord  then  moved  that  said  third  mentioned  bill  be  recommit- 
ted to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  retaining  its  place  on  third  read- 
ing of  bills. 

Mr.  Speaker  pat  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion^nd  it  was  determined  in  the  afSrmative. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows : 

'^An  act  authorizing  county  courts  and  courts  of  sessions  to  summon 
additional  petit  jurors  same  as  circait  courts  and  courts  of  oyer  and  ter- 
miner." 

Senate,  "An  act  relating  to  the  publication  of  notices  of  election." 

"An  act  providing  for  the  payment  to  the  Fifth  regiment  of  the 
National  Ouard  of  the  State  oi  New  York  of  the  moneys  due  it  from 
the  State." 

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Griffin,  from  said  committee,  reported  m  favor  of  the  passage  of  said 
first  and  third  mentioned  bills,  the  third  with  an  amendment;  which  report 
was  agreed  to,  and  said  bills  ordered  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Oriffin,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  said  second  mentioned  bill ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows : 

Senate,  "An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  of  religions  societies,'  passed  April  5,  1813,  and 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof." 

"An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  of 
the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  the  moneys  due  them 
from  the  State." 
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"An  act  to  provide  for  payment  to  the  Ninth  Regiment,  National 
Gnard  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  moneys  due  them  from  the  State." 

And  afler  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Colahan,  from  said  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
said  first  mentioned  hill ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Colahan,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  said 
second  mentioned  bill,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 
The  question  being  on  granting  leave. 

On  niotion  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same  ordered 
engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Colahan,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  said  third 
mentioned  bill,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 
The  question  being  on  granting  leave. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same  ordered 
engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Denniston  until  Thursday. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing : 

In  Assemblt,  February  5, 1874. 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  the 
Governor  returned  the  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Albany  to  borrow  money  for  certain  purposes,  to 
issue  obligations  therefor  and  provide  for  the  payment  thereof." 

The  vote  upon  the  final  passage  of  the  said  bill  having  been  reconsid- 
ered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Wood  in  the  same  was  recommitted  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary,  who  reported  back  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments,  reference  being  had  to  engrossed  bill : 

Section  1,  line  7,  strike  out  'Hhree  hundred  and  forty  thousand"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  "  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand." 

Same  section,  lines  23  and  24,  strike  out  the  words  *'  except  with  the 
assent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  common  council." 

Section  2,  line  36,  after  words  "  six  cents,"  insert  the  following  :  "  For 
the  construction  of  sewer  in  Myrtle  avenue  and  through  Washington 
park  grounds,  side  drain  and  man-holes  connected  therewith,  thirty-four 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents." 

Insert  as  sections  3  and  4,  the  following : 

"  §  3.  As  soon  as  the  sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-four  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents  shall  have  been  raised  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  the  chamberlain  of  said  city  of  Albany  shall  on 
demand  pay  the  same  to  the  legal  representatives  of  Martin  White, 
deceased,  in  full  of  the  amount  certified  and  declared  to  be  due  said 
estate  on  the  contract  for  constructing  a  sewer  in  Myrtle  avenue  and 
Washington  park,  side  drain  and  man-holes  connected  therewith  (except 
extra),  as  specified  in  the  certificate  of  E.  H.  Bingham,  city  engineer  and 
surveyor,  dated  January  28,  1874,  provided,  that  the  said  chamberlain 
may,  at  his  option,  pay  the  last  above-named  sum  in  the  bonds  herein 
authorized  to  be  issued  at  their  par  value." 

*'  §  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  way  affect  or  impair 
any  apportionment  or  assessment  which  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  made  for  the  cost  and  expenses  of  and  attending  the  construction  of 
said  sewer,  but  the  proceeds  of  such  apportionment  or  apportionments. 
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asBessment  or  asseBsments  shall  be  set  apart  and  applied  bv  the  cham- 
berlain of  said  city  to  the  payment  and  redemption  of  the  bonds 
hereinbefore  aathorized  to  be  issued." 

Make  section  3  section  5. 

Make  section  4  section  6. 

And  as  amended  passed,  and  ordered  sent  to  the  Assembly  for  con- 
onrrence.

Mr.  Comstock  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  regulate  the  size  of  apple,  pear  and  potato  barrels,* 
passed  May  12,  1862,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  ana  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  trade  and  manufactures, 

Mr.  Cauldwell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'Anact  to  grade  and  improve 
a  public  highway  in  the  town  of  Westchester,  in  the  county  of  West- 
chester, commonly  called  Corsa^s  lane,  and  also  a  portion  of  Eleventh 
avenue  in  the  village  of  Wakefield,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Wight  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  authorize  the  sale  of  real  estate  in  which  a  widow  is  or  shall 
be  entitled  to  dower  in  satisfaction  and  discharge  thereof,'  passed  May 
6, 1870,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unammous  oonaent  waa 
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also  read   the  second   time,  and  referred  to  the   committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ^*An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^An  act  to 
amend  the  Revised  Statutes  in  relation  to  laying  out  public  roads,  and 
of  the  alteration  thereof,  in  the  town  of  Oreenburgh,'  passed  April  15, 
1854,''  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  nnanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and 
bridges. 

Mr.  Taylor  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
*An  act  to  authorize  a  tax  of  one-half  of  a  mill  per  dollar  of  valaation 
of  the  year  1873,  for  the  construction  of  new  work  upon,  and  extraordi- 
nary repairs  of  the  canals  of  this  State,'  passed  June  14,  1873,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  .the  relief  of  Orrin  Harris,  by  con- 
ferring jurisdiction  on  the  canal  appraisers,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  chapter  737  of 
the  Laws  of  1871,  passed  April  26,  1871,  in  relation  to  an  auditor  of  the 
county  of  Kings,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
Bent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
internal  affairs. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
alter,  open  and  improye  the  canal  in  and  along  the  west  branch  of  New-

'An  act  to  simplify  and  abridge  the  practice,  pleadings  and  proceedings 
of  the  courts  of  this  State,'  passed  April  12,  1848,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  iudiciary. 

Mr.  G.  S.  Spencer  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  exempt  from 
jury  duty  all  tellers  employed  in  the  national  and  sayings  banks  in  the 
State  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  judiciary.  * 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  proceedings  in  surrogates'  courts, 
and  to  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  surrogates,"  reported  in  fayor  of 
the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bUl  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  moneys  held  in  trust 
to  non-resident  guardians  and  others,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  seyeral  cities  and  towns  of  the 
State,  which  haye  not  already  done  so,  to  refund  the  money  expended  in 
furnishing  substitutes,  or  in  commutation  by  the  men  who  were  drafted 
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the  several  drafts  under  the  conscription  act  of  the  United  States, 
entitled  'An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  National  forces,  and 
for  other  purposes,'  approved  March  3,  1863  ;  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  while  the  option  of  commutation  by  the  payment  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  remained,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  men  who  entered  the 
service  under  said  drafts,"  reported  the  same  for  the  consideration  of 
the  House,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  recom- 
.mitted  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  relating 
to  courts  of  record  and  other  courts  in  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,'  passed  April  29,  1872,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  satne,  with  amendments,  and  amended  the  title  so  as  to  read  ''An 
act  relating  to  the  court  of  general  sessions  in  and  for  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ''An  actto  authorize  the  paving  of  Bond  street, 
between  West  street  and  Thirteenth  avenue,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
with  Belgian  or  Trap  block  pavement,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to^  and  said  bill  committed  to  t£e 
committee  of  the  whole. 

.  Mr.  Hiller,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  which -was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  commi:isioners  of  high- 
ways of  the  towns  of  Guilderland  and  New  Scotland,  in  the  county  of 
Albany,  to  lay  out  and  open  a  certain  highway  extending  in  said  towns, 
of  the  width  of  two  rods,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same, 
with  amendments,  and  the  title  amended  so  as  to  read  "An  act  to  author- 
ize the  commissioners  of  highways  in  the  towns  of  Guilderland  and  New 
Scotland,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  to  lay  out  and  open  a  certain  high- 
way extending  in  said  towns,  of  the  width  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  three  rods,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed 
to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Burritt,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  referred  the 
bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
New  York  Mortgage  and  Trust  Company,' "  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Bostwick,  from  the  committee  on  public  education,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Senate  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  general  acts  relating  to  public  instruc- 
tion,' passed  May  2,  1864,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  school  commissioner 
districts  in  and  for  the  county  of  Steuben,"  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Worth,  frpm  the  committee  on  expenditures  of  the  House, 
reported  as  follows : 

WTiereaSy  At  a  former  meeting  this  committee  recommended  the  erec- 
tion of  a  railing  in  the  rear  of  the  seats  of  the  Assembly  chamber,  with

WhereaSy  The  committee  on  expenditures  of  the  House  did,  on  Wed- 
nesday, January  8,  1874,  report  resolutions  relative  to  the  appointment 
of  Robert  S.  Kelsey,  as  superintendent  of  the  expressing  and  mailing 
department  of  the  Assembly,  C.  S.  Baxter  as  superintendent  of  the 
wrapping  department,  and  Charles  L.  Keyes,  as  Clerk^s  messenger ;  and, 

Whereas^  Said  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Assembly^  but  did  not 
fully  comply  with  the  law  relative  to  such  appointments ;  therefore,  the 
committee  on  expenditures  of  the  House  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  report  in  lieu  thereof,  viz. : 

WhereaSy  This  AsBembly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  instant, 
passed  a  resolution  imposing  extra  duties  upon  the  officers  of  the  Assem-

WTierea^y  The  convenience  of  members  requires  that  the  wrapping 
department  should  be  promptly  attended  to,  and  to  prevent  the  waste 
usually  attendant  thereon,  we  consider  it  necessary  that  the  sergeant-at- 
arms  should  have  additional  assistance  in  that  department ;  and. 

Whereas^  This  Assembly  on  the  15th  day  ot  January  ordered  the 
Clerk's  desk  to  be  changed  ;  and, 

WhereaSy  Such  change  makes  it  necessary  to  have  a  messenger  in  front 
of  the  desk. 

Resolved^  That  Robert  S.  Kelsey  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  as  su|)er- 
intendent  of  the  mailing  and  expressing  department  of  the  Assembly 
post-office  from  Tuesday,  January  19,  1874,  at  the  compensation  of  five 
dollars  per  day,  until  the  close  of  the  session. 

Resolved^  That  Clinton  S.  Baxter  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  super- 
intendent of  the  wrapping  department  of  the  Assembly  from  Tuesday, 
January  19,  1874,  at  the  same  compensation  as  general  messenger,  until 
the  close  of  the  Session. 

Hesolved,  That  Charles  L.  Eeyes  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Clerk's 
messenger  from  Tuesday,  January  19,  1874,  with  the  same  pay  as  other 
Clerk's  messengers,  for  the  session  of  1874. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  the  adoption  of  said  preambles  and  resolutions,  and  it  was  .

Mr.  Alvord  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  offered  by 
him,  in  the  words  following: 

WhereaSy  The  representatives  of  the  Oneida  Nation  of  Indians  claim 
that  there  is  due  to  said  nation  divers  sums  of  money  for  lands  under 
the  several  treaties  with  said  nation ;  now»  therefore. 

Resolved  ^if  the  Senate  concur),  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  hereby  is  requested  to  appoint  some  suitable  and  proper  person

Resolved^  That  the  committee  6n.aff  tirs  of  cities  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  said  investigation,  and  that  the  committee 
on  public  health  of  this  House  be  directed  to  make  such  investigation, 
and  that  they  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers. 
Said  resolutions  giving  rise  to  debate, 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Alberger  moved  to  take  from  the  table  the  motion  to  reconaider 
the  vote  by  which  the  resolution  in  words  following  was  lost :

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Resolved  (if  the  Senate  oononr),  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  five  citizens,  to  be  commissioners,  who  shall  repre- 
sent the  State  of  New  York  in  all  matters  connected  with  or  pertaining 
to  the  Centennial  Exhibition;  the  said  commissioners  to  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services.  In  addition  to  the  commissioners  herein 
provided,  the  commissioners  and  alternates  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  for  the  State  at  large  shall  be  included  as  members 
of  the  commission  berewith  created.    .

J.  Upson,  of  the  city  of  Albany,  as  their  choice,

Mr.  Batcheller,  from  the  committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
Assembly  to  wait  upon  the  honorable  the  Senate  and  inform  that  body 
that  the  Assembly  bad  made  their  nomination  for  Regent  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  were  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  and  compare  nominations, 
reported  that  they  had  discharged  that  duty.

Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  communication  from  Hon.  Thurlow  Weed, 
in  the  words  following : 

New  York,  February  6,  1874. 

The  Hon.  Jambs  W.  Husted,  Speaker  of  the  AaaernJily: 

Sir :  The  resolutions  offered  by  .the  honorable  Mr.  Batcheller  and 
adopted  by  the  Assembly,  tendering  to  me  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of 
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the  House  ^-*  an  engroased  copy  of  which  resolations  yoa,  in  company 
with  the  Clerk,  had  the  kindness  personally  to  present — impress  me 
with  a  deep  but  pleasant  sense  of  the  honor  they  confer.  I  am  Btill 
more  profoundly  impressed  with  a  sense  of  Divine  favor  in  being  among 
the  very  few  members  elected  to  the  Legislature  in  1824,  spared  to 
become  the  recipient  of  such  flattering  recognition  by  the  Legislature 
of  1874.  Of  the  members  of  that  Assembly,  6o  far  as  I  am  informed, 
there  are,  besides  myself,  but  three  survivors,  the  Hon.  James  De  Mott, 
a  highly  respected  citizen  of  Seneca  county,  although  upon  the  ahady 
side  of  80,  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  mental  and  physical  health.  The  Hon. 
James  R.  Lawrence,  an  eminent  member  of  the  Onondaga  bar,  who  is 
also  past  his  80th  year,  though  as  blind  as  Belisarius,  enjoys  good  health,' 
and  IS  passing  the  evening  of  life  cheerfully ;  Mr.  Lawrence  was  again 
elected  to  the  Assembly  in  1837.  The  Legislative  experience  of  the 
other  survivor,  Mr.  Qaackenboss,  was  exceptional,  he  having,  at  differ- 
ent periods,  represented  four  different  constituencies.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Assembly  from  Delaware  county  in  1824,  from  Greene  county  in 
1829;  and  from  New  York  in  1885,  and  to  the  Senate  from  the  Third  dis- 
trict in  1839.    He  is  now  residing  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J. 

The  election  of  1824  brought  several  young  men  of  much  ability  and 
promise  into  public  life.  In  their  subsequent  history  their  aspit-ations 
were  largely  realized.  Samuel  Stevens,  of  Washington  county,  removed 
to  Albany  and  devoted  himself  to  his  profession  with  distinguished  suc- 
cess. Robert  Monell,  of  Chenango,  became  successively  a  member  of 
Congress  and  circuit  judge.  Ambrose  L.  Jordan,  of  Columbia,  was. 
elected  to  the  Senate  from  the  Third  district  in  1826,  and  chosen  Attor- 
ney-General in  1846,  after  which  he  removed  to  the  city  of  New  York. 
He  attained  the  first  rank  at  the  bar  of  the  metropolis. 

Of  the  high  Executive  and  Judicial  officers  of  1824,  the  Hon.  Enos  T. 
Throop,  now  in  his  91st  year,  is  the  only  survivor. 

In  one  respect  I  have  been  privileged  probably  beyond  any  other  citi- 
zen of  the  State.  While  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  1830,  the  Albany 
Evening  Journal  was  established,  and  from  that  time  until  \862, 1  was 
personally  acquainted  with  each  and  every  member.  Your  resolution, 
therefore,  opens  a  long  vista  for  reflection.  In  the  seats  you  now  occupy, 
so  familiar  to  my  memory,  I  see  and  hear  in  my  imagination  forms 
and  voices  then  elastic  and  eloquent,  but  now  formless  and  silent. 

Prominent  among  the  legislative  statesmen  to  whom  I  have  listened 
in  former  days,  were  Elisha  Williams,  James  Tallmadge,  Jas.  McEown, 
David  B.  Ogden,  Peter  B.  Livingston,  Ogden  Hoffman,  Thos.  J.  Oakley, 
John  C.  Spencer,  Elisha  W.  fcng,  Michael  Ulshoeffer,  James  Mullet, 
Henry  G.  Wheaton,  Azariah  C.  Flagg,  Francis  Granger,  George  R.  Davis, 
Millard  Fillmore,  George.W.  Patterson,  George  P.  Barker,  Peter  Ganse- 
voort,  Silas  M.  Stillwell,  Philo  C.  Fuller,  Samuel  B.  Ruggles,  Francis  B. 
Cutting,  Dudley  Selden,  Chas.  Livingston,  Chas.  P.  Clinch,  Michael 
Hoffman,  John  A.  King^  Luther  Bradish,  Greene  C.  Bronson,  John  A. 
Diz,  Preston  King,  Abijah  Mann,  Willis  Hall,  Sanford  £.  Church,  Ben- 
jamin D.  Silliman,  Richard  P.  Marvin,  and  Samuel  L.  Gouvemeur,  etc., 
of  the  Assembly,  and  Abraham  Van  Vechten,  Cadwallader  D.  Colden, 
Silas  Wright,  tfohn  Suydam,  William  H.  Maynard,  William  H.  Se.ward, 
Albert  H.  Tracv,  Gulian  C.  Verplanck,  Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  Erastus 
Root,  A.  B.  Dickinson,  Samuel  Young,  James  M.  Cook. 

The  remainci  of  one  of  my  colleagues  in  the  Assembly  of  1880,  the 
Hon.  Aaron  Vanderpoel,  then  of  stalwart  frame  and  stentorian  voice. 
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DOW  repose  tincler  the  sod  scarcely  twenty  feet  from  the  window  of  my 
library,  where  I  am  now  writing. 

Bat  this  letter  is  nnconsciously  reaching  beyond  its  appropriate  limits. 
Its  purpose  was  to  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Hoase  over  which  yon 

{reside,  my  thanks  for  the  honor  they  have  done  me,  and  to  express  the 
o[)e  that  after  discharging  the  responsible  daties  of  the  session,  duties 
which,  in  the  present  financial  condiiion  of  the  Stat^,  deeply  concern  its 
welfare,  in  a  manner  alike  nsefuUy  and  creditably  to  your  constituents 
tod  yoarselves,  you  may  return  in  health  and  safety  to  your  homes  and 
your  fiiendB.

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  4,000  copies  of  the  Comptroller's 
report  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature,  to  be  distributed  at  the 
Comptroller's  office. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  informing  of  con- 
currence in  the  passage  of  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

'^An  act  to  authorize  the  town  auditors  of  the  town  of  Waterford  to 
issue  bonds  for  the  completion  of,  and  furnishing  the  town  hall  at  Water- 
ford,  and  for  the  purchase  of  a  bell  and  town  clock." 

^^An  act  to  amend  section  10  of  chapter  264  of  the  Laws  of  1847,  enti- 
tled ^An  act  concerning  the  laws,  journals  and  documents  of  the  Legis- 
lature.' " 

Orderedy  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bills  to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Speaker  referred*  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mis- 
sionary Societv  of  Saint  Joseph,  in  the  city  of  Troy,  N.  x.,"  to  the  com- 
mittee on  local  and  npefAal  laws,  retaining  its  place  on  general  orders, 
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Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  memorial  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  in  regard  to  exempting  bonds  and  mortgages 
from  taxation ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  corhmunication  from  the  State  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  in  response  to  i^  resolution  of  the  Assembly  in  relation  to  the 
names,  compensation,  etc.,  of  persons  employed  in  the  engineer  depart- 
ment, which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

Mr.  Yedder  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  evidence 
in  certain  cases,  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Hussey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  chapter  235 
of  the  Laws  of  1867,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to 
consolidate  road  districts  eighteen  and  nineteen,  in  the  town  of  Ledyard, 
in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  and  to  provide  for  the  election  of  pathma8ter 
in  said  district,' "  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Farrar  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  school-house  site  and  erection  of  a  new  school-house 
thereon,  and  for  the  sale  of  thepresent  school-houses  and  sites  in  school 
district  No.  2,  of  the  town  of  Kinderhook,  county  of  Columbia,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  E.  Miller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  consoli- 
date the  several  acts  relating  to  the  city  of  Elmira,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  afikirs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Mackin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  authorize  the  lighting  of  public  streets  and  avenues  in  the 
town  of  Fishkill,  in  the  county  of  Dutchess,'  passed  April  9,  1873," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages.

Association  of  the  city  of  Buffiilo,"  whioh  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  local  and  special  laws. 

Mr.  Alberger  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize  an  assess- 
ment contained  in  assessment  roll  No.  2320,  assessors  series,  ordered  by 
the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  to  pay  the  compensation  for 
lanfl  and  property  taken  or  injured  in  extending  Bond  street  from  its 
present  termination  to  Seneca  street,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  affisiirs  of  cities. 
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Also,  the  bill  entitled  ^^An  aot  to  authorize  the  city  of  Buffalo  to  raise 
money  by  general  tax  for  the  purpose  of  paying  local  assessments  on 
Jefferson  street,  between  Davis  and  Batayia  streets/'  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ^' An  aot  to  reappropriate  moneys  for  construction 
of  new  work  upon,  and  extraordinary  repairs  of  the  Canals  of  this  State, 
and  for  payments  of  awards  made  by  the  canal  appraisers,"  which  was 
read  the  first  tipue,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,^and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals.

Mr.  Coffey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal  ehapter  502  of 
the  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  section  8  of  chapter  588  of 
Laws  of  1867,  entitled  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Van  Brunt  Street  and 
Erie  Basin  Railroad  Company,'  "  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Colahan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
improvement  of  Lynch  street  and  Hay  ward  street,  between  Harrison  and 
Marcy  avenues,  city  of  Brooklyn,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  cities.  ' 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  abolish  imprisonment  in  civil  actions, 
and  regulating  imprisonments  for  contempt,'^  whieh  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Taylor  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Catherine 
Seymour,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by.  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Biglin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  in  relation  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  clerks  and  attendants  of  certain  courts  in  the  city  and  county 
of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Mr.  Murray  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  tugboats 
and  other  steamboats,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  New  York  Warehouse 
and  Bulkhead  Railway  Company  to  erect  warehouses  on  piers  in  the 
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city  of  New  York  and  construct  a  railway  to  and  from  the  same  on  or 
near  the  bulk-head  line,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Deane  introdaced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  Hudson 
Tunnel  Railroad  Company  to  construct  its  railway  under  ground  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  under  the  bed  of  the  Hudson  river,  for  the  trans-

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
furnishing  by  hotel  and  inn-keepers  of  a  means  of  escaping  in  case  of 
fire,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  eommittee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  a  railroad  in  Chambers  and  other  streets  in  the  city  of  New  York," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Brown  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  all  laws  author- 
izing towns,  villages  and  cities  to  issue  bonds  and  subscribe  for  stock 
in  aid  of  railroads,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and*  referred  to  the  committee 
on  railroads. 

Mr.  Alvord  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
enforcement  of  mortgages  on  boats  navigating  the  canals  in  this  State," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Detmiston  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  an  act 
entitled  *An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  establish  a  turnpike 
corporation  for  improving  and  making  a  road  from  the  village  of  New-

Mr.  Gumee  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Lyons,'  passed.  April  17, 1854, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

•  Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  John  Wright,  df  Clyde, 
Wayne  county,  and  to  authorize  the  Canal  Board  of  the  State  of  New 
York  to  hear  and  deter mijie  his  claim  for  injary  to  canal  boat,  caused 
by  obstruction  in  the  Erie  canal,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Cauldwell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the

Mr.  Batcheller,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  William  O'Brine," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  and 
the  title  amended  so  as  to  read  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Thomas 
O'Brine,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  united  medical  societies," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which 
report  was  agreed  to,  and  said-  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  entitled  'An  act  to  prevent  the  trafiic  in  Italian 
and  other  children,' "  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with 
amendments,  and  the  title  amended  so  as  to  read  '^An  act  in  relation  to 
mendicant  and  vagrant  children,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said 
bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 
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Mr.  Prinoe,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  appeals  in  actions  in  which  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  are  parties,'* 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  amending  chapter  121  of  the  Laws  of  1860, 
and  amending  chapter  312  of  the  Laws  of  1859,  in  relation  to  the  equal- 
ization of  taxes  among  the  several  counties  of  this  State,"  reported  the 
same  for  the  consideration  of  the  House,  which  report  was  agreed  to, 
and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  Healey  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  widen  West  street, 

from  the  Battery,  or  Pier  No.  1,  North  river,  to  Hammond  street,  in  the 

dty  of  New  York,''  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 

consent  was  also  read  the  s^eond  time,  and  referred  to  the  comndttte 

on  affidrs  of  cities. 

Mr.  AWord  introduced  a. bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  com-

tion ;  and, 

Whereas^  The  approaching  end  of  the  official  term  of  a  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction  presents  a  desirable  opportunity  for  such 
change  in  the  existing  law  as  will  insure  unity  and  efficiency,  by  placing 
the  whole  educational  establishment  of  the  State  under  one  control ; 
therefore, 

jResolvedy  That  the  committee  on  public  education  be  requested  to 
report  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  bill  placing  all  the  public 
education  in  the  State  in  the  charge  of  the  Regents  of  tha  University, 
either  by  giving  them  the  appointment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  to  said  committee  shall  appear 
most  expedient. 

Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate. 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Weed  moved  that  said  order  of  business  be  laid  on  the  table.

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Prince,  from  said  committee,  reported  in, favor  of  the  passage  of 
said  mentioned  bill,  with  amendments ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bill  ordered  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

And  on  motion  of  Mr.  Batcheller  said  bill  w'as  ordered  printed  as 
amended,  and  to  be  placed  on  the  files  of  members.

Mr.  Speaker,  the  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  consideration 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  proceedings  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  care  of  lunatics,"  have  gone  through  with  the  same,  have  made  no 
amendment  thereto,  and  instructed  the  Chairman  to  report  the  same  to 
the  House,  and  recommend  its  passage.

case  to  determine  the  question  of  lunacy." 

Mr.  Beebe  accepted  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Batcheller. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion  of  Mr.  Beebe,  as  amended,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  said  committee,  reported  said  bill  as  directed  by  the

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dickson,  the  report  was  disagreed  with,  and  said 
bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Chad  wick,  from  the  committee  on  civil  divisions,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  equalize  representation  in  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  Warren  county,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Bostwick  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity ;  which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and  ordered  printed. 

{See  Doc.  JVb.  69.) 

Mr.  Yedder,  from  the  committee  on  local  and  special  laws,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  educa- 
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tion  of  Union  Free  School  District  No.  1,  of  the  town  of  Ovid,  in  the 
coanty  of  Seneca,  State  of  New  York,  to  sell  and  convey  a  portion  of 
the  land  occupied  as  a  site  for  the  school-house  of  said  district,"  reported 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  ot  Mr.  Hazelton,  said  bill  was  ordered  engrossed  and  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Batcheller,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend  chapter  312  of  the  Laws  of 
1850,  entitled  'An  act  to  equalize  the  State  tax  among  the  several  coun- 
ties in  this  State,  and  to  amend  chapter  327  of  the  Laws  of  1873, 
amendatory  thereof,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with 
amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Comstock  presented  a  petition  of  residents  of  the  county  of 
Niagara,  asking  for  the  repeal  of  chapter  307  of  the  Laws  of  1872; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Fish  presented  a  petition  of  several  hundred  citizens  of  the  town 
of  Phillipsburg,  Putnam  county,  against  the  division  of  said  town ; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Coughlin  presented  a  protest  of  citizens  against  the  passage  of  the 
bill  provided  for  the  extension  of  the  elevated  railroad  through  Forty- 
second  street,  N.  Y.  city ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  railroads. 

Mr.  Persons  presented  a  petition  for  the  repeal  of  chapter  80  of  the^ 
Laws  of  1870,  as  relates  to  exemption  from  taxation;  which  was  read*^ 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Fish  presented  two  petitions  of  citizens,  praying  for  the  division 
of  the  town  of  Phillipstown  ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Brewer  presented  petitions  of  citizens  to  pay  the  soldiers  of  1812  ; 
which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Messrs.  Morey  and  Townsend  presented  petitions  of  citizens  of  the 
town  of  Caledonia,  in  favor  of  changing  the  State  road  between  Le  Roy, 
Grenesee  county,  and  Caledonia,  Livingston  county ;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Davis  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Washington  county  for 
enlargement  and  improvement  of  channel  of  Wood  creek ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Kshiiika  presented  a  petition  of  the  mayor  and  others  of  Albany, 
asking  ihe  building  of  an  iron  bridge  over  the  canal  above  the  Rens- 
selaer Manor  grounds ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  canals. 

Also,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Albany,  for  re-organizing  the  board  of 
assessors ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of 
cities. 

Messrs.  Ooss  and  Burritt  presented  remonstrances  against  the  exten- 
sion of  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Rochester  ;  which  were  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Messrs.  Prince,  Houghton  and  Allen  presented  petitions  of  citizens 
asking  for  the  exemption  of  bonds  and  mortgages  from  taxation  ;  which 
were  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  wars  and  means. 

Messrs.  Shattuck,  Burritt,  Sanford,  McQueen  and  Comstock  pre- 
sented petitions  of  citizens  asking  for  a  pro  rata  freight  bill;  which 
were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 
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Messrs.  Wagstaff  and  G.  S.  Spencer  presented  petitions  of  merchants 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  improving  the  canals  of  this  State ;  which 
were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Messrs.  Beecher  and  Wagstaff  presented  petitions  of  citizens  in  favor 
of  aiding  the  Broadway  Underground  railway ;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Kshinka  presented  a  petition  of  the  citizens  of  Albany,  for  amend- 
ing the  police  law ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Farrar  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  village  of  Einder- 
hook,  asking  for  a  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  them  to  raise  money  to 
bnild  a  public  hall ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Wagstaff  presented  a  memorial  of  the  New  York  Catholic  Pro- 
tectory, for  an  appropriation ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee  on  ways  and  meanB. 

Mr.  Comstock  presented  petitions  of  tax  payers,  asking  for  the  passage 
of  a  law  providing  a  penalty  for  violation  of  laws  by  town  or  city  offi- 
cers; which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Braman  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Reaolvedy  That  the  commissioners  appointed  under  and  by^  virtue  of 
chapter  713  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  ''An  act  for  the  improvem'ent  of  the 
navigation  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor,'' 
be  required  within  ten  days  hereafter  to  report  to  this  House  the  amount 
expended,  work  done  under  their  direction,  where  and  by  whom  said 
work  was  done,  and  what  amount  was  paid  to  each  individual  or  com- 
pany in  the  prosecution  of  said  work ;  the  report  to  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  wavs  and  means  of  this  House. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Weed  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Hesolvedj  That  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  be  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  report  to  this  House,  within  five  days,  the  exact  amount  of 
awards  made  by  the  Canal  Appraisers  for  canal  damages  for  the  calen- 
dar years  1870,  1871,  1872  and  >873,  for  the  payment  of  which  appro- 
priations have  been  made  by  the  Legislatures  of  1871,  1872  and  1873, 
and  the  necessary  amount  required  to  be  appropriated  at  this  session  for 
awards  made  in  1873 ;  and  also  to  report  the  exact  amount  awarded 
(included  in  the  awards  made  in  the  above  years)  on  the  rehearing  of 
the  260  claims  known  as  the  ^' Black  River  Canal  and  Improvement 
North  Lake  Beservoir  "  claims,  filed  under  special  act  of  the  Legislature, 
chapter  508,  Laws  of  1860. 

Mr.  Speaker  .put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Phillips  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  recent  defalcation  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer, 
owing  to  absence  from  his  official  business ;  and, 

WhereaSj  The  general  monetary  affairs  of  the  country  demand  a  more 
rigid  accountability  of  public  affairs,  as  well  as  a  more  economical  admin- 
istration of  the  government ;  and, 
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JVhereaSy  The  interesU  of  the  people  demand  the  entire  serrioe  of  the 
officers  elected  by  them,  and  that  no  more  clerks  should  be  employed  in 
the  several  State  offices  than  are  necessary  for  a  prompt,  thorough  and 
honest  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  several  offices;  therefore,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  a  more  economical  administration  is  not 
possible,  be  it 

Hesolvedy  That  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  be  and  they  are 
hereby  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  general  administration  of  the  pub- 
lic offices  of  the  State,  and  report  to  this  House,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
what  portion  of  the  year  each  head  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
State  government  devotes  to  his  official  duties ;  and,  also,  the  number  of 
hours  usually  spent  each  day  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties ;  and,  also, 
if  either  of  the  heads  of  said*  departments  are  engaged  in  any  private 
business  or  undertaking  demanding  a  portion. of  his  time,  and  the  said 
committee  are  hereby  instructed  to  report  the  name  of  each  clerk  or 
employee  in  each  of  the  several  departments  of  the  State  government, 
the  compensation  paid  to  each,  the  time  devoted  by  each  person  to  the 
service  of  the  State,  and  whether  such  clerk  or  endployee  is  devoting  any 
portion  of  his  time  to  any  other  business  or  occupation. 
Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate. 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Eastman  offisred  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following : 

Wherects,  It  is  demanded  by  the  press  and  the  people  of  New  York 
that  a  more  thorough  and  extended  inquiry  into  the  street  cleaning 
department  of  New  York  is  necessary  for  a  satisfactory  investigation  of 
the  same;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  affietirs  of  cities,  having  the  investi- 
gation in  charge,  be  directed  to  inquire  into  the  entire  system  of  street 
cleaning  in  New  York  city,  the  best  methods  of  remedying  the  evils 
that  are  complained  of,  and  to  report  the  same  to  this  House. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Nice  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  labors  in  the  sergeant-at-arms'  room,  as  connected  with 
the  documents,  have  increased  so  that  the  present  force  employed  is 
hardly  able  to  promptly  perform  them,  for  the  twelve  or  fifteen  hours 
daily  required,  and  as  such  labors  are  constantly  and  rapidly  accumu- 
lating, we  consider  it  necessary  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  super- 
intendent in  charge,  and  furnish  him  assistance ;  therefore, 

Hesolved^  That  Benjamin  F.  Betts  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  documents,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  same  com- 
pensation and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  assistant  sergeant-at-arms, 
and  that  such  appointment  continue  dunng  the  session  of  1874. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  expen- 
ditures of  the  House. 

Mr.  Alberger  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  offered  by 
him,  in  the  words  following: 

Wherecu^  His  Excellency,  the  Oovernor,  recommends  in  his  annual 
message  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  commissioners  to  represent  this 
State  and  its  industrial  and  other  interciits,  in  the  Centennial  Exhibition 
soon  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and, 
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,  Whereasy  The  manftgera  of  said  exhibition  advise  that  each  State 
shall  select  a  coi^mission  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  their  respective  Slates,  and  securing  a  suitable  representa- 
tion of  the  same  in  the  exhibition  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Hesolbed  (if  the  Senate  concur),  The  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  five  citizens  to  be  commissioners,  who  shall  repre- 
sent the  State  of  New  York  in  all  matters  connected  with  or  pertaining 
to  the  Centennial  Exhibition.  The  said  commissioners  to  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services  or  expenses.  In  addition  to  the  commis- 
sioners herein  provided,  the  commissioners  and  alternates  appointed  bj 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  State  at  large  shall  be  included 
as  members  of  the  commission  herewith  created. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Orderedy  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  and 
request  their  concurrence  therein. 

Mr.  Batcheller  called  from  the  table  the  concurrent  resolution  relative 
to  taxation,  in  the  words  following : 

W?iereasy  The  Comptroller,  in  his  last  annual  report,  states  that  it  is 
believed  that  not  more  than  one-third  in  value  of  the  property  liable  to 
taxation  is  placed  upon  the  assessment  rolls,  also,  that  two-thirds  escape 
taxation,  and  of  this  two-thirds  the  great  bulk  is  owned  and  controlled 
by  wealthy  men  and  capitalists,  leaving  the  burden  of  taxation  to  be 
borne  by  those  in  moderate  circumstances  and  who  are  least  able  to 
bear  it ;  therefore. 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  the  finance  committee  of  the 
Senate  and  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  of  the  Assembly  be 
instructed  to  meet  jointly,  at  an  early  day,  with  a  view  of  taking  up  the 
whole  subject  of  taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  devising  some  plan  by  which 
the  burden  of  taxation  may  be  equally  distributed  upon  the  property  of 
the  State,  and  if  possible,  that  all  property,  real  and  personal,  may  be 
assessed  at  its  full  value,  and  that  said  committee,  acting  jointly,  be 
instructed  to  report  by  bill  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  with  a 
message  informing  that  the  Assembly  have  passed  the  same. 

Mr.  Fish  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  ofiTered  by 
him,  in  the  words  following : 

Resolved^  That  the  sheriff,  county  clerk  and  resistor  of  the  county  of 
New  York  are  hereby  directed  to  report  to  this  House  within  ten  days 
the  amount  of  fees  collected  in  their  several  offices  during  the  year  1873. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  moved  to  amend  said  resolution  by  adding  after  the 
words  "  New  York,"  the  words  "  and  of  the  county  of  Putnam." 

Mr.  Fish  accepted  said  amendment. 

Mr.  P.  Woods  then  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  words  ^  of 
the  county  of  New  York  and  of  the  county  of  Putnam,"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof,  the  words  *^  of  every  county  oi  this  State." 

Mr.  Lincoln  moved  that  this  whole  subject  lay  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative.

Joint  Rules  of  thb  Senate  and  Assembly. 

Rule  1.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  in  which 
any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded. 

KULE  2.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house  shall  be  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the 
house  in  which  the  same  may  have  passed. 
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Rule  3.  Messages  from  one  house  to  the  other  sjiall  be  communica- 
ted by  their  clerks  respectively,  unless  the  house  transmitting  the 
message  shall  specially  direct  otnerwise. 

Rdle  4.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  either  house  to  amend  any 
amendment  made  by  the  other  to  any  bill  or  resolution. . 

Rule  5.  In  every  casQ  of  difference  between  the  two  houses,  upon 
any  subject  of  legislation,  either  house  may  request  a  conference,  and 
appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  shall  also  appoint 
a  committee  to  confer.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  such  hour  and 
pl^e  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  house  requesting  such  conference.  The  conferees  shall 
state  to  each  other  verbally,  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall  choose,  the 
reasons  of  their  respective  houses,  and  confer  freely  thereon.  The  com- 
mittee shall  report,  in  writing,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  report  such 
modifications  or  amendments  as^  they  think  advisable.  But  no  com- 
mittee on  conference  shall  consider  or  report  on  any  matters  except 
those  directly  at  issue  between  the  two  houses.  The  papers  shall  be 
left  with  the  conferees  of  the  house  assenting  to  such  conference,  and 
they  shall  present  the  report  of  the  committee  to  their  house.  When 
such  hou3e  shall  have  acted  thereon,  they  shall  transmit  the  same,  and 
the  papers  relating  thereto,  *to  the  other,  with  a  message  certifying  its 
action  thereon.  Every  report  of  a  committee  of  conference  shall  be 
read  through,  in  each  house,  before  a  vote  is  taken  on  the  same. 

Rule  6.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  either  house  to  recede  from  any  sub- 
ject-matter of  difference  subsisting  between  the  two  houses  at  any  time 
previous  to  conference,  whether  the  papers  on  which  such  difference 
arose  are  before  the  house  receding,  formally  or  informally;  and  on 
such  vote  to  recede,  the  same  number  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  act  thereon,  and  to  assent  to  such  receding,  as  was  required 
on  the  original  question  out  of  which  the  difference  arose. 

Rule  7.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement, 
the  bill  which  is  the  subject  of  difference  shall  be  deemed  lost,  and 
shall  not  be  again  revived  during  the  same  session  in  either  house. 

Rule  8.  All  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses,  and  all  commit- 
tees of  conference,  shall  consist  of  three  senators  and  five  members  of 
assembly,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution. 

Rule  9.  No  bill  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  shall  have  its 
final  reading  in  the  other  in  less  than  two  days  thereafter,  without  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members^thereof  present;  and  whenever 
ten  or  more  bills  shall  be  in  readiness  for  final  reading  in  either  house, 
such  house  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  final  reading  of  such  bills, 
under  the  order  of  "  third  reading  of  bills,  and  continue  the  same  from 
day  to  day,  until  all  such  bills ''  then  in  readiness  for  final  reading  shall 
have  been  read,  unless  this  order  of  business  shall,  by  the  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  be  suspended  or  laid  on  the  table.  All 
such  bills  shall  have  their  last  reading  in  each  house  in  the  order  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  been  ordered  to  a  final  reading  in  such  house, 
unless  the  bill  to  be  read  be  laid  on  the  table.  In  all  cases  where  a  bill 
shall  be  so  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  it  shall  retain  its  place  in  the 
order  of  tiie  final  reading  of  bills,  but  shall  not  be  called  up  for  con- 
sideration unless  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  10.  The  same  bill  shall  not,  specially  or  by  name,  create,' renew 
or  continue  more  than  onp  incorporation,  nor  contain  any  provisions 
in  relation  to  the  altering  of  more  than  one  incorporation  byname; 
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but  this  rule  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  corpoVations  to  be 
formed  under  general  laws  according  to  the  eighth  article  of  the  con- 
stitution, nor  to  bills  for  consolidating  corporations.  After  any  bill 
has  been  reported  by  a  committee,  no  amendment  shall  be  made  thereto 
which  introduces  an  entirely  new  and  different  subject-matter  from  the 
subject-matter  of  the  bill  reported. 

Rule  11.  Whenever  there  shall  be  an  election  of  officers  by  the  joint 
action  of  the  two  houses,  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the  president 
of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  assembly,  and  shall  be  reported  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  each  house  to  their  respective  houses,  and  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  each,  and  shall  be  communicated  to  the  governor  by 
the  clerks  of  the  two  houses. 

Rule  12.  There  shall  be  printed,  of  course,  and  without  order,  614 
copies  of  all  original  bills  reported  by  committees  of  either  house; 
and  800  copies  of  all  messages  from  the  governor  (except  messages 
certifying  his  approval  of  bills),  all  reports  of  standing  or  select  com- 
mittees, and  all  reports  or  communications  made  in  pursuance  of  law ; 
and  796  copies  of  the  journal  of  each  house,  which  number  shall  be 
denominated  the  usual  number. 

Rule  13.  Neither  house  shall  order  the  printing  or  purchasing  of 
books  for  the  use  of  members  or  for  distribution,  except  by  joint  reso- 
lution,-upon  which  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called,  and  which  must 
receive  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  each  house ;  and  no  printing  shall 
be  done,  by  order  of  either  bouse,  which  is  not  embraced  in  the  con- 
tract for  doing  the  public  printing.  Whenever  either-  house  shall 
order-  more  than  the  usual  number  of  any  message  or  document,  the 
fact  shall  be  communicated  immediately  by  message  to  the  other. 
Whenever  extra  copies  of  any  document  shall  be  ordered  printed,  the 
printer  shall  be^authorized  and  re<<uired  to  deliver  .to  the  trustees  of 
the  State  library  at  least  five  copies  in  addition  to  the  number  so 
ordered,  for  the  use  of  the  said  library ;  and  whenever  more  than  five 
hundred  copies  are  so  ordered,  the  printer  shall  in  like  manner  furnish 
five  additional  copies  for  each  five  nundred  for  the  purpose  of  literary 
exchanges. 

Rule  14.  When  the  same  document  shall  by  separate  orders  be 
directed  to  be  printed  by  both  houses,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  but  one 
order,  unless  otherwise  expressly  directed  by  either  house. 

Rule  15.  In  the  distribution  of  documents,  the  governor  and  State 
officers  shall  each  have  the  same  number  as  each  of  the  members ;  and 
a  specified  number  may  be  added  for  any  committee,  officer,  or  author 
of  a  document. 

Rule  16.  The  sergeant-at-arms  of  each  house  shall  receive  from  the 
printer  all  matter  ordered  by  the  respective  houses,  and  shall  keep  a 
book  and  enter  therein  the  time  of  reception  by  him  of  every  such 
bill  or  document,  and  the  number  of  copies  received,  and  shall  cause 
each  and  any  of  such  bill  or  document  to  be  immediately  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members. 

Rule  17.  There  shall  be  printed  six  hundred  and  fourteen  bills,  and 
distributed  as  follows :

To  the-  assembly 450  copies. 

To  the  State  officers 28  copies. 

To  the  State  library 1  copy.

The  clerk  of  each  house  shall  forthwith,  after  the  journal  thereof 
of  each  day  is  approved,  deliver  a  legible  copy  thereof  to  the  printer 
for  the  two  houses,  who  shall  have  the  same  printed  and  delivered  to 
the  sergeant-at-arms  of  each  house  within  forty-eight  hours  thereafter. 

Rule  18.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members  of  the  senate  and  five  members  of  the  assembly,  to  be  called 
the  joint  committee  on  the  State  library  and  cabinjet  of  natural  his- 

torv. 

Rule  19.  The  supply  bill  and  the  annual  appropriation  bill  shall  be 
reported  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  and  printed  immediately 
thereafter,  and  made  the  special  order  for  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
March,  or  some  day  prior  thereto,  immediately  after  the  reading  of 
the  journal. 

Rule  20.  No  bill  introduced  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in 
either  house  shall  have  its  final  reading  in  either  House  until  all  bills 
previously  introduced  in  either,  and  sent  from  one  hpuse  to  the  other 
nouse  for  concurrence  and  ready  for  third  reading,  snail  be  disposed' 
of,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  except  the  supply  bill  and  the  annual 
appropriation  bill ;  and  the  clerk  of  each  house  shall  note  on  each 
engrossed  bill  the  day  on  which  it  was  introduced,  and  the  day  on 
which  it  was  received  from  the  other  house,  and  shall  announce  such 
facts  when  the  same  is  proposed  to  be  read  a  third  time. 

Rule  21.  When  a  bill  originated  in  the  senate  or  assembly  shall 
have  been  lost  in  either  house,  neither  the  same,  nor  any  other  bill  on 
the  same  subject,  and  containing  similar  provisions,  shaJl  be  subse- 
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quently  introduced  into  the  86n9.te  or  assembly  during  the  same  ses- 
sion, unless  by  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  22.  The  postmaster  of  each  house  shall  weigh  and  stamp  all 
documents  sent  by  mail  or  express,  and  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  the  amount  of  postage  or  express  charge  thereon, 
and  report  to  the  clerk  of  the  respective  houses  the  aggregate  thereof 
weekly  ;  and  the  assistant  postmaster  of  each  house  shall  enter  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  an  accurate  account  of  all  documentjp, 
with  the  postage  or  express  charges  paid  thereon,  transmitted  from  the 
post-office  of  their  respective  houses  by  mail  or  express,  and  report  the 
aggregate  thereof  weekly  to  the  respective  clerks  of  the  senate  and 
assembly ;  and  the  clerks  of  the  senate  and  assembly  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  ftirnish  to  the  postmaster  of  each  house  respectively,  the  stamps 
requisite  for  carrying  into  execution  this  rule,  and  an  account  thereof 
shall  be  kept  by  them  in  books  to  be  by  them  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  the  books  kept  by  the  postmaster  and  assistant  postmaster, 
above  specified,  shall  be,  at  all  times,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  clerks 
and  members  of  each  house  respectively.

The  Senate  returned  the  Senate  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Albany  to  borrow  money  for  certain 
purposes,  to  issue  obligations  therefor  and  provide  for  the  payment 
thereof,''  with  a  message  informing  that  they  agree  to  a  committee  of 
conference  thereon,  and  have  appointed  as  sucn  comnuttee,  on  their 
part,  Messrs.  Woodin,  Wagner  and  Dayton. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  return  said  bill  to  the  Senate. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly  to  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

^*An  act  to  consolidate  the  government  of  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,  and  further  to  regulate  the  same,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities.

Mr.  Worth  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'Ae  act  to  incorporate  the  Teu- 
tonic Savings  Bank  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  banks. 

Mr.  Alvord  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  authorize  the  Canal 
Commissioners  to  construct  a  swing  or  hoist  or  turn-table  bridge  over

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
opening,  paving  and  improvement  of  Maspeth  avenue  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  from  BushwicK  avenue  to  Newtown  creek,  at  the  city  line," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  afiairs  of  cities.

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  electors  of  the  town  of 
Olean,  Cattaraugus  county,  at  their  next  annual  town  meeting,  to  yote 
a  special  tax  for  the  building  of  an  iron  bridge  over  Olean  creek,  at 
Martin's  Mills,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Bostwick  presented  a  communication  from  the  Regents  of  the 
University ;  which  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  printed. 

{See  Doc,  No,  78.) 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  presented  several  petitions  of  merchants  of  the  city 
of  New  York  for  improving  the  Erie  and  other  canals ;  which  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Messrs.  Bordwell  and  Lockwood  presented  petitions  of  citizens  of 
Niagara  and  Greene  counties  in  favor  of  compulsory  education ;  which 
were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  Alvord  presented  a  petition  of  John  D.  Ogden,  executor  of  T.  L. 
Ogden,  deceased,  for  relief;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Beecher  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Chenango  county  for 
a  swing  bridge  over  the  Chenango  canal  at  Norwich ;  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Alvord  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Hesolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  fifteen  copies  of  the  Transac- 
tions of  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Society  for  each  of  the  years 
1872  and  1873,  be  printed  for  each  member,  ofilcer  and  reporter  of  the 
Legislature ;  fifteen  hundred  copies  for  the  use  of  the  society ;  twenty 
copies  for  the  county  agricultural  society  in  each  county  electing  one 
member  of  Assembly,  and  a  proportionate  number  in  counties  electing 
more  than  one  member  of  Assembly ;  fifteen  copies  for  each  town  and 
union  agricultural  society;  four  hundred  and  twenty  copies  for  the 
American  Institute  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  one  hundred  copies 
for  the  Regents  of  the  University ;  and  that  the  said  reports  be  bound 
in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore,  and  distributed  as  above  provided 
without  delay. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
printing. 

Mr.  Alvord  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  offered  by 
him,  in  the  words  following: 

JReaolvedj  That  the  Speaker  and  Clerk  of  this  House  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  cause  an  examination  to  be  made  of  all  bills  now

of  the  same,  in  the  words  following: 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  1,500  copies  of  the  eighty-sev- 
enth annual  report  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  and  500  copies  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  University  Convocation 
be  printed  in  the  usual  form  for  the  use  of  the  Regents. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Batcheller,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  appraisal  and  sale  of

"An  act  to  regulate  the  use  of  slips,  wharves  and  piers  in  the  city  of 
New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  com- 
merce and  ntivigation. 

"An  act  to  enable  John  Shaw  to  take,  hold,  convey  and  transmit,  by 

.descent  or  devise,  real  estate,  and  to  release  to  him  the  interest  of  this 

State  in  certain  lands/'  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 

consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 

on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

"An  act  to  change  the  name  of  Adolph  Rindskopf  to  Adolph  Risdorf," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  Batcheller,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  further  to  amend  chapter  312  of  the 
Laws  of  1859,  entitled  'An  act  to  equalize  the  State  tax  among'  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  State,' "  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.  ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Batcheller  said  bill  was  ordered  printed  as  reported. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  payment  to  the 
Forty-seventh  Regiment,  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of 
moneys  due  them  from  the  State,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bUl 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  May  29,  1873,  entitled 
*An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  repeal  chapter  410,  passed 
April  14,  1860,  and  chapter  303,  passed  April  17,  1861,  and  to  divide 
the  crime  of  murder  into  two  degrees,  and  to  prescribe  the  punishment 
of  arson,  passed  April  12,  1862 ;  and  also  to  define  under  certain  cir-

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  service  of  process  and  attend- 
ance upon  the  courts  held  in  and  for  the  county  of  Schenectadv,*' 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  the  title  amen<}ed 
so  as  to  read,  "An  act  to  repeal  section  20  of  chapter  229  of  the  Laws  of 
1870,  entitled  'An  act  to  organize  and  establish  a  police  for  the  city  of 
Schenectady,' "  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  to  designate  the  holidays  to  be  observed  in  the 
acceptance  and  payment  of  bills  of  exchange,  bank  checks  and  promis- 
sory notes,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amend- 
ments, and  the  title  amended  so  as  to  read  *'An  act  further  to  amend 
chapter  677  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  designate  the  holidays  to 
be  observed  in  the  acceptance  and  payment  of  bills  of  exchange  and 
promissory  notes,'  passed  April  23, 1870,' and  to  authorize  the  closing  of 
certain  pablic  offices,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

day and  Monday  at  11  o'clock,  and  would  adjourn  on  each  alternate 
Friday  and  meet  on  Saturdays  and  Mondays  of  alternate  weeks. 

Mr.  P.  Woods  called  for  a  division  of  the  question. 
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Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  that 
portion  of  said  resolution  to  adjourn  from  to-day,  until  Monday  evening 
at  7^  o'clock,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Waterman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  reading  of 
the  journal  of  Friday  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Senate  returned  the  resolution  in  the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  representatives  of  the  Oneida  Nation  of  Indians  claim 
that  there  is  due  to  said  nation  sums  of  money  for  lands  under  the 
several  treaties  with  said  nation  ;  now,  therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  hereby  is  requested  to  appoint  some  suitable  and  proper  person 
to  act  in  connection  with  a  person  to  be  named  by  said  Indians  to  exam- 
ine and  report  to  His  Excellency  whether  any,  and  if  so,  what  sums  equi- 
tably and  justly  due  yet  remain  unpaid  to  said  Indians  from  the  people 
of  this  State. 

With  a  message  that  they  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  the 
following  amendments :  ' 

'^  Wherecbs^  The  representatives  of  the  Oneida  Nation  of  Indians  otaim 
that  there  is  due  to  said  nation  divers  sums  of  money  for  lands  and  leases 
stipulated  under  the  several  treaties  with  said  nation ;  now,  therefore, 

''^Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  and  he  is  requested  to  appoint  two  suitable  and  proper  persons  to 
examine  and  report  to  His  Excellency  during  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature  the  facts  in  relation  to  such  claims.'' 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  con- 
cur in  said  amendments,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  with  a 
message  informing  that  the  Assembly  have  concurred  in  their  amend- 
ments. 
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Mr.  Snnderlin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  repeal  so  mnch  of 
chapter  817,  Session  Laws  of  1866,  and  of  chapter  796  of  Session  Laws 
of  1868,  and  of  chapter  227  of  Session  Laws  of  1872,  as  may  exempt 
townships  No.  35,  36,  40  and  41  of  Totten  Crossiield's  pnrchase  from 
any  of  the  provisions  with  regard  to  highway  taxes  of  said  townships, 
together  with  the  highway  taxes  of  townships  No.  5  and  39  of  same 
purchase,  to  the  uses  and  reconstruction  of  the  Carthage  road  from 
Long  lake  to  Beach's  lake,  now  called  Lake  Brandreth,  in  Hamilton 
county,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and 
means. 

Mr.  Burritt  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  incorporate  the  United  States  Trust  Company  of  New  . 
York,'  passed  April  12,  1853,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  passed 
March  31,  1863,'^  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consept  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  banks. 

Mr.  Alvord  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  aet  to  authorize  the  mayor 
and  common  council  of  the  city  of  Syracuse  to  appropriate  moneys  for 
the  setting  up  and  furnishing  the  State  armory  In  said  city,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  act  chapter  276  of  the  Laws  of 
1864,  entitled  'An  act  in  relation  to  the  sale,  use  and  disposition  of  butts, 
hogsheads,  barrels,  casks  or  kegs  nsed  by  the  manufacturers  of  malt 
liquors,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  trades  and 
manufactures. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  respecting  certain  process,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Prince  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  school  com- 
missioners' districts  to  form  township  school  districts,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  Cleary  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Hudson 
river,  at  the  city  of  Troy,'  passed  April  23,  1872,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Gregory  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  acts  relating  to  the 
village  of  Watkins,  and  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  corporation  of  said 
village,'  passed  April  3,  1860,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
ananimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  in  the  county  of  Schuyler,  designated  and  elected  to  hold  courts 
of  sessions  in  said  county  at  the  general  election  held  on  the  4th  day  of 
November,  1873,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  thejudiciai*y. 

Mr.  Bennett  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
speedy  construction  of  the  bridge  of  the  New  York  Bridge  Company," 
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which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  the  Code  of 
Procedure,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  in 
reference  to  the  summoning  of  jurors  in  the  county  of  Kings,  and  fixing 
the  compensation  of  the  sheriff  therefor,'  passed  April  1,  1873,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

To  the  Legislature : 

I  avail  myself  of  the  earliest  moment  to  announce  to  you  the  death 
of  the  Hon.  Millard  Fillmore,  at  his  residence  in  Buffalo. 

The  prominent  part  which  he  bore  in  the  affairs  of  the  State  and  the 
Union,  the  ability  and  integrity  with  which  he  executed  the  various 
ofiicial  trusts  confided  to  him  by  his  fellow  citizens,  his  faithful  adminis- 
tration of  the  highest  ofiice  in  the  gift  of  the  American  people,  and  the 
purity  of  character  by  which  he  was  distinguished  throughout  a  long, 
conspicuous  and  useful  career,  constitute  a  claim  to  the  public  respect  to 
which  I  do  not  doubt  you  will  be  glad  to  give  expression.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  us,  as  citizens  of  his  native  State,  to  be  able  to  add,  that  few 
men  have  passed  through  so  many  political  vicissitudes  as  free  from 
offense,  and  few  lives  have  been  characterized,  frohi  the  beginning  to 
their  close,  with  such  consistent  calmness.

Mr.  Yedder  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  chapter  204 
of  the  Laws  of  1821,  entitled  'An  act  respecting  intrusions  on  Indian 
lands,'  passed  March  31,  1821,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  chapter  91  of  the  Laws  of 
1818,  entitled  'An  act  to  prevent  trespasses  on  Indian  lands  within  this 
State,'  passed  April  2,  1813,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  W.  Miller,  from  the  sub-committee  of  the  whole,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Assembly  bill,  G.  O.  277,  printed  No.  262,  entitled  *'An  act 
to  authorize  the  bosird  of  supervisors  of  the  cotmty  of  Suffolk  to  erect 
a  building  for  the  offices  of  the  county  clerk  and  the  surro2:ate  of  the 
said  county,  and  to  raise  or  borrow  money  for  the  same,  and  to  provide 
for  the  payment  thereof,  and  to  remove  the  county  clerk's  office  in  said 
county  to  such  building,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  p.issage  of  the  same. 

Mr.  W.  Miller,  from  the  sub-committee  of  the  whole,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Assembly  bill,  G.  O.  215,  printed  No.  198,  entitled  **An  act 
to  amend  chapter  692  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  in  relation  to  fees  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  and  other  officers,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same  with  amendment. 

Mr.  W.  Miller,  from  the  sub-committee  of  the  whole,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Assembly  bill,  G.  O.  270,  printed  No.  255,  entitled  ''An  act 
to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Phoenix,  in  the  county  of 
Oswego,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

Section  1,  line  36,  after  the  word  "  personally,"  insert  the  words  "and 
by  leaving  the  same  at  his  residence,  if  he  resides  in  said  village."

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  bills  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Stover  presented  several  petitions  for  the  repeal  of  chapter  525  of 
the  Laws  of  1873,  which  attempts  to  charge  the  present  tax  payers  of 
the  county  of  Montgomery  with  taxation  which  the  national  banks  and 
the  stockholders  thereof  in  that  county  voluntarily  paid  years  ago,  now 
seek  to  have  re-imbursed  ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Messrs.  Philpot,  Carpenter  and  T'^.wksbury  presented  petitions  of 
citizens  in  favor  of  taxing  the  New  York  and  Oswego  and  Midland 
Railroad ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Messrs.  Morey  and  S.  G.  Pope  presented  petitions  of  citizens,  for  the 
passage  of  an  act  for  compulsory  education ;  which  were  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  Alberger  presented  two  petitions  of  citizens,  praying  that  bonds 
and  mortgages  be  exempt  from  taxation  ;  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  petition  in  favor  of  the  Tarrytown  water- 
works; which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal 
affairs. 

Mr.  Biirritt  preaented  a  remonstrance  against  change  of  name  of  the 
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Monroe  County  Agricultural  Society ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  town  of  Greece  opposed  to  city 
extension ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of 
cities. 

Mr.  Alberger  presented  a  petition  of  I.  G.  Case  in  reference  to  canals ; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Hammond  presented  three  several  petitions  of  citizens  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Geneva,  praying  for  the  repeal  of  a  portion  of  the  village  char- 
ter relating  to  bridges.  Also,  a  remonstrance  on  the  same  subject ; 
which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

By  unanimous  consent  Mr.  Alberger  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act 
to  release  the  title  and  interest  of  the  people  of  this  State  in  the  real 
estate  in  this  State  of  which  Mary  Ann  Riley,  late  of  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
died  seized  or  had  an  interest  in  at  the  time  of  her  death,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Brewer  offered  for  the  consideration  of 
the  House  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following : 

Itesolvedy  'That  1,000  copies  of  the  State  Assessors  report.  Senate 
document  No.  23,  be  printed  for  general  distribution.

Mr.  Speaker  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Batcheller,  C.  S. 
Spencer,  Fish,  Melvin  and  Hanrahan. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  with  a 
message  informing  that  the  Assembly  have  passed  the  same. 

Mr.  Leake  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Hesolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  there  be  furnished  to  each  mem- 
ber, officer  and  reporter  of  this  Legislature,  one  hundred  copies  of  the 
State  Manual  or  Red  Book  for  1874. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
printing. 

Mr.  Prince  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  The  boundary  line  between  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut,  through  Long  Island  sound,  has  never  been  settled  and 
e8tai)lished ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Connecticut  has  passed  laws  giving  to  the  citi- 
zens of  that  State  certain  exclusive  rights  relative  to  oyster  beds  in 
Long  Island  sound,  claimed  to  be  within  her  jurisdiction,  to  the  great 
injury  of  the  citizens  of  this  State;  and, 

Jrhereas,  The  Attorney-General  has  given  his  opinion,  in  response  to 
a  resolution  of  the  Assembly,  that  such  laws  are  in  violation  of  the  Con* 
stitution  of  the  United  States ;  therefore, 
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Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Attorney -General  be  author 
ized  and  reauested  to  commence  such  proceedines  in  the  United  States 
courts  as  will  result  in  a  determination  and  estahlishment  of  said  bound- 
ary line  between  New  York  and  Connecticut,  in  Long  Island  sound ; 
and  also  to  take  such  legal  measures  as  will  test  the  constitutionality  of 
the  laws  of  Connecticut  giving  exclusive  rights  to  her  citizens  as  to  oys- 
ter beds,  and  best  to  protect  and  advance  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of 
this  State,  in  that  regard. 

Said' resolution  being  concurrent, 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Vedder  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  folloW^ing : 

Hesolved^  That  a  respectful  message  be  sent  to  the  Honorable  the

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  11,  1874. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Charles  Reynolds. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  reading  of 
the  journal  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  relation  to  the  drawing  of  jurors,"  with  a  message  that  they 
non-concur  in  the  passage  of  the  same. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly  to  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  amend  section  1,  chapter  433  of  Laws  of  1872,  entitled 
'An  act  to  amend  chapter  721  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  entitled  'An  act  to 
amend  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  preservation  of 
moose,  wild  deer,  birds  and  fish,'  passed  April  26,  1871 ;  also  to  repeal 
section  30  of  said  act,'  passed  April  29,  1872,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

"An  act  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  Ellenville  Glass  Works,  and  to 
authorize  the  said  glass  works  to  borrow  money  and  to  secure  the  same 
by  a  mortgage  upon  all  their  property,  real  and  personal,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  trades  and  manufactures.

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  certain 
railroads  in  the  city  of  New  York,  by  the  ]tfetropolitan  Transit  Com- 
pany," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  oti  railroads. 

Mr.  Biglin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  railway  in  Thirty-fourth  street,  and  in  certain  other  streets 
and  avenues  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  385  of  the  Laws  of 
1878,  entitled  'An  act  to  re-organize  the  local  government  of  the  city  of 
New  York,'  passed  April  30,  1873,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Comstock  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
reconstruction  of  a  culvert  and  the  repair  of  a  canal  bank  of  the  Erie 
canal  in  the  towns  of  Lockport  and  Pendleton,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Chadwick  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  confirm  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  New  Hartford,  Oneida  county, 
held  March  4, 1874,  relative  to  reimbursing  the  collector  or  his  sureties," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Parry  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  widen- 
ing of  James  street  bridge  over  the  Erie  canal  in  the  city  of  Rome,  and 
for  conforming  the  direction  of  said  bridge  to  the  line  of  said  street," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Hammond  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
Geneva  and  South-western  Railwav  Company  to  acquire  title'  to  cer- 
tain real  estate  for  the  purposes  of  said  railway,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Bulkley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  towns, 
villages  and  cities  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  their 
bon<^d  indebtedness,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Fish  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Putnam  to  issue  bonds  to  pav  its  indebted- 
ness to  the  State,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
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consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Oakley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the  Man- 
hattan Mortgage  Company,'*  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  banks. 

Mr.  Dickson  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  fare  on  the 
Lansingburgh  and  Troy  Steam  Railroad,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  eeeond  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  chapter  715  of  the  Laws  of 
1870,  entitled  'An  act  to  organize  and  establish  a  police  for  the  village 
of  Lansingburgh,' "  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Stephens  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the  time  for 
the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  county  of  Richmond  to  the  15th  day  of  May, 
1874,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time. 

Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Stephens,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Shattuck  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  article  40, 
title  1,  of  chapter  14,  of  the  Ist  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes  in  relation 
to  laying  out  public  roads  and  the  alteration  thereof,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  McQueen  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  to  organize  and  establish  a  police  for  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady,' passed  April  15,  1870,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  seeond  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  abolish  the  office  of  recorder  in  the 
city  of  Schenectady  and  to  enable  the  common  council  of  said  city  to 
elect  a  presiding  officer  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Hoag  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize  the  acts  of 
John  H.  Mattice,  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Broome,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hoag,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  l>ill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Petty  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  confirm  certain  official 
acts  of  the  commissioners  for  loaning  certain  moneys  of  the  United 
States,  .in  the  county  of  Suffolk,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Beebe  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  practice  in 
courts  of  justice  of  the  peace,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Davis  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  6  of 
chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  and  consoli- 
date the  Laws  in  relation  to  the  village  of  Whitehall,'  passed.  March  16, 
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1850,''  whiob  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unaDimotiB  conBent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  af&irs  of  villages. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  regulate  transportation  upon  railroads 
within  this  State,  and  to  prohibit  the  issuing  of  passes  to  assessors, 
coroners  and  other  public  officers,  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Gurnee  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  chapter  888 
of  the  Laws  of  1869,  entitled  ^An  act  to  amend  title  16,  chapter  8,  part 
3  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relative  to  proceedings  for  the  drainage  of 
swamps,  marshes  and  other  low  or  wet  lands,  and  for  drainage  of  farm 
lands,'  passed  May  12,  1869,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Gauldwell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  providing  for  the 
protection  of  physicians,  surgeons,  dentists,  editors,  authors,  publishers, 
artists,  architects,  designers  and  engravers,  against  speculative  law  suits," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Nice  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  fix  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  annual  town  meetings  in  the  town  of  Clarence,  in  the 
county  of  Erie,"  which  was  read  the  first  tiipe,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Wagstaff  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  alter  the  maps  or 
plans  of  the  citv  of  New  York,  by  discontinuing  Avenue  B,  between 
Sixty-eighth  and  Seventy-ninth  streets,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  use  of  piers,  wharves  and 
slips  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize  the  employment  of  Anthony 
J.  Bleecker  by  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  cit^  and 
oounty  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  American  Safe  Pre- 
serving Company  of  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  bv  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Eastman  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city 
of  Poughkeepsie  to  pay  certain  deficiencies  and  liabilities,  and  to  issue 
bonds  for  that  purpose,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  afiairs  of  cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  extension  of  certain  west  side 
street  railways  to  the  Battery  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  xmanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Mackin  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
leaf  tobacco  in  the  State  of  New  York/'  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
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and  bj  unaDimoufi  consent  was  also  read  the  Beoond  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  trades  and  mannfactures. 

Mr.  Beecher  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  across  the  Chenango  canal,  in  the  Tillage  of 
Oxford,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Chadwick  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^^An  act  to  release  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  and  to  cer- 
tain real  estate  of  which  Dennis  Minihan  died  seized  to  Ellen  Minihan, 
widow  of  the  said  Dennis  Minihan,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
bj  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  petitions  of  aliens. 

Mr.  Manley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '*An  act  authorizing  the  county 
clerk  of  Cattaraugus  county  to  index  the  mortgage  and  miscellaneous 
records  of  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Hiller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
*An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  village  of  Dunkirk,'  passed  April 
20, 1867,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of 
villages. 

Mr.  Stephens  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *^An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  village  of  Edgewater,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Also,  a  bill  entitled  ^'An  act  creating  the  ofiUce  of  Richmond  county 
fire  marshal,  and  prescribing  his  powers  and  duties,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs.    . 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Wagstaff,  Int.  No.  443,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Eye  Infirmary,  passed 
March  29, 1822,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  passed  April  30,  1864," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  and 
the  title  amended  so  as  to  read  ^'An  act  to  amend  and  supplementary 
to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Eye  Infirmary,  passed  March 
29,  1822,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  April  SO,  1874,"  which  report 
was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Frince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Scherman,  Int.  No.  669,  entitled  *'An  act  for 
the  further  protection  of  private  property,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed 
to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Wagstaff,  Int.  No.  628,  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  claims  or  debts  which  have  been  rejected  or  refused  audit  or 
payment  by  county  or  town  authorities,"  reported  adversely  thereto, 
which  report  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Pnnce,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Wight,  Int.  No.  687,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal 
title  16,  chapter  8  of  part  3  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  '  Of  the 
foreclosure  of  mortgages  by  advertisement,' ''  reported  in  favor  of  the 
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passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  com- 
mitted  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Wagstaff,  Int.  No.  284,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  con- 
dense and  amend  the  several  acts  entitled  or  relating  to  'An  act  in  relation 
to  the  sale  of  bottles  used  by  the  mannfacturers  of  mineral  waters,  and 
others,'  passed  May  7,  184?,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
same,  with  amendments,  and  the  title  amended  so  as  to  read,  ''An  act 
in  relation  to  the  sale  of  syphons  and  fountains  used  by  the  manufac- 
turers of  mineral  waters,"  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Allen,  Int.  No.  695,  entitled  *'An  act 
to  authorize  attorneys  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  State  to  act  as  notaries 
public  in  certain  cases,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same, 
which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee 
of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Petty,  Int.  No.  579,  entitled  "An  act  to  change 
the  mode  and  time  of  publishing  notices  of  general  and  special  elections, 
and  to  invest  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  with  addi- 
tional powers  relative  to  printing  and  publishing  the  session  laws,  and 
any  other  matter  required  by  law  to  be  printed  by  said  boards,"  reported 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report 
was  a^eed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Senate  bill.  Int.  No.  63,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  April 
18,  1859,  entitled  'An  act  to  extend  the  provisions  of  an  act  authorizing 
the  imprisonment  of  persons  convicted  of  certain  crimes  in  the  counties 
of  Montgomery  and  Oneida,  in  the  Albany  county  penitentiary,'  passed 
April  12,  1858,  to  all  counties  in  this  State,"  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  commit- 
ted to  the  committee  of  the  wnole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Senate  bill.  Int.  No.  66,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  election  of  a  police  justice  and  a 
police  constable  in  the  village  of  Addison,  in  the  county  of  Steuben, 
and  for  the  erection  of  a  jail  or  lock-up  therein,'  passed  March  2,  1868," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Prince,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  recom- 
mitted the  Senate  bill.  Int.  No.  63,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  publica- 
tion of  notices  of  election,"  retaining  its  place  on  third  reading  of  bills, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to, 
and  said  bill  replaced  on  the  calendar  of  third  reading  of  bills. 

Mr.  Prince  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

JResolvedj  That  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  repealing  chapter 
227  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  so  far  as  the  same  affects  lands  in  the  town  of 
Newcomb,  Essex  county,"  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  wotdd  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 
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Mr.  Prince  offered  for  the  conBideration  of  ihe  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Resolved^  That  the  oommittee  on  the  judiciary  be  discharged  firom 
the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  making  appropriations  for  certain  expenses  of  govern- 
ment, and  for  supplying  deficiencies  in  former  appropriations,'  passed 
May  15,  1872,"  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  afSrmative. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Healey,  Int.  No.  609,  entitled  "An  act 
to  regulate  the  leasing  of  stands  and  stalls  in  the  public  markets  of  the 
city  of  New  York,"  reported  adversely  thereto. 

Mr.  Healey  moved  to  disagree  with  said  report,  and  that  said  bill 
be  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  ana  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Said  bill  was  so  committed. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Melvin,  Int.  No.  126,  entitled  "An  act 
for  the  relief  of  persons  assessed  for  the  building  of  a  main  sewer  in 
Third  avenue  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  with  amendments,  and  the  title  amended  so  as  to  read, 
"An  act  for  the  relief  of  persons  assessed  for  the  building  of  a 
main  sewer  in  Third  avenue  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  lateral 
drains  and  sewers  connected  therewith,"  which  report  was  agreed  to, 
and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Sherwood,  Int.  No.  786,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Bingham- 
ton,'  and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same,"  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  commit- 
ted to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Donahue,  Int.  No.  658,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  eommitt^  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Worth,  Int.  No.  658,  entitled  "An  act 
to  confirm,  reduce  and  levy  a  certain  assessment  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Cauldwell,  Int.  No.  880,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  a  supply  of  water  in 
the  city  of  Tonkers,'  passed  February  28, 1878,"  reported  in  favor  of 
the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  which  report  was  agreed  to, 
and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Worth,  Int.  No.  ?68,  entitled 
"An  act  to  confirm  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  (Supervisors  of  the 
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county  of  New  York,  in  the  authorization  of  apnointment  of  assiBtant 
keepers  at  the  oountjr  jail  in  said  oount j,  and  for  tne  relief  of  the  persons

all  turn-outs  shall  be  on  the  outside  of  said  tracks.  The  paving  between 
tracks,  required  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary  to  be  done  by 
the  railroad  companies  owning  tracks  on  said  road,  shall  be  laid  down 
as  the  macadamizing  of  said  road  progresses,,  and  shall  be  fully  comple- 
ted before  the  dOth  day  of  November,  1875,  and  if  not  so  completed  by 
that  date,  may  be  completed  by  the  commissioners  heretofore  appointed 
in  this  matter,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  company  or  companies, 
to  be  recovered  from  it  or  them  by  action  brought  by  said  commis- 
sioners."

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorkj  rqyreaentei  in  Senate  and 
Asaembly^  do  enact  aafoUowa: 

Section  1.  No  child  under  the  age  of  ten  years  shall  be  employed 
for  hire  in  any  manufactory  or  mechanical  shop,  or  at  any  manufactur- 
ing work  within  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day 
during  any  part  of  which  any  such  child  shall  be  so  employed,  to  be 
paid  by  the  employer.  Any  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  authoris- 
ing such  employment,  or  making  a  false  return  of  the  age  of  a  child 
with  a  view  to  such  employment,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penaUy  of  tw^ity 
dollars. 

§  2.  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufactory,  or  in  any  mechanical  or  manufacturing  shop,  or  at  any 
manufacturing  work  within  the  Stat^,  for  more  than  sixty-six  hours  in 
one  week,  or  on  Christmas  day,  or  on  the  fourth  of  JQly>  or  on  Thanks^ 
giving  day,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  paid 
by  the  employer. 
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§  3.  Every  factory  building  more  than  two  stories  in  height  shall 
have  a  proper  and  suitable  fire-escape,  and  all  trap-doors  or  elevators, 
and  all  main  and  line  shafting  operated  by  steam,  water  or  other  motive 
power,  in  rooms  or  places  in  a  factory  in  which  operatives  are  employed, 
or  through  which  they  have  to  pass,  shall  be  properly  protected  during 
all  the  time  when  such  doors  are  open  and  while  such  shafting  and 
elevators  &re  in  motion,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by 
the  owner  of  such  machinery  or  the  employer  of  such  operatives,  for 
each  day  during  which  the  same  shall  be  so  unprotected. 

§  4.  All  suits  for  penalties  under  this  act  shall  be  brought  within 
sixty  days  after  commission  of  the  offense,  and  may  be  brought  by  the 
district  attorney  of  the  county,  by  the  school  commissioners,  by  the 
trustees  of  public  schools  or  the  commissioners  of  charities,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  any  justice's  court,  or  any  court  of  record, 
and  the  penalties  {recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  school  fund  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  factory  is  located. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next.

The  Assembly  having  received  with  profound  grief  the  intelligence 
of  the  death  of  Charles  Sumner  does,  in  becoming  recognition  of  the 
purity  of  character,  devoted  patriotism  and  noble  services  of  the  illus- 
trious deceased,  resolve, 

That  in  his  death  the  nation  has  been  bereft  of  one  of  its  ablest 
statesmen,  freedom  has  lost  a  dauntless  champion,  and  mankind  been 
deprived  of  the  services  of  one  skilled  to  direct  and  strong  to  strike  in 
the  interests  of  humanity. 

That  while  we  bow  in  sorrowful  submission  to  the  dispensation  with 
which  our  country  has  been  visited,  we  rejoice  that  in  the  grand  achieve- 
ments of  his  life  and  in  the  whole  record  he  has  left  we  have  an  heri- 
tage which  will  perpetuate  his  memory  forever.

Whereas^  it  is  fitting  for  all  the  people,  and  especially  for  the  assem- 
bled representatives  of  his  native  State,  to  mark  the  event  of  the  death 
of  one  of  its  distinguished  citizens  and  office  bearers  with  suitable  and 
appropriate  comments  on  our  loss,  and  a  just  and  a  true  appreciation 
of  the  virtues,  ability  and  services  of  a  chief  magistrate  of  the  nation ; 
therefore, 

Resolved^  That  we  mourn  with  the  nation  the  loss  of  a  eon  of  New 
York,  whose  public  course  for  nearlv  half  a  century  has  been  marked 
by  unyielding^ integrity,  faithful  discharge  of  duty  and  great  ability. 

Hesolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  Clerk 
of  this  Assembly,  officially,  and   transmitted  to  the  family  of   the 
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deceased  as  a  token  of  our  sympathy  for  theirs  and  the  nation's  bereave- 
ment. 
JResolvedj  That  this  House  do  now  adjourn  for  the  day.

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  extending  the  time  in 
which  the  Canandaigua,  Palmyra  and  Ontario  Railway  Company  shall 
expend  ten  per  cent  of  its  capital  in  the  construction  of  its  road,  and 
in  which  to  finish  the  same,  and  to  put  it  in  operation,"  with  a  message 
informing  of  concurrence  in  the  passage  of  the  same.

Whereasy  The  boundary  line  between  the  State  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut,  through  Long  Island  Sound,  has  never  been  settled  and 
established;  and, 

Wherea8y  The  State  of  Connecticut  has  passed  laws  giving  to  the 
citizens  of  that  State  certain  exclusive  rights  relative  to  oyster  beds  in 
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Long  Island  Soand,  claimed  to  be  within  her  jurisdiction,  to  the  great 
injury  of  citizens  of  this  State ;  and, 

whereas^  The  Attorney-General  has  given  his  opinion,  in  response  to 
a  resolution  of  the  Assembly,  that  such  laws  are  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States ;  therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  Attorney-General  be  author- 
ized and  requested  to  commence  such  proceedings  in  the  United  States 
courts  as  will  result  in  a  determination  and  establishment  of  aaid 
boundary  line  between  New  York  and  Connecticut  in  Long  Island 
Sound,  and  also  to  take  such  le^al  measures  as  will  test  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  laws  of  Connecticut,  giving  exclusive  rights  to  her  citi- 
zens as  to  oyster  beds,  and  best  protect  and  advance  the  interests  of  the 
citizens  in  that  regard. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  H6use  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  and 
reauest  their  concurrence  therein. 

Mr.  S.  G.  Pope  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following :

Mr.  C.  S.  Spencer  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resoln- 
tion,  in  the  words  following : 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  the  right  of  public  meeting,  and  of  free 
speech,  guaranteed  to  all  citizens  by  tne  Federal  and  State  Constitution, 
has  been  interfered  with  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of 
New  York ; 

WAereaSj  It  is  further  alleged  that  the  police  board  of  said  city,  after 
granting  to  certain  parties  claiming  to  oe  unemployed  and  suffering 
workingmen,  the  authority  to  hold  a  public  meeting  at  Tompkins  square 
on  the  13th  of  January  last,  did,  without  issuing  any  notice  or  warning 
which  could  reach  <  these  parties,  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  fall  upon 
them,  cruelly  assault  them,  and  maim  and  wound  a  large  number  of 
them,  while  peaceably  and  with  peaceful  intent  gathering  to  discuss 
their  suffering  condition  and  their  grievances ; 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  the  testimony  and  affidavits  of  these 
assailed  and  aggrieved  persons,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred,  more  or 
less,  are  ready  for  presentation ; 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that,  subsequent  to  the  time  above  mentioned, 
the  police  authorities  further  interfered,  by  menaces  and  other  means, 
with  the  right  of  meeting  in  public  halls  of  persons  who  wished  to  pro- 
test against  their  alleged  illegal  and  cruel  conduct  on  the  13th  of 
January; 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  bv  these  complainants  that  they  have  been  sent 
to  lay  their  grievances  beK>re  this  body  by  twenty-seven  workingmen's 
and  other  societies  of  the  city  of  New  York,  representing  many  thou- 
sands of  American  citizens ;  therefore, 
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Resolved^  That  these  matters  complained  of  by  said  ooraplainaiitay 
and  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  preamble,  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  grievances,  who  are  instructed  to  give  said  complainants  a  hearing 
before  said  committee,  not  later  than  the  25th  inst.,  in  order  that  if, 
upon  the  presentation  of  the  case  then  made,  it  be  thought  advisable  to 
procure  a  legislative  investigation  of  the  serious  allegations  of  said  com- 
plainants, such  investigation  may  be  immediately  provided  for. 
Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate. 

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Leake  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Whereas^  Certain  charges  have  appeared  in  the  public  press  of  the 
city  of  New  York  respecting  the  management  of  the  department  of 
public  charities  and  correction,  alleging,  among  other  abuses,  that  a  near 
relative  of  one  of  the  commissioners  was  authorized  to  purchase  dry 
goods  for  which  the  city  was  compelled  to  pay,  in  some,  instances,  as 
high  as  thirty-three  and  one-third  (33^)  per  cent  more  than  the  goods 
could  have  been  purchased  for  in  open  market ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  State  charitable  institutions  are 
hereby  directed  to  proceed  to  New  York  and  investi^te  the  manage- 
ment and  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  that  department,  with  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers.

Mr.  Allen,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  referred  the 
bill  introduced  bv  Mr.  Worth,  entitled  '^An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Teutonia  Savings  Bank,  of  Brooklyn,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

By  unanimous  consent  Mr.  Murray  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^^An  aot 
for  the  removal  of  refuse  matter  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities.

Mr.  Sloan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Oswego  to  convey  by  deed  a  part  of  lot  97,  Van  Beuren  tract,  in  said 
city,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
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also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  aflBdrs  of 
cities. 

Mr.  Prince 'introdaced  a  'bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  'An  act  to 
authorize  the  trastees  of  the  village  of  Flushing  to  issue  bonds  and 
raise  money  for  the  purqhase  of  a  steam  fire  engine,  and  for  the  map- 
ping and  establishment  of  lines  and  grades  for  the  streets  and  pabkc 
places  in  said  village/  passed  April  18,  1872,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  th^  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  village  of 
Whitestone,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  af&ire 
of  villages. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  'An  act  to  provide  for  supply- 
ing the  village  of  Flushing,  Queens  county,  with  pure  and  wholesome 
water,'  passed  February  15,  1872,"  which  was  reaa  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Oakley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Anglo- 
American  Loan  and  Trust  Company,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  banks. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  New  York  and 
Westchester  Elevated  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Company,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads.

Mr.  Sullivan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  and  require 
the  erection  of  a  road-way  in  the  city  of  New  York  for  the  passage  of 
steam  cars,  from  about  the  City  Hall  to  about  Forty-second  street  at 
the  junction  of  Fourth  avenue,  and  providing  for  the  payment  therefor 
and  the  disposition  thereof,  and  for  rapid  transit  thereoy  to  the  Harlem 
river,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ndlroads. 

Mr.  Blumenthal  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  sta- 
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bility  of  oonstruction  and  security  against  conflagrations  in  buildings 
erected  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  whieh  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  cities.

WhereaSy  It  is  further  alleged  that  the  police  board  of  said  city,  after 
grantinc;  to  certain  parties  claiming^  to  he  unemployed  and  suffering 
workingmen,  the  authority  to  hold  a  public  meeting  at  Tompkins 
Square  on  the  13th  of  January  last,  did,  without  issuing  any  notice  or 
waraing  which  could  reach  these  parties,  suddenly  and  nncxpfctedly 
fall  up(^n  them,  cruelly  assault  them,  and  maim  and  wound  a  large  num- 
ber or  them  while  peaceably  and  with  peaceful  intent  gathering  to  dis- 
cuss  their  suffering  condition  and  their  grievances ; 

Whereas^  It  is  alleged  that  the  testimony  and  affidavits  of  these 
assailed  and  a<rgrieved  persons  to  the  number  of  one  hundred,  more  or 
less,  are  ready  for  presentation ; 

WhermSy  It  is  alleged  that,  subsequent  to  the  time  above  mentioned, 
the  police  authorities  further  intertered,  by  menaces  and  other  means, 
with  the  rigl'it  of  meeting  in  public  halls  of  persons  who  wished  to  pro- 
test against  their  alleged  illegal  and  cruel  conduct  on  the  13th  of 
January ; 

WJiereaSy  It  is  alleged  by  the  complainants  that  they  have  been  sent 
to  lay  their  grievances  before  this  body  by  twenty-seven  working-men's 
and  other  societies  of  the  city  of  New  iTprk,  representing  many  thou- 
sands of  American  citizens ;  therefore, 

Hesolved^  That  these  matters  complained  of  by  said  complainants,  and 
referred  to  in  the  foregoing  preamble,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
grievances,  who  are  instructed  to  give  said  complainants  a  hfaring 
before  such  committee,  not  later  than  the  25lh  inst.,in  order  that  if,  upon 
the  presentation  of  the  case  there  made,  it  be  thought  advisable  to  pro- 
cure a  legislative  investigation  of  the  serious  allegations  of  said  com- 
plainants, such  investigation  may  be  immediately  provided  for. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  that  said  resolutiotis  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  grievances.

Mr.  Bennett  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

WJiereas^  Some  of  the  standing  committees  of  this  House  have  too 
much  business  to  do,  while  others  have  little  or  nothing ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Speaker  of  this  Assembly  be  authorized  to  appoint 
two  committees  on  ways  and  means,  to  be  designated  as  committee  No. 
1  and  committee  No.  2;  two  committees  on  the  judiciary,  and  two 
committees  on  affairs  of  cities,  both  to  be  similarly  classified. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  said  resolution  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  rules.

A.  Peebles." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dickson,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same  was  ordered 
engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Petty  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  said  third 
inenti  >ned  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  nit  again. 

Mr.  Bostwick  moved  that  said  bill  be  made  a  special  order  for  Tues- 
day morning  next,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  jonroal. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof.

Mr.  Manley,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  societies, 
to  which  was  recommitted  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Barrow,  Int.  No. 
341,  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal  chapter  760  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  entitled 
'An  act  to  amend  chapter  727  of  the  Laws  of  1869,  entitled  An  act 
authorizing  cities  and  villages  to  acquire  title  to  property  for  burial 
purposes,  and  to  levy  taxes  for  the  payment  of  the  same,' '  reported  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  and  amended  the 
title  so  as  to  read  ''An  act  to  repeal  chapter  727  of  the  Laws  of  1869, 
entitled  'An  act  authorizing  cities  and  villages  to  acquire  title  to  prop- 
erty for  burial  purposes,  and  to  levy  taxes  for  the  payment  of  the  same,* 
and  chapter  760  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  amending  the  same,"  retaining  its 
place  on  general  orders,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  wnole. 

Mr.  Mackin  presented  a  petition  of  residents  of  the  town  of  Fish- 
kill,  Dutchess  county,  for  the  exemption  of  tax  on  bonds  and  mort- 
gages ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee'on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Hiller  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Dunkirk  for  the  passage 
of  a  compulsory  education  bill ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  public  education. 

Also,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Chautauqua  for  the 
repeal  of  the  steam-boiler  inspection  act ;  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

^  Messrs.  Allen  and  Bennett  presented  several  petitions  for  an  act  to 
submit  to  the  people  the  question  of  the  union  of  New  Tork  and  Brook- 
lyn and  the  five  towns  of  Kings  county  under  one  municipal  govern- 
ment, the  whole  to  be  called  the  city  of  New  Tork ;  which  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Messrs.  Sherwood,  McQueen,  Law  and  Dickson  presented  several 
petitions  in  favor  of  compulsory  education;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Messrs.  Alberger,  Batcheller,  Stover,  Ooss,  Comstock  and  Burritt  pre- 
sented petitions  in  favor  of  the  funding  resolutions ;  which  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Messrs.  Houghton  and  Wagstaff  presented  petitions  in  favor  of  the 
exemption  of  bonds  and  mortgages  from  taxation  ;  which  were  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Philpot  presented  two  petitions  in  favor  of  taxing  the  New  York 
and  Oswego  Midland  Railroad ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Bostwick  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Tompkins,  Senecs 
and  Cayuga  counties,  against  repeal  of  laws  protecting  fish  in  Cayuga 
lake ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  West  presented  a  petition  of  tax  payers  of  Ballston  Spa,  for  a  tax 
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to  improve  Saratoga  avenue ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Townsend  presented  petitions  of  citizens  of  the  town  of  Batavia^ 
Qenesee  county,  in  favor  of  repeal  of  section  10,  chapter  808,  Laws  of 
1872;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

Jiesolve^d,  That  the  committee  on  Stiate  charitable  institutions  are 
hereby  directed  to  proceed  to  New  York  and  investigate  the  manage- 
ment and  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  that  department,  with  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers.

The  Assembly,  having  received  with  profound  grief  the  intelligence 
of  the  death  of  Charles  Sumner,  does,  in  becoming  recognition  of  the 
purity  of  character,  devoted  patriotism  and  noble  services  of  the  illus- 
trious deceased, 

Resolve^  That  in  his  death  the  nation  has  been  bereft  of  one  of  its 
ablest  statesmen,  freedom  has  lost  a  dauntless  champion,  and  mankind 
been  deprived  of  the  services  of  one  skilled  to  direct  and  strong  to 
strike  in  the  interests  of  humanity. 

Resolved^  That  while  we  bow  in  sorrowful  submission  to  the  dispen- 
sation with  which  our  country  has  been  visited,  we  rejoice  that  in  the 
fraud  achievements  of  his  life  and  in  the  noble   record  he  has  left  we 
ave  a  herit<ige  which  will  perpetuate  his  memory  forever. 

Addresses  were  delivered  oy  Messrs.  Alvord,  Bostwick,  Prince, 
Brewer,  Lincoln,  Beebe,  Vedder,  C.  S.  Spencer,  Berri,  Farrar,  Wight, 
Sloan  and  Griffin,  after  which 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative  unanimously,  by  a 
rising  vote. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Weed,  at  9  o'clock  and  47  minutes,  the  House 
adjourned. 


THURSDAY,  MARCH  19,  1874. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Griffin,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  reading 
of  the  iournal  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  !^hillips,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills,  reported  as  cor- 
rectly engrossed  the  bUls  entitled  as  follows : 
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^^An  act  to  enable  the  troBtees  of  the  village  of  Batavia,  in  the 
county  of  Genesee,  in  this  State,  to  raise  money  by  a  special  tax  to  pay 
the  existing  debt  of  said  village.^' 

'^An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
city  of  Ogdensburg,  passed  April  27,  1868,  and  the  acts  amending  the 
same.^' 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the  con- 
currence ot  the  Assembly  to  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

^^An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  quota  of  State  taxes 
imposed  upon  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

'^An  act  to  incorporate  the  Seneca  County  Savings  Bank  of  Waterloo, 
Seneca  county.  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  banks. 

A  message  from  the  Seriate  was  received  and  read,  informing  of  non- 
concorrence  in  the  passage  of  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  formation 
'  of  societies  for  the  prevention  of  horse  stealing,'  passed  April  22,  1862.'' 

"An  act  to  authorise  the  city  of  Rochester  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  and  completing  a  public  school  building  known  as  the 
Genesee  school  building,  and  also  for  furnishing  the  same  and  the  Madi- 
son Park  school  building.'' 

Mr.  Speaker  announced  the  special  order,  being  the  ''  Concurrent 
resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  articles  seven  and  three  of  the 
Constitution." 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  article  seven,  in 
words  following : 

'^Concurrent  resolution  proposing  amendments  to  article  seven  of  the 
Constitution." 

Whereasy  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  vie. : 

That  sections  three  and  six  of  article  seven  be  amended  as  follows : 

Section  three  to  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  section  the 
following : 

No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  contractor,  but  if,  from 
any  unforeseen  cause,  the  terms  of  any  contract  shall  prove  to  be  unjust 
and  oppressive,  the  canal  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  con- 
tractor, cancel  such  contract, 

8  6.'  The  Legislature  shall  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
Ene  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Champlain  canal,  or  the  Cayuga  and 
Seneca  canal ;  but  they  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  State,  and  under 
its  management  forever.  Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collections, 
superintendence,  ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  on  the  canals  named 
in  this  section,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  their  gross  receipts  for  the 
previous  year.  All  funds  that  may  be  derived  from  any  lease,  sale  or 
other  disposition  of  any  canal,  shall  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  debt 
for  which  the  canal  revenues  are  pledged. 

That  the  following  be  added  as  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen,  in  place 
of  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  article,  which  have  been  trans- 
ferred and  inserted  as  sections  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  of  article  three. 

§  13.  The  sinking  funds  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  the 
extinguishment  of  the  principal  of  the  debts  of  th)9  State,  shall  be  sepa- 
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rately  kept  and  safely  invested,  and  neither  of  them  shall  be  appropria- 
ted or  used  in  any  manner  other  than  for  the  specific  purpose  for  which 
it  shall  have  been  provided. 

§  14.  Neither  the  Legislature,  Canal  Board,  Canal  Appraisers,  nor  any 
person  or  persons  acting  in  behalf  of  the  State,  shall  audit,  allow,  or  pay 
any  claim  which,  as  between  citizens  of  the  State,  would  be  barred  by 
lapse  of  time.  The  limitation  of  existing  claims  shall  begin  to  run  from 
the  adoption  of  this  section,  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to 
revive  claims  already  barred  by  existing  statutes,  nor  to  repeal  any 
statute  fixing  the  time  within  which  claims  shall  be  presented  or  allowed, 
nor  shall  it  extend  to  any  claims  duly  presented  within  the  time  allowed 
by  law,  and  prosecuted  with  due  diligence  from  the  time  of  such  pre- 
sentment. But  if  the  claimant  shall  be  under  legal  disability,  the  claim 
may  be  presented  within  two  years  after  such  disability  is  removed ; 

And  whereasy  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ; 

And  wheredSy  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ment was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  mak- 
ing such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  article 
thirteen  of  the  Constitution  ;  therefore, 

jResolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  the  Senate  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  the 
adoption  of  said  resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative, 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Assembly  voting  in  favor 
thereof.

Ordered^  Thskt  the  Clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  Senate,  with  a 
message  informing  that  the  Assembly  have  passed  the  same. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  concurrent 
resolution  proposing  amendments  to  article  three  of  the  Constitution,  in 
the  words  following : 

Wherea8y  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz. : 

That  sections  one,  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  of  article  three  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  rea,d  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  m. 

SscnoN  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Senate  and  an  Assembly. 

§  5.  The  Assembly  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
members,  elected  for  one  year.  The  members  of  Assembly  shall  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective 
inhabitants,  excluding  aliens,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts. 
The  Assembly  districts  shall  remain  as  at  present  organizea  until  afler 
the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State,  in  fhe  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
return  of  every  enumeration,  shall  apportion  the  members  of  Assembly 
among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  in  such  counties  as  may  be  entitled  under  such 
apportionment  to  more  than  one  member,  except  the  city  and  county  of 
]New  York,  and  in  said  city  and  county  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said 
city  shall  assemble  at  such  time  as  the  Legislature  making  such  appor- 
tionment shall  prescribe,  and  divide  their  respective  counties  into  Assem- 
bly districts,  each  of  which  districts  shall  consist  of  convenient  and 
contiguous  territory,  equal  to  the  number  of  members  of  Assembly  to 
which  such  counties  shall  be  entitled,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  clerks  of  their  respective  conn- 
ties  a  description  of  such  districts,  specifying  the  number  of  each  dis- 
trict and  the  population  thereof,  according  to  the  last  preceding  enume- 
ration as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  apportionment  and  districts 
shall  remain  unaltered  until  another  enumeration  shall  be  made,  as 
herein  provided.  No  town  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  Assem* 
bly  districts.  Every  county  heretofore  established  and  separately 
organized,  except  the  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  always  be  entitled  to 
one  member  of.  the  Assembly,  and  no  new  county  shall  be  hereafter 
erected  unless  its  population  shall  entitle  it  to  a  member.  The  county 
of  Hamilton  shall  elect  with  the  county  of  Fulton  until  the  population 
of  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall,  according  to  the  ratio,  be  entitled  to 
a  member.  But  the  Legislature  may  abolish  the  said  county  of  Hamil- 
ton, and  annex  the  territory  thereof  to  some  other  county  or  counties. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  division  at  any  time  of  counties 
and  towns,  and  the  erection  of  new  towns  and  counties  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 
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§  6.  Each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  members  of 
either  House  shall  also  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  ten  miles 
they  shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  their  place  of  meeting, 
once  in  each  session,  on  the  most  usual  route.  Senators,  when  the  Sen- 
ate alone  is  convened  in  extraordinary  session,  or  when  serving  as 
members  of  the  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments,  and  such  members 
of  the  Assembly,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  as  shall  be  appointed 
managers  of  an  impeachment,  shall  receive  an  additional  allowance  of 
ten  dollars  a  day. 

§  7.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  any  civil  appoint- 
ment within  this  State,  or  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  from  the 
Governor,  the  Governor  and  Senate,  or  from  the  Legislature,  or  from 
any  city  government,  during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected ;  and  all  such  appointments  and  all  votes  given  for  any  sudi 
member,  for  any  such  office  or  appointment,  shall  be  void. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Legislature  who,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  is,  or  within  one  hundred  days  previous  thereto  has  been, 
a  member  of  Congress,  a  civil  or  military  officer  under  the  XJnited  States, 
or  an  officer  under  any  city  government.  And  if  any  person  shall,  after 
his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  CongresSy 
or  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  under  any  city  government,  his  acceptance  thereof 
shall  vacate  his  seat. 

And  that  the  following  additional  sections  be  added  to  said  article 
three  of  the  Constitution  : 

§  17.  No  act  shall  be  passed  which  shall  provide  that  any  existing 
law,  or  anv  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  or  deemed  a  part  of  said  act,  or 
which  shall  enact  that  any  existing  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
applicable,  except  by  inserting  it  in  such  act. 

§18.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  a  private  or  local  bill  in  any  of 
the  following  cases: 

Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

Laying  out,  opening,  altering,  working  or  discontinuing  roads,  high- 
wavs  or  alleys,  or  for  draining  swamps  or  other  low  lands. 

Locating  or  changing  county  seats. 

Providing  for  changes  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

Incorporating  villages. 

Providing  for  election  of  members  of  boards  of  supervisors. 

Selecting,  drawing,  summoning  or  impaneling  grand  or  petit  jurors. 

Regulating  the  rate  of  interest  on  money. 

The  opening  and  conducting  of  elections  or  designating  places  of  Tot- 
ing. 

Creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  percentage  or  allowances  of 
public  officers,  during  the  term  for  which  said  officers  are  elected  or 
appointed. 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the  right  to 
lay  down  railroad  tracks. 

Granting  to  any  private  corporation,  association  or  individual  any 
exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever. 

Providing  for  building  bridges,  and  chartering  companies  for  such 
purposes,  except  on  the  Hudson  river  below  Waterford,  and  on  the  East 
river,  or  over  the  waters  forming  a  part  of  the  boundaries  of  the  State. 

The  Legislature  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the  cases  enu- 
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merated  in  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  which  in  its  judgment 
may  be  provided  for  by  general  laws.  But  no  law  shall  authorize  the 
oonstmction  or  operation  of  a  street  railroad  except  upon  the  condition 
that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  the  property  bounded 
on,  atid  the  consent  also  of  the  local  authorities  havmg  the  control  of 
tbat  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  ia  proposed  to  con- 
struct or  operate  such  railroad  be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  consent 
of  8uch  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the  general  term  of  the 
supreme  court,  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  deter- 
mine, after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad 
ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determination,  con- 
firmed by  the  court,  may  be  tiJcen  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  prop- 
erty owners. 

§  19.  The  Le^slature  shall  neither  audit  nor  allow  any  private  claim 
or  account  against  the  State,  hut  may  appropriate  money  to  pay  such 
claims  as  shall  have  been  audited  and  allowed  according  to  law. 

§  20.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax  shall  dis- 
tinctly state  the  tax  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied,  and  it 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other  law  to  fix  such  tax  or  object. 

§  21.  On  the  final  passage,  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  of  any 
act  which  imposes,  continaes  or  revives  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or 
charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any  appropriation  of  public  or 
trust  money  or  property,  or  releases,  discharges  or  commutes  any  claim 
or  demand  of  the  State,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
which  shall  be  daly  entered  upon  the  journals,  and  three-fifths  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  either  House  shall,  in  all  such  cases,  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

§  22.  There  shall  be  in  the  several  counties,  except  in  cities  whose 
boundaries  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  county,  a  board  of  supervisors, 
to  be  composed  of  such  members,  and  elected  in  such  manner  and  for 
such  period,  as  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law.  In  any  such  city  the 
duties  and  powers  of  a  board  of  supervisors  may  be  devolved  upon  the 
common  council  or  board  of  aldermen  thereof. 

Section  1 7  of  said  article  is  hereby  made  section  23  of  the  proposed 
amendment,  and  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  23.  The  Legislature  shall,  by  general  laws,  confer  upon  the  boards 
of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  such  further  powers 
of  local  legislation  and  administration  as  the  Legislature  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  expedient. 

§  24.  The  Legislature  shall  not,  nor  shall  the  common  council  of  any 
city  nor  any  board  of  supervisors,  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any 
public  officer,  servant,  agent  or  contractor. 

§  25.  Sections  17  and  18  of  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  bill,  or 
the  amendments  to  any  bill,  which  shall  be  reported  to  the  Legislature 
by  commissioners  who  have  been  appointed  pursuant  to  law  to  revise 
the  statutes. 

And  tohereas^  The  said  proposed  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
Legislature,  entered  on  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  ref^red  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
general  election  of  Senators ; 

AndtoheretM^  Such  election  has  taken  place,  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ment was  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of 
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making  sooh  choice,  in  paranance  of  the  proviaions  of  section  one  of  arti- 
cle thirteen  of  the  Constitution ;  therefore. 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment. 

Said  resolution  having  been  read, 

Mr.  Weed  moved  to  recommit  said  resolution  to  the  committee  on 
the  jadiciarv,  with  instructions  to  reinstate  section  4,  stricken  out  by 
the  Senate,  being  in  the  words  following : 

§  4.  An  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  shall  be  made, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Legislature,  in  the  year  1 875,  and  in  every 
tenth  vear  thereafter. 

And  to  reinsert  the  word  '^  four"  in  line  4  as  engrossed,  and  that  aaid 
committee  be  instructed  to  report  a  scheme  for  the  submission  of  said 
amendments  to  the  people. 

Mr.  Batcheller  moved  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question,  ^* Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?* 
and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Weed,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative.

ments,'^ which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of 
cities.  • 

^'An  act  to  provide  for  the  election  and  appointment  of  registers  and 
inspectors  of  elections  and  poll  clerks  in  Long  Island  City,''  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

''An  act  to  amend  chapter  291  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  entitled  ^An  act 
for  the  incorporation  of  villages,'  passed  1870,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Carpenter,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

''An  act  to  provide  lor  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  graded 
schools  in  the  village  of  Ithaca,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time.

**  three."    After  line  4,  add  a  new  paragraph  as  follows :

ance with  the  law  passed  in  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two ;  but  no 
part  of  this  fund  shall  be  distributed  to  any  academy  or  school  of  this 
State  under  the  control  of  any  religious  or  denominational  sect  or  society, 
or  wherein  any  religious  tenets  are  taught."

"An  act  to  creafte  a  board  of  excise  in  the  several  towns  of  this  State," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  informing  of  non- 
concurrence  in  the  passage  of  the  bills  entitled  as  follows : 

"An  act  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  county 
of  Richmond  to  the  15th  day  of  May,  1874." 

"An  act  in  relation  to  the  Brooklyn  Trust  Company." 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  as  folUows :

Queens."

Resolvedy  That  the  committee  of  the  whole  be  discharged  from  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  Assembly  bill  No.  307,  G.  O.  326,  entitled 
''An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Buffalo  to  raise  money  by  general  tax 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  local  assessments  on  Jefferson  street,  between 
Davis  and  JBatavia  streets,"  and  that  the  same  be  ordered  engrossed  and 
to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Braman  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following :

On  motion  of  Mr.  Daly,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same  ordered 
engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bills  entitled  as  follows :

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Ryan,  from  said  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  said 
first  and  second  mentioned  bills ;  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said 
bills  ordered  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Ryan,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  said  third 
mentioned  bill,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 
The  question  being  on  granting  leave. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Satcheller,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same 
ordered  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Batcheller  moved  to  recommit  said  bill  to  the  committee  on 
affairs  of  villages,  for  amendment,  retaining  its  place  on  third  reading 
of  bills. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

The  question  being  on  granting  leave, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hammond,  the  committee  of  the  whole  was  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  said  bill,  and  the  same  ordered 
en^ossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Eastman  moved  to  lay  the  pending  order  of  business  upon  the 
table  and  take  up  the  regular  order. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Manley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  charter  the  village 
of  Salamanca,  in  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affisiirs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Alberger  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for  manufactur- 
ing, mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes,'  passed  February  17, 
1847,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  local  and 
special  laws.

Fourth  creek,  Lewis  and  Herkimer  counties,  a  public  highway,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges.

No.  81,  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  confer  additional 
powers  upon  the  Metropolitan  Police  relating  to  the  inspection  of  steam 
boilers,'  passed  April  9,  1862,  also  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  in 
relation  to  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers  except  in  the  Metropohtan 
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difltriet/  passed  June  22,  1867,"  reported  the  same  for  the  considers^tion 
of  the  House,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole.

§41.  Section  2  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled-

county  of  Monroe,'"  passed  April  12,  1867,  passed  April  27,  1869,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§41.  The  trustees  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  control  over  all  the 
drains,  ditches  and  sewers  in  the  streets  within  said  village,  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  construct  new  sewers  within  the  streets  in  said  vil- 
lage ;  enlarge  and  keep  in  repair  any  such  drain,  ditch  or  sewer,  or  any 
part  thereof,  when  by  them  deemed  necessary,  and  from  time  to  time 
cleanse  or  cause  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  done,  and  in  their 
discretion  they  may  defray  the  expenses  thereof  out  of  the  highway 
fund,  or  other  moneys  belonging  to  said  village  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, or  they  may  defray  a  part  of  such  expenses  out  of  the  highway 
fund,  or  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  assess  the  balance  upon 
any  premises  that  shall  be  deemed  benefited  thereby,  or  they  may  assess 
the  whole  of  any  such  expense  upon  any  premises  that  shall  be  deemed 
benefited  thereby,  and  whenever  any  such  assessment  shall  be  necessary, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  when  notified  by  the  trustees,  to 
examine  the  premises  deemed  to  have  been  or  to  be  benefited  by  any 
such  drain,  ditch  or  sewer,  and  assess  the  same  upon  any  such  premises 
according  to  the  ratio  of  benefits  received,  and  such  assessment  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  the  charter  of 
said  village  in  relation  to  sidewalks  or  other  taxes.  They  may  also,  in 
their  discretion,  require  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  land,  whereon 
any  drain,  ditch  or  sewer  shall  be,  from  time  to  time  to  repair  and 
cleanse  the  same  upon  their  respective  premises  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  trustees,  and  m  default  thereof  said  trustees  may  cause  it  to  be 
done,  and  assess  and  collect  the  expenses  thereof  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  in  respect  to  sidewalks,  or  they  may  sue  the  owner  or 
occupants  of  said  premises  for  the  same  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
village.  The  said  trustees  may  discontinue  any  drain,  ditch  or  sewer  in 
said  village,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  their  discretion. 
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§  3.  The  said  village  shall  constitute  a  separate  highway  district  within 
its  corporate  limits  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  any  one  except 
the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  commissioners  of  highways  in  and 
for  such  village,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  commissioners  of  high- 
"ways  of  towns  in  this  State,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 
^*An  act  for  the  incorporation  of  villages,"  passed  April  20,  1870,  and  as 
such  they  shall  have  power  to  discontinue,  lay  out,  open,  widen, 
alter,  change  the  grade  or  otherwise  improve  roads,  avenues,  streets, 
lanes,  crosswalks  and  sidewalks;  and  for  that  purpose  may  take. and 
appropriate  any  land  in  said  village,  but  no  road,  avenue,  street, 
lane  or  sidewalk  shall  be  opened  or  altered  unless  all  claims  for  damages 
on  account  of  such  opening  or  altering  shall  be  released  without  remu- 
neration, except  on  the  written  petition  of  at  least  ten  freeholders  resid- 
ing in  said  village,  which  petition  shall  specify  the  improvement  to  be 
made,  describe  the  land  to  be  taken,  state  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
when  known,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  village. 
On  the  presentation  of  such  petition  the  truEdees  shall  and  must  meet 
and  examine  the.  same,  and  if  they  decide  the » improvement  shall  be 
made  they  shall  so  decide  by  resolution,  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of 
the  board,  and  they  shall  thereupon  put  up,  in  five  public  places  in  said 
village,  a  correct  description  or  the  lands  to  be  taken  to  make  such 
improvement,  and  a  notice  'that  the  trustees,  at  a  place,  and  on  a  day 
and  at  an  hour  therein  specified,  not  less  than  five  days  from  the  date 
and  posting  thereof,  will  meet  and  hear  any  objections  that  may  be 
made  to  the  taking  of  such  land  or  making  such  improvement,  a  copy 
of  which  notice  must  be  served  on  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  at 
least  five  days  before  such  meeting,  unless  said  owner  is  a  non-resident 
of  such  village,  in  which  case  said  notice  and  description  must  be  depos- 
ited in  the  said  village  post-office,  directed  to  said  owner,  at  least  twenty 
days  before  such  meeting.  Any  person  interested  may  be  heard  and 
introduce  testimony  before  the  board  of  trustees  as  to  the  matter,  on 
the  day  specified  in  the  notice,  or  on  such  other  days  as  the  board  may 
appoint.  After  such  hearing  the  trustees  may  deny  the  petition,  or 
approve  and  declare  by  resolution,  to  be  entered  in  their  minutes,  their 
intention  to  make  the  said  improvements,  and  proceed  to  obtain  posses- 
sion of  the  lands  described  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act. 

§  4.  Whenever  any  road,  avenue,  street,  lane  or  sidewalk  is  opened 
or  altered,  the  damages  claimed  by  reason  thereof  may  be  determined 
by  agreement  between  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  persons  claiming 
such  damages;  but  in  case  the  damages  are  not  so  determined  or 
released,  the  board  shall,  on  being  notified  by  the  president  as  in  case 
of  a  special  meeting  or  at  a  regular  meeting,  meet  and  cause  a  jury  of 
six  freeholders  to  be  summoned  to  determine  and  award  said  damages. 
Five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  shall  be  ^iven 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  if  residents  of  the  village,  and  if  not 
such  residents,  then  notice  shall  be  sent  ten  days  before  such  meeting 
by  mail,  directed  to  the  place  of  residence,  if  known,  of  such  non-resi- 
dents ;  the  jury  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  impartially  execute 
their  duty ;  shall  examine  the  premises,  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations 
of  the  parties,  and  reduce  the  testimony  to  writing,  if  any  is  taken ;  and 
they  shall  determine  and  award  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands 
such  damages  as  they  will  sustain  by  the  proposed  alteration  or  im- 
provement that,  after  making  allowances  for  any  benefit  which  the 
said  owner  or  owners  may  derive  therefrom.    The  determination  and 
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award  of  the  jury  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
village  clerk,  and  a  copy  served  on  the  persons  entitled  to  such  aiiranL 
If  no  appeal  is  made  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  such  service, 
the  determination  and  award  of  such  jury  shall  be  final  and  conclasive 
on  all  persons  interested.  A  copy  of  such  award,  certified  by  the  clerk, 
shall  be  evidence  of  the  same  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  all  actions 
and  proceedings, 

§  5.  No  trustee  who  is  interested  in  any  lands  taken  for  such  altera- 
tion or  improvement  shall  act  with  the  trustees  when  sitting  as  a  board 
to  determme  the  damages  or  to  summon  the  jury  to  award  damages  for 
.  taking  such  land. 

§  6.  Any  person  interested  therein  may,  within  twenty  days  afler 
notice  of  the  award  of  the  jury,  appeal  from  such  award  by  petition  to 
the  county  judge  of  the  county  where  such  village  is  situated,  praying 
for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  residing  in  such  county 
to  review  said  award  of  said  jury.    The  person  appealing  shall  execute 
a  bond  to  the  village,  in  its  corporate  name,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  with  two  sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  twice 
the  amount,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  fees'  of  the  said  con^ 
missioners  and  costs  of  appeal,  in  case  the  award  of  the  jury  shall  not 
be  increased  twenty  dollars  by  said  commissioners  to  each  party  appeal- 
ing.   Filing  such  bond  with  and  serving  a  copy  of  said  petition,  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  when  and  the  place  where  the  same  will  be  presented 
to  th^  said  judge  or  the  village  clerk,  shall  operate  as  a  stay  of  pro- 
ceedines  until  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  thereon.    All  persons 
appealing  from  the  award  of  the  jury  for  damages  as  to  one  single  and 
oontinuous  alteration  of  improvement,  shall  join  in  one  petition  and  may 
execute  a  joint  and  several  bond  in  two  hundred  and  nfty  dollars,  with 
sureties,  and  conditioned  as  hereinbefore  mentioned ;  and  there  shall  be 
but  one  board  of  three  commissioners  appointed  to  review  the  award  of 
such  jury. 

At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice,  and  when  the  commissioners  are 
appointed,  any  person  may  be  heard  in  the  matter.  The  said  judge 
shall,  on  bearing  the  parties,  appoint  three  disinterested  electors  as  com- 
missioners, residing  in  said  county  but  not  in  the  village,  to  review  the 
award  of  said  jury  and  determine  and  award  the  damages  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  appealing.  Immediate  notice  shall  be  given  by  some  of 
the  persons  appealing  to  the  persons  designated  as  commissioners,  and 
if  any  one  declines,  or  is  disqualified,  the  judge  shall  appoint  some  dis- 
interested person  an  elector,  residing  in  said  county,  but  not  in  the  vil- 
lage, to  fill  the  vacancv.  Said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  such  village 
within  ten  days  after  being  notified  of  their  appointment.  They  shall 
give  the  president  of  the  village  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  their  meeting ;  shall  be  sworn  to  do  their  duty ;  shall  have  power  to 
compel  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpcsna;  shall  examine  the  pre- 
mises and  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  snail 
award  such  damages  to  the  parties  appealing  as  they  shall  deem  just 
The  award  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  be  returned 
to  the  president  of  the  village  within  fifteen  days  after  the  first  meeting 
of  the  commissioners  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk.  Said  award  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  persons  interested,  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  thereupon  take  possession  of  the  land  and  make  the  said  altera- 
tion or  improvement. 

On  declaring  the  award,  the  oommissioners  shall  each  be  paid  by  the 
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treasurer  of  the  village  three  dollars  per  day  for  their  services,  and  the 
amount  so  paid  shall  be  collected  by  suit,  if  not  otherwise  paid,  with 
other  proper  expenditures  made  by  and  for  the  village  in  and  about 
such  appeal,  on  the  bond  referred  to  in  this  section,  given  by  the  person 
or  persons  appealing,  in  case  the  person  or  persons  appealing  are  liabk 
to  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  In  all 
oases  of  appeal  under  this  section  the  judge  to  whom  the  appeal  is  made 
shall,  by  order,  appoint  guardians  for  any  infant,  lunatic  or  idiot  inte- 
rested in  said  proceedings. 

§  7.  Whenever  a  final  award  is  made  for  damages  sustained  by  reason 
of  making  such  alteration  or  improvement,  tne  persons  acting  as 
assessors  may,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  assess  the  amount  of 
such  damages  upon  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  in  said  village,  and 
make  out  an  assessment  roll  of  such  damages,  which  assessment  roll 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  tax  is  collected ;  and 
the  trustees  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  final  award, 
pay  or  tender  the  amount  of  such  damage  to  the  pei*sons  to  whom 
the  same  shall  have  been  awarded,  and  in  case  such  owner  shall 
refuse  the  same  or  be  unknown,  or  a  non-resident  of  said  village,  idiot, 
or  lunatic,  or  the  rights  and  interests  of  peraons  claiming  the  same  shall 
be  doubtful,  it  shall  in  such  oases  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  to 
pay  the  amount  of  such  damages  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county 
where  said  lands  are  situated,  for  the  benefit  of  such  person  or  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same,  accompanied  by  the  statement  of  the 
facts  under  which  such  payment  was  made.  The  board  of  trustees  shall 
cause  the  clerk  of  such  village  to  make  an  entry  in  the  village  records 
of  the  money  deposited,  statmg  amount  of  the  names  of  the  parties  by 
the  awards  declared  to  be  entitled  to  the  same.  On  the  proper  person 
or  persons  being  ascertained  who  are  entitled  to  receive  such  money,  the 
president  of  the  village  is  authorized  to  draw  an  order  on  said  county 
treasurer,  countersigned  by  thQ  clerk,  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
person  or  persons  entitled  to  such  money  for  the  amount  due  such  per- 
son or  persons. 

§  8.  Sections  41,  4S,  44  and  45  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  and  all 
provisions  thereof  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 
The  amendment  haviifg  been  read,

''An  act  to  authorize  the  Canal  Commissioners  to  build  a  road  or 
street  bndge  over  the  Erie  canal  on  Goodman  street,  at  the  east  boun- 
dary line  of  the  city  of  Rochester,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  wa<f  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  canals. 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Catholic  Union  of  New  York,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religions  societies. 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  fire  insurance  companies,' 
passed  June  25,  1853,  passed  April  19,  1862,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wagstatf,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was 
substituted  for  Assembly  bill  No.  425,  on  same 'subject,  G.  O.  466.

"An  act  to  legalize  and  confirm  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  town 
meeting  of  the  town  of  Huntington,  Suffolk  county,  held  April  1,  1873, 
authorizing  the  supervisor  of  said  town  to  offisr  a  certain  reward,  and 
to  provide  for  the  pavment  of  the  same." 

''An  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Ogdens- 
burg  to  borrow  money  for  school  purposes." 
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'*An  act  to  authorize  a  tax  for  fire  purposes  in  the  village  of  Greene, 
Chenango  county." 

"An  act  to  repeal  chapter  588,  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  *An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  commission  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  commission  of  charitable  correction,  and  to 
defipe  its  powers  and  jurisdiction,'  passed  May  22,  1873." 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bills  to  the  Governor. 

Pursuant  to  the  9(h  joint  rule,  Mr.  Speaker  announced  the  order  of 
business,  third  reading  of  bills. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Eastman  offered  for  the  consideration  of 
the  House  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following :

Orderedj  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bills  to  the  Governor. 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
^An  act  to  authorize  the  city  and  town  of  Binghamton   to  purchase 
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the  two  toll-bridges  across  the  Susquehanna  river  at  Binghamton,  and 
to  maintain  them  as  free  bridges,'  passed  April  15,  1869,''  with  a  mes- 
sage informing  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the  same, 
with  the  following  amendments  : 

In  line  13,  section  1,  after  the  word  "mamtain"  insert  the  word 
**  and,"  and  after  the  word  "  rebuild  "  strike  out  the  words  "  in  whole 
or  in  part."  In  line  24,  section  1,  after  the  word  "  supervisor"  strike 
out  all  down  to  and  including  the  word  "dollars"  in  line  21,  and 
insert  the  following:  "Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  rebuild 
either  of  said  bridges  the  said  mayor  and  supervisor  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  agree  what  part  of  the  amount  required  for  such  purpose  shall  be 
raised  by  direct  tax,  and  what  amount  required  for  such  purpose  shall 
be  raised  by  direct  tax,  and  wjiat  amount  thereof  shall  be  borrowed 
upon  the  credit  of  said  town  and  city ;  but  they  ai'e  hereby  directed  to 
submit  the  question  of  collecting  such  tax  and  the  issuing  of  such  bonds 
to  a  vote  of  the  tax  payers  of  said  town  and  city  in  manner  following : 

They  shall  certify  under  their  hands  the  whole  amount  reqnired  to 
rebuild  such  bridge,  what  part  of  said  amount  should  in  their  judgment 
be  raised  by  direct  tax,  and  what  part  thereof  should  be  borrowed  upon 
the  part  of  said  town  and  city.  / 

They  shall  also  designate  a  day  not  less  than  two  weeks  from  the  first 
publication  of  their  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  for  an  election,  at 
such  place  as  they  may  designate,  to  decide  whether  the  said  bridge 
shall  be  rebuilt,  and  the  tax  collected  and  the  bonds  created  to  provide 
the  funds  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

Such  certificates  and  notice  shall  be  published  in  all  the  daily  papers 
printed  in  the  city  of  Binghamton,  at  least  ten  consecutive  days,  Sun- 
days excluded,  before  said  election  is  held. 

One  of  the  inspectors  of  the  town  of  Binghamton  and  one  of  the  ward 
inspectors  of  the  city  of  Binghamton  shall  be  chosen  by  said  mayor  and 
supervisors  to  receive  and  count  the  votes  given  at  said  election,  and  to 
certify  the  result  to  said  mayor  and  supervisors.  Every  tax-paying  citi- 
zen whose  name  appears  upon  the  last  tax  roll  previous  to  said  election, 
and  none  other,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

The  ballots  given  at  said  election  shall  be  written  or  printed,  "For 
special  tax  and  bonds,"  and  "Against  special  tax  and  bonds." 

The  polls  shall  be  open  from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
immediately  after  the  closing  of  the.  polls  two  certificates  of  the  result, 
signed  by  said  inspectors,  shall  be  as  soon  as  possible  placed  in  the 
hands  of  said  mayor  and  supervisor  respectively,  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  there  is  a  majority  of  ballots  for  "Special  tax  and  bonds,"  the  said 
mayor  and  supervisor  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  the  amount  designated  to  be  raised  upon  the  faith  of  said  town 
and  city. 

In  line  47,  section  1, after  the  word  "indebtedness"  insert  the  words: 
"  Shall  in  no  case  be  sold  or  negotiated  by  said  mayor  and  supervisor, 
or  either  of  them,  at  less  than  their  par  value  and  accrued  interest,  and 
they." 

In  line  63,  section  1,  after  the  word  "following"  insert  the  words: 
"And  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  tax  shall  be  certified  by  said  mayor 
and  supervisor  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Broome, 
and  the  said  board  shall  levy  and  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  herein 
before  provided  for  the  payment  of  repairs  and  collection  of  principal 
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and  interest  of  bonds  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act.  This

'  Present  site,"  or  *  Foot  of-  Carroll,'  or  '  Foot  of  Exchange  street.' 
The  same  persbns  hereinbefore  designated  shall  be  entitled  to*  vote, 
and  the  same  certificate  hereinbefore  required  shall  be  made,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  mayor  and  supervisor  to  build  said  bridge 
upon  the  site  designated  by  the  greatest  number  of  votes  given  at  said 
election.  It  is  further  provided  that  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the 
location  of  the  Susquehanna  bridge,  but  such  Susquehanna  bridge  sfahall 
be  maintained,  and,  in  case  of  necessity,  rebuilt  upon  the  present  site."

To  tJie  Assembly : 

The  committee  on  railroads,  to  which  were  referred  several  bills  pro- 
viding, in  one  way  and  another,  for  the  construction  of  rapid  transit 
railroads  in  the  city  of  New  York,  by  or  under  commissions,  respect- 
fally  report  that  your  committee  do  not  and  cannot  sanction  the  con- 
struction of  rapid  transit  roads,  by  the  city  of  New  York,  as  desired  by 
some  of  the  projectors  of  the  commission  bills. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  commission  can  be  pro- 
vided that  will  construct  a  rapid  transit  road,  unless  built  by  the  city ; 
that,  from  the  laws  governing  the  expenditure  of  money,  capitalists 
will  not  put  their  money  into  the  hands  of  commissions  to  be  expended 
for  them ;  but  that  the  persons  who  furnish  the  capital  for  the  construc- 
tion of  such  roads,  from  the  nature  of  things,  will  demand  that  they  not 
only  have  a  voice  in  its  expenditure,  but  will  desire  a  voice  in  its  con- 
trol, and  that  for  this  reason  if  for  no  other  money  cannot  be  raised  for 
the  construction  of  rapid  transit  roads  upon  any  such  plan.  Your  com- 
mittee, having  these  views,  would  be  inclined  to  report  adversely  upon 
bills  of  this  character.  Nevertheless,  as  many  of  the  members  of  your 
honorable  body  differ  with  your  committee  upon  this  question,  your 
oommittee  have  determined  to  report  all  bills  before  them  providing  for 
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commissions  for  the  construction  of  rapid  transit  roads  in  the  city  of 
New  York  for  the  consideration  of  the  House,  to  the  end  that  a  full  dis- 
cussion of  the  same  may  be  had  in  the  House.

erected  for  hospital  purposes;  but  that  said  managers  have  neglected 
to  erect  any  su(5h  buildings  or  to  furnish  the  required  accommodations 
for  the  sick  and  maimed  citizens  of  New  York  requiring  the  aid  of  said 
hospital;  therefore 

Resolvedy  That  the  committee  on  State  charitable  institutions  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  authorized  and  empowered  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers  and  make  such  investigation  into  the  alleged  misapplication 
of  the  funds  of  said  hospital,  as  well  as  into  all  acts  of  the  managers  of 
said  hospital,  of  every  kind  and  description,  and  to  make  inquiry  in 
regard  to  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  moneys  belonging  to 
said  hospital,  and  the  reasons,  if  any,  why  no  adequate  buildings  have 
been  erected  by  said  managers  to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  said 
hospital  was  established,  and  to  report  the  facts  with  their  opinions  to 
this  Legislature,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  the  committee 
may  deem  proper,  provided  that  said  investigation  be  made  without 
expense  to  the  State,  excepting  the  service  of  legal  process. 
Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate. 
Ordered^  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Ryan,  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resplution,  in 
the  words  following: 
Resolved^hdX  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of  New  York 
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report,  for  the  information  of  this  House,  within  ten  days,  the  number 
of  suits  and  proceedings  taken  against  the  city  and  county  of  New  York

668,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of 
villages,'  passed  December  7,  1847,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  the  village  of  Mount  Vernon,  in 
the  county  of  Westchester,  and  to  declare,  enlarge  and  define  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  said  village,  and  to  confirm  and 
extend  the  powers  of  the  corporation  of  said  village,  passed  May  10, 1870." 

Assembly  bill  No.  630,  G.  O.  669,  '*An  act  to  authorize  the  village  of 
Mount  Vernon  to  take,  hold  and  couvey  certain  lands." 

Assembly  bill  No.  634,  G.  O.  673,  "An  act  to  extend  the  boundaries 
of  the  village  of  Dansville." 

Senate  bill  No.  139,  G.  O.  676,  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
village  of  Florseheads,  Chemung  county." 

Said  bills  were  so  referred. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  at  2  o^clock  and  6  minutes,  the  House 
took  a  recess  until  7^  o'clock  p.  h.

The  House  again  met. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  was  received  and  read,  requesting  the 
concurrence  of  the  Assembly  to  the  bill  entitled  as  follows :

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Davis,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  afKrmative. 

Ordered^  That  said  bill  be  engrossed  and  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Weed  then  moved  to  recommit  said  hill  to  the  committee  oa 
canals,  with  instructions  to  amend  so  that  all  the  moneys  to  bo  paid 
out  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  bill  shall  be  paid  by  paymas- 
ters to  be  appointed  by  the  Canal  Board,  retaining  its  place  on  calendar 
of  third  reading  of  bills. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Leake,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  said  seo- 
oiid  mentioned  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  at  11  o^clock  the  House  adjourned.

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Statcheller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '*An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  authorize  the  construotion  of 
sewers  in  the  village  and  to^n  of  Saratoga  Springs,'*  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time.

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Wight  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^An  act 
to  suppress  intemperance  and  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  the  county  of  Westchester,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  internal  afifairs.

occasioned  by  rebellion  and  war  of  government  interference  in  the  busi- 
ness oi'  banking  has  passed  away,  the  whole  subject  should  be  remanded 
to  the  several  States  and  subjected  to  their  legislation  and  control, 
except  the  duty  of  providing  a  uniform  currency  for  the  country,  which 
is  properly  a  1  unction  of  Congress ;  therefore,

Section  1.  The  first  section  of  the  act  entitled  *^An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  corporations  for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or 
chemical  purposes,"  passed  February  17,  1848,  as  amended  by  chapter 
262  of  the  Laws  of  1857,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  657  ot  the 
Laws  of  1871,  as  amended  by  chapter  426  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
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g  1.  At  any  lime  hefeafler,  any  three  or  more  persons  who  may  desire 
to  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  kind  of  manufao- 
taring,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  business,  or  ihe  business  of  print* 
ing  and  publishing  books,  pamphleU  and  newspapers,  or  tho  business  of 
preserving  and  dealing  in  ments,  or  tlic  business  of  making  butter,  cheese, 
concentrated  or  condensed  milk,  or  any  oilier  products  of  the  dairy,  or 
tho  business  of  erecting:  buildings  for  church  sheds  or  laundry  purposes, 
and  the  carrying  on  of  laundry  ousiness,  or  the  business  of  slaughtering 
animals,  may  make,  sign  and  acknowledge,  before  some  officer  compe- 
tent to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  file  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  business  of  the  company  shall  bo  carried 
on,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  tho  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  cer- 
tificate in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  corporate  name  of  the 
said  company  and  the  objects  for  which  the  company  shall  be  formed, 
the.  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company,  the  term  of  its 
existence  (not  to  exceed  fifly  years),  the  number  of  shares  of  which  the 
said  stock  shall  consist,  the  number  of  trustees  and  their  names,  who 
shall  manage  the  concerns  of  said  company  for  the  first  year,  and   the 
names  of  the  town  and  county  in  which  the  operations  of  the* said  com- 
pany are  to  be  carried  on. 

g  2.  The  stockholders  of  any  corporation  hereafter  formed  under  the 
act  hereby  amended,  or  any  act  amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary 
thereto,  or  extending  the  operation  and  effect  thereof,  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  liabilities  provided  for  in  said  acts,  be  individually  responsible, 
equally  and  ratably,  in  an  amount  to  the  extent  of  their  respective 
shares  of  stock  in  such  corporation.    The  term  stockholder,  as  used  in 
this  section,  shall  apply  not  only  to  such  persons  as  appear  by  the  books 
of  the  corporation  or  association  to  be  such,  but  also  to  every  equitable 
owner  of  stock,  although  the  same  may  appear  on  such  books  in  the 
name  of  another  person ;  and   also  to  every  person   who   shall  have 
advanced  the  installments  or  purchase  money  of  any  stock  in  the  name 
of  any  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  while  such  person 
remains  a  minor,  to  the  extent  of  such  advance;  aud  also  to  every 
guardian  or  oiber  trustee  who  shall  voluntarily  invest  any  trust  funds 
in  such  stock ;  and  no  trust  funds  in  the  hands  of  such  guardian  or  trus- 
tee shall  be  in  any  way  liable   under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the 
acts  aforesaid  by  reason  of  any  such  investment,  nor  shall  the  person 
for  whose  benefit  any  such  investment  may  be  made  be  responsible  in 
respect  to  such  stock  until  thirty  days  after  the  time  when  such  persons 
respectively  become  competent  and  able  to  control  and  dispose  of  the 
same ;  but  the  guardian  or  other  trustee  making  such  investment  as 
aforesaid  shall  continue  responsible  as  a  stockholder  until  such  responsi- 
bility devolves  upon  the  person  beneficially  interested  therein ;  and,  in 
respect  to  stock  held  by  a  guardian  or  other  trustee  under  a  transfer  of 
the  same  by  a  third  pei^son,  or  under  positive  directions  by  a  third  per- 
son for  such  investment,  the  person  making  such  transfer  or  giving  such 
directions,  and  his  executors  and  administrator  shall,  for  tho  purposes 
of  this  act,  be  deemed  a  stockholder ;  and  the  estate  of  such  pereon,  if 
he  be  deceased,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  debts  and  liabilities  charge- 
able on  such  stock,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

The  private  secretary  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  appeared  in  the 
Assembly  Chamber,  and  presented  a  communication  from  the  Governor 
in  the  words  following : 

Statb  of  Nbw  York — Ezecutivb  Chambbb,  ) 

Albany,  April  7,  1874.  j 

To  th4  Legislature : 

I  deem  it  due  to  the  honor  and  interest  of  the  State  to  call  upon  you, 
as  its  chosen  representatives,  to  take  into  oonsideration  the  propositions 
before  Congress  in  regard  to  the  currency.  Though  yet  immature, 
and  requiring  the  concurrent  action  of  both  Houses  to  give  them  the 
validity  of  law,  they  have,  neverthelesss,  received  in  each  such  partial 
sanction  as  to  excite  serious  alarm  as  to  the  result.  In  ray  annual  raes- 
sap^e  in  January  last,  I  expressed  my  earnest  hope  that  the  paper  circu- 
lation issued  by  the  government  would  be  curtailed,  and  that  early  steps 
would  be  taken  to  resume  specie  payment  I  did  not  anticipate  that  the 
extraordinary  proposition  of  innatmg  the  currency  by  adding  to  the 
outstanding  legal  tender  notes,  or  by  authorizing  a  further  issue  of 
national  bank  paper  would  be  seriously  made.  In  view  of  the  purpose 
which  has  been  indicated  to  enlarge  the  volume  of  paper  of  both  descrip- 
tions, and  to  repudiate  all  attempts  to  re-establish  the  standard  of  specie, 
a  policy,  as  I  sincerely  believe  is  fraught  with  wide-spread  ruin  to  the 
industry  of  the  country,  and  with  imminent  danger  to  its  credit,  I  invoke 
your  interposition  to  contribute  all  in  your  power  to  prevent  its  adop- 
tion. Your  opinion,  representing  as  you  Ho  more  largely  than  the  Legis- 
lature of  any  other  State  the  financial  and  commercial  interests  of  the 
Union,  should  carry  with  it  great  weight. 

The  flagrant  injustice  of  the  proposed  measure  will  be  the  more  appa- 
rent when  you  consider  that,  if  adopted  without  repealing  the  legal 
tender  act,  the  result  will  be  not  only  to  depreciate  the  paper  currency 
still  further,  but  to  compel  its  acceptance  in  payment  of  debt,  thus 
openly  violating  the  solemnly  proclaimed  pledge  of  the-  government 
five  years  ago  to  redeem  its  notes  in  specie  '*  at  the  earliest  practicable 
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period,''  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  and  consammating  what 
the  Constitution  prohibits  to  the  States  as  an  act  of  moral  and  political 
turpitude.  To  degrade  the  currency  and  at  the  same  time  to  compel 
the  people  to  receive  it  as  equivalent  to  specie  would  be  the  moHt  tyran- 
nical exercise  and  abuse  of  nnancial  power  of  which  a  civilized  fi^oveiTi- 
ment  has  ever  been  guilty  in  time  of  peace.  It  differs  in  no  essential 
respect,  either  under  its  moral  or  its  political  aspects,  from  a  degrada- 
tion of  the  sland:ird  of  specie  by  an  adulteration  of  the  national  Mom, 
Five  years  ago  the  sense  of  rectitude  would  have  revolted  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  such  an  act  of  public  perfidy ;  but  a  persistence  in  wrong 
and  injustice  rarely  fails  to  reconcile  further  wrong  to  the  thought  first 
and  to  the  purpose  afterward.  If,  spuming  away  all  the  teachings  of 
history,  and  trampling  under  foot  all  the  maxims  of  political  justice,  we 
adopt  a  policy  as  fraudulent  as  it  is  demoralizing,  our  successors  will 
look  bacK  on  our  conduct  with  humiliation  aud  shame.  The  millions  of 
depreciated  and  irredeemable  papei*  if' issued  as  proposed  will,  by  a  law 
of  distribution  which  no  human  power  can  control,  be  poured  into  the 
city  of  New  York  to  uphold  and  stimulate  stock  gambling,  to  glut  the 
channels  of  industry  with  false  tokens  of  value,  to  cause  re-actions  in 
the  various  departments  of  labor  by  which  the  working  classes  are 
thrown  out  of  employment,  and  to  shake  to  its  foundations  the  fabric 
of  the  public  credit.  Against  the  introduction  of  such  an  instrument 
of  dishonor  and  calamity  we  should  enter  our  solemn  protest,  as  we 
would  against  any  other  fiood  of  contamination. 

I  speak  with  a  clear  understanding  of  the  force  of  my  words.  I 
believe  and  trust  you  will  concur  with  me  in  opinion  that  the  emer- 
gency demands  the  plainest  and  most  emphatic  language.  I  therefore 
recommend  such  an  expression  on  your  part  as  may  comport  with  the 
dignity  of  the  Legislature,  and  as  you  may  deem  due  to  the  interests  of 
your  constituents.  I  am  not  without  hope  that  a  timely  declaration  of 
your  views  to  be  presented  to  Congress  through  the  Senators  and  rep- 
resentatives from  this  State  may  arrest  the  torrent  of  disgrace  and  dis- 
aster with  which  the  country  is  threatened  from  this  source.  If  your 
protests  and  warnings  are  unheeded,  you  will  have  the  consolation  of 
reflecting,  when  the  evil  comes  upon  us,  that  no  effort  on  your  part  has 
been  spared  to  avert  it.

Besolvedy  That  copies  of  the  Oovernor^s  message  and  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  transmitted  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  this 
State,  with  the  request  that  they  be  presented  to  the  XTnited  States 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.

Whereupon,  the  Senate  appeared  in  the  Assembly  Chamber,  and  the 
President  of  the  Senate  took  the  chair  and  announced  that  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  were  in  joint  convention  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  place  of  Abram  B,  Weaver. 

On  motion,  Messrs,  Robertson  and  Batcheller  were  appointed  as 
tellers.
